The Tranſlator's Preface. 


Hiſtory. In Sort, this Piece may be called, 
A real Hiſtory of Facts, ſet off with all the 
Ornaments of a Romance. 

But as the Subject of the following Piece is 
not, perhaps, ſo univerſally known, as the Cha- 
racter of its Author, it may not be improper to 
give the Reader an Idea of it, by way of Pre- 
face. 


Osman I. was advanced to the Ottoman 
Throne, upon the Depoſing e, his Uncle Mvus- 
TAPHA, in the Year 1618. when he was abont 
fourteen Years of Age, and was murder'd in the 
Rebellion of the Janizaries in 1622. Not- 
withſtanding the Tenderneſs of his Years, and 
the Shortneſs of his Reign, he was, perhaps, 
one of the moſt enterprizing Genius, that ever 
govern'd the Turkiſh Monarchy; Being, (as 
Sir Paul Rycaut /ays) very courageous, en- 
4% vious of the Glory of his Anceſtors, and 
« ambitious to raiſe his Name above any of 
«theirs, he had projected to himſelf the ſub- 
4 duing the Remains of the bordering Eu- 
« rope, His firſt Enterprize was the Con- 
« queſt of Poland,” (which, perhaps, had the 
Turks at this Time ſuch a Leader, would be 
no difficult Matter to effeft, during the preſent 
divided State of that Kingdom, did not their 
Diſpute with the Perſians prevent any Attempts 
on the Chriſtian Princes.) * This Action 
«© OsMan thought ſo eaſy, that he had in his 
«© own Mind diſpoſed of his Conqueſt, and 
« divided the Live-Lion's Skin; but through 
( the 
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« the Cowardice of his Jarizaries, he was 
© forced to raiſe his Camp, and accept of a 
« Treaty, to fave his Honour.“ 


In the Perſon of Osm an, Madam De Gomez 
has drawn the Character of a Prince, of a fine 
natural Genius, and applying his whole Time t0 
the Attainment of ſuch Qualifications, as might 
render his Reign gloridus to himſelf, and happy 
to his People, cut off in the mid/t of his De- 
ſigus, and ſacrificed to the blind Rage of an in- 
© fatuated Rabble, by the artful and ambitious 
N Schemes of the Sultana Kioſem, who, through 
her whole Behaviour, appears to be ons of the 
moſt politick and enterprizing Women of the 
Age [he lived in, or perhaps any ſince, ' and 
who, after almoſt a whole Life ſpent in conti- 
nual Plots and Seditions, was ſirangled by the 
Orders of her own Grand/on. 


In the Empreſs ApENDI NA, appears a young 
Lady poſſeſi'd of all the Charms of Art and. 
Mature, and deeply in Love with the Grand- 
Signior who meets her Affection with an equal 
Ardour, refuſing a Place in his Seraglio, and o- 
bliging the Sultan to diſpenſe with the Law 
which prohibits the Turkiſh Emperors from 
marrying, rather than ſhe would become 4 Con- 
eubing to her Sovereign, altho* he was, at the 
fame time, the very Man /he mo/? paſſionately, 
and moſt entirely lov'd. This would be 
efleem'd a very uncommon Inſtance of Virtue, 
even in a Chriſtian Court; what then muſt it 
be at the Ottoman Porte, where ſuch 2

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doms paſs, not only without Cenſure, but even 
under the Sauction of publick Authority | — 


The Hiſtory concludes with the entire De- 
firuftion of all theſe who were any wiſe acceſſary 
to the Dethroning and Death of Oſman; from 
which Event Madam De Gomez draws the 
follnwing Reffection, viz, © That every Op- 
« poſition whatſoever to the Supream Power,

Mahomet III. his Sureet- 
ſor, and of the Satan, Achmet, and O/man.” The Re- 
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bellion of the BA, of Europe and Aa, the In- 
trigues of the Scraglio, the Ambition of the Sultanat, 
their mutual Jealouſtes, and their vaſt Deſigns, were 
ſo many Fires, which ſpread Confuſion all over the 
Imperial City, and throughout every Province of that 
extenſive Empire; but what had almoſt put the fi- 
niſhing Stroke to its Deſtruction, was the Conſpiracy 
of the favourite Sultaneſs of Mahomet III. 


This Prince, upon his Acceſſion to the Throne, 
after the Death of his Father Anurath, delegated 
his Authority entirely to his Mother, the Su/tara 
Bafo: As he was naturally of an indolent Temper, 
and abandon'd to the moſt extravagant Debauche- 
ries, he found an infinite Satisfaction, in committing 
to her Care the Adminiſtration of all publick Affairs: 
and although the SItana- Queen had brought him 
two Sons, Selim, and Mahoruet, it proved no Addi- 
tion to her Power, Baß alone having engroſſed all 
the Confidence of the Emperor her Son. 


She was of the illuſtrious Houſe of the Bafes of 
Venice, but born in Candia, Her great Beauty, and 
the Superiority of her Genius, had render'd her ſo 
dear to Amurath, that during eighteen Years ſhe had 
been his ſole Favourite; and the high Title of Valid, 
or Sultana-Mother, which fell to her by the'Accel- 
ſion of Mahomet to the Throne, ſoon enabled her to 
diſplay her natural Capacity for holding, with Glory, 
the Reins of Empire: The Su/tang-Queen, fir'd with 
Ambition, and not able, without the utmoſt Diſplea- 
ſure, to bear that any one but kerſelf ſhou'd have a 
Share in the Government, not having the leaſt Re-

Mabomet was then eighteen Years old; and by a 
thouſamd fine Qualities; gave great Hopes, that, un- 
der his Reign, the Ottoman Line wou'd ſhine out 
with freſh Luſtre and Glory. But as the Virtues of 
both the Princes, and People of that Empire, confift 
only in Courage, Policy, and a Defire of aggrandi- 
zing themſelves at any rate; and their unbounded 
Ambition ſeems to have extinguiſh'd in them all 
other Sentiments, Nature and Love have but a {mall 
Influence over them: The Son takes up Arms againſt 
the Father, the Father works the Deſtruction of the 
Son, and Brothers quench their Thirſt in their Bro- 
ther's Blood; nor does Clemency and Pity ever find 
a Place in their Souls, but either through Motives of 
Policy or Intereſt. 


Accordingly young Mahomet, who did not in the 
leaſt degenerate from the Blood whence he was 
ſprung, hurried away with the ardent Deſire of Com- 
mand, enter'd readily into all the deſperate Meaſures 
of his Mother; who did not venture to acquaint him 
with her pernicious Deſigns, until ſhe had found his 
Ambition was ſo ungovernable, as not to be reſtrain» 
ed either by the Dictates of Nature, or the Duty he 
ow'd to his Father and his Emperor; againſt whom, 
when in Company with his Friends, he would fre- 
quenthyMly out into the moſt bitter Invectives, re- 
proaching htm with his Debaucheries, and calling 
him by the moſt odious and injurious Names, regards. 
leſs of the Reſpect due to a Parent. He us'd likewife 
to add, that if ever he ſhould happen to ſucceed him 
in his Throne, the Face of Affairs ſhou'd ſoon be 
chang'd in the Empire: That he wou'd himfelf ap- 
pear at the Head of his Armies, after the Example 
of his Anceſtors ; that he would confer no Poſts or 
Employments but on ſuch as ſhou'd be worthy of 
them; and that above all, the Good of his People, 


and-The Enlargement of his Dominions, ſhould be his 
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principal Care, propoſing to himſelf the Life of Se- 
lin, and of his Son Seliman the Magnificent, as his 
Model. 


Such Diſcourſe could not fail of gaining him 
Friends, amongſt Perſons always ready to ſhake off 
one Yoke to put on another ; and the Creatures of 
the Sultana Queen, taking care to inculcate it into 
the Soldiers and the common People, had ſoon ſecu- 
red themſelves a powerful Faction. The Su/tanc/s, 
who had apply'd her ſelf to gain over the Ba//as and 
principal Officers of the [Zanizaries and Spahis, did 
not in the leaſt doubt of the Succeſs of her horrid 
Proje&, when Providence, ever watchful over the 
molt minute Actions of Mankind, decreed that the 
Imprudence of this Princeſs ſhould diſcover her in- 
human Machinations, and that what ſhe propos'd as 
the Means of her Advancement ſhould prove the 
immediate Cauſe of her Ruin. 


There was then at Conſtantinople an Aſtrologer of 
an extraordinary Reputation; this coming to the Ears 
of the Su/tana Queen, that Princeſs, not fatisfy'd with 
having prepar'd all things tor the Deſtruction of the 
Emperor, and for the Advancement of her Son to 
the Throne, had a mind likewiſe to itrengthen him 
with the Afliſtance of the Stars, and learn from 
thence his future Fortune; a Weakneſs the almoſt 
inſeparable Companion of female Ambition. This 
Princeſs having choſen an Eunuch, in whom ſhe re- 
poſed an entire Confidence, gave him the'Day and 
Hour of Mabomet's Birth, and ſent him to the A- 
ſtrologer, with Orders to calculate his Natyaty with- 
out loſing a Moment. The Artiſt pretended imme- 
diately to ſet about it; but as he had been previouſly 
inform'd of the Diſpoſition of both the Mother and 
the Son, he ſent them word to be of good Courage, 
and Mabomet would ſoon come to the Throne. # 
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In the mean while, the Eunuch having conſider'd 


W that this Event was very uncertain, and that he might 
us pe well aſſured of a conſiderable Reward, on diſco-

vering the Plot to the Grand Signior, made no ſcru- 


ple of betraying the Su/taneſs ; but having receiv'd 
the Aſtrologer's Anſwer, went directly to the Em- 
peror, carry'd him the Prediction, told him the Par- 
ticulars of the Conſpiracy, and even nam'd to him 
ſome of the Conſpirators. 


The Grand Lirnior, aftoniſh'd at the Auda- 
ciguineſs of the ©u/tana-Queen, and the Diſloyalty of 
his Son, caus'd them both inſtantly to be ſeiz'd, with 
fourteen of their Accomplices. The Sultana us d her 
utmoſt Efforts to obtain leave to juſtify her ſelf at his 
Highneſs's Feet, but the Emperor wou'd neither 
conſent to ſee, nor hear her, but gave Orders that ſhe 
Mould be thruſt into a Sack, and thrown into the 
Sea, which was immediately put in Execution. This 
done, having caus'd his Son to be brought before 
him, who deny'd ſtrongly his having been any ways 
concern'd in the Conſpiracy, he had him ſtrangled 
in his Preſence, without deigning to give him a 
Hearing. He alſo order'd the Aſtrologer to be brought 
before him, and after reproaching him with the Fal- 
ſhood of his Art, deliver'd him up to the fatal Bow- 
ſtring, and all who were ſuſpected to have been con- 
cerned in this Plot, underwent the ſame Fate. 


This bloody Execution, being perform'd with ſo 
much Precipitation, caus'd great Murmurs amongft 
the People and the Soldjery, notwithſtanding the 
Care that was taken to give out, that young Mahomet 
was incapable of having any Children, and that if he 
had aſcended the Throne, the auguſt Race of the 
Ottomans would have been extinck. As there had 
been Proof of the contrary, they ſtill mown'd his 
Loſs, and blam'd the Emperor highly ; who of five 


3 Sons, 
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Sons, by ſeveral Odaliſts, (the Name given to the 
Ladies of the Grand Signior's Seraglio) had now re- 
maining only two, viz. Achmet and Muftapha ; 
both Sons of the Oaaliſe Philatra: who after the 
Death of the Sultana-Queen, aſſum'd the Title and 
Rank of Hafai:, or Sultarnn- Queen, and Achmet, her 


eldeſt Son, was declar'd preſumptive Heir to the 
Empire. 


This Saltaneſs was born in the Ile of Cyprus, 
and of all the Odaliſti whom Mahomet III. honour'd 
with his Affection, was the only one whom he really 
loved ; her Beauty. Sweetneſs of Temper, and a 
thouſand agrecable Qualities which ſhe poſleſs'd, ren- 
dering her extremely dear to him. She ſeem'd to 
Have no other Ambition but that of pleaſing him, 
without intermeddling with Intrigues of State. As 
Me had not brought the Emperor her two Sons, till 
long after the Su/tana-Lucen had bore him Mahomer, 
nothing diſturb'd the Tranquillity of the Life ſhe had 
prelcrib'd her ſelf, but the Fear of ſeeing her Chil- 
dren fſacrific'd to the Cruelty of the Heir to the Em- 
Pire, if ever he ſhould aſcend the Throne. This 
Thought often drew Tears from her Eyes, and ſhe 
cou'd find no Conſolation in thoſe melancholy Mo- 
ments, but in the officious Services of a young Jeru- 
eſs, named Keira-Kaden, who had devoted her ſelf to 
her, ſome time before the Death of young Mahomet. 


This Zerve/s, who was full of Wit and Ambition, 4 
knowing that Phi/atra was the beſt beloved by the | 
Emperor of all the Odaliſes, form'd a Delign to get > Ul 
her ſelf introduced to her. To compals this the 2 
more eaſily, ſhe took a Voyage to the Iſle of Cyprus, Mi 
where being arriv'd, ſhe went directly to Niceſ a, | 
he City where the Sultaneſs was born. There, ha- 
ving inform'd her ſelf of all the Particulars of her 
Lye, even from her Infancy, to the Time when ſhe 

was 
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was carried away to be placed in the Serag/io 
of Mahomet III. ſhe return'd to Conſtantinople, more 
rleas'd than ever with her Deſign ; and by making ſe- 
veral Preſents to the Kifler-Agai, or Chief of the 
Black Funuchs, obtain'd Admittance to the Sultanas, 
under the pretence of ſelling them ſome fine Jewel. 
To that end, ſhe provided herſelf with the choiceſt 
Toys and Jewels; and as her Generofity had gain'd 
over the Ki/ler-Agaſi to her Intereſt, he {poke of 
her in ſuch advantageous Terms to the Sultanat, that 
the very krſt Day he introduc'd her to them, they 
receiv'd her as well as ſhe could have defir'd. 


Having obtain'd this Point, the artful Jeet knew 
ſo well how to pleaſe their Fancies and their Vanity, 
that they would never afterwards buy any thing but 
of her; and by her ſprightly Wit, agreeable Behavi- 
our, and Cunning, ſhe gain'd ſuch. an Aſcendant o- 
ver Phi/atra, that ſhe could never endure to be a Mo- 
ment without her. In effect, K:ira afways en- 
tertain'd her with ſome pleaſant Story, to divert her 
from the melancholy Reflections ſhe would ſome- 
times make, upon the future Fate of her Children; 
by which means, ſhe inſinuated her ſelf, at laſt, into 
her Affęction to ſuch a degree, that Phi/atra could 
not be at reſt, until ſhe had bound her entirely to 
her Service: With this Deſign ſhe defired and ob- 
tain'd of the Sultan, the Permiſſion to keep Keira 
always with her. 


Keira, who had ever this alone in View, was 
now at the height of her Joy, and being willing 
to ſecure her Intereſt in the Stand, made her 
believe, that her Acknowledgment for all her 
Favours, wou'd not ſuffer her any longer to conceal 
her being Miſtreſs of all the Secrets of the Ferot/h 
Cabala ; and that the peculiar Gift of knowing 
what was paſt, preſent, and to come, (with reſpe& 
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to the Ottoman Empire) had been conferr'd upon her 
by Heaven,

* But; Madam, continued the crafty Jewe/7, 
% throwing her ſelf at Philatra's Feet, I muſt con- 
juxe you to keep what I ſhall tell you an inviola- 
* ble Secret: I had devoted every Moment of my 
* Life to your Service, cven before I had the Ho- 
* nour to approach you: All that 1 have hitherto 
done, has only been in order to obtain that Hap- 
pineſs, to the end I might inform you of the Glo- 
ry deſign'd you by Heaven, if you will vouchſafe 
to follow my Advice”. Then, to convince her 
of her Skill, ſhe gave her an exact Account of all 
that had befallen her, from the time of her moſt ten- 
der Infancy, to the time of her Entrance into the 
Serag/io, adding thereunto a thouſand Particulars, 
which were only known to Phi/atra; but which ſhe 
had found out, as being the neceſſary Conſequences 
of what nad been told her of that $u/tana. 


Nothing could be greater than the Aſtoniſhment 
of that Princeſs at theſe Diſcoveries ; wherefore ima- 
gining that Keira was an Angel ſent her by Mabo- 
amet, to guide and direct her in all the Actions of her 
Lite, ſhe embraced her tenderly, loaded her with 
rich Preſents, and promis'd to, do nothing for 
the future without conſylting her: And to begin to 
give her ſome effential Marks of her Confidence, ſhe 
forthwith inform'd her of her Fears, on account of 
the Inhumanity of the Ottoman Emperors; who on 
aſcending the Throne, made it their almoſt con- 
ſtant Practice to waſh their Steps in their Brother's 
Blood; adding, that this could not fail of happening 
to her Sons, Achmet and Muſtapha, it Mahomet 
| ſhou'd come to the Empire. Keira made no ſeru- 
ple of encouraging her, by promiſing her a more fa- 

| vourable 
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vourable Deſtiny for her ſelf and the Princes her 


Sons. 


Such was the Situation of the Sultaneſs Philatra's 
Mind, when the Conſpiracy of the Haſ/aki was diſ- 
cover'd, and the Death of that Princeſs and young 
Myuhomet, rais'd her to a Rank, with the Hopes 
of which ſhe had never yet dar'd to flatter her ſelf, 
This Event render'd the Fewe/s yet more dear to 
her, and ſhe did not fail to alledge this bloody Cata- 
ſtrophe, as a Confirmation of her Predictions. In 
effect, every thing conſpired to give them an Air of 
Truth. The Emperor Mabomet, having reflected 
in cool Blood, on his extreme Severity, in taking a- 
way the Life of a Son he had lov'd ſo tenderly, fell 
into ſuch a deep Melancholy, as brought him to his 
Grave; being ſo much the leſs able toovercome it, as 
his Body was already emaciated by his frequent De- 
baucheries; he died ſuddenly, after but one Night's 
Illneſs, having felt hardly any Pain, Anno 1603. at 
the Age of Thirty eight: Never was Emperor 
cls lamented by his Subjects, who were unanimous - 
ly of Opinion that he had ſully'd the Glory of his 


Anceſtors, and that his Death was a Happineſs ta 
the Empise. 


Immediately after his Deccaſe, the Baſ/a's being 
apprehenſive of the Diſpoſition the People and Sol- 
diers were then in, ran to the Apartment of Sultan 
Achmet, whom, although but fourteen, they ſet up- 
on the Throne. Thereupon he made the Cavalcade 
uſual upon theſe Occaſions, through the City, with. 
the univerſal Applauſes of the People of all Ranks and 
Degrees This Prince had in him the Seeds of ma- 
ny Virtues ; he was ambitious, but yet his Soul vas 
ſuſceptible both of Love and Pity, two Paſſions, 
whereof he plainly ſhew'd himſelf not inſenſible, when 
he was declar'd preſumptive Heir to the Empire. For

is J his 
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his Brother Mu//apha, coming to congratulate him 
upon his new Dignity , threw himſelf at his Feet, 
conjuring him to remember that he had always loved 
him; and that ſince Providence had now ſecured 
him from the Fear of Death, by the Deceaſe of his 
elder Brother, he would likewiſe ſecure him from 


the Horrour of being ſacrificed by one who was fo 
dear to him. 


Achmet, who condemn'd this inhuman Cuſlom, 
was mov'd to Compaſiion at this humble Requeſt, 


and having embraced him, ſwore ſolemnly, that it 


ever he came to the Empire, he would never at- 
tempt any thing either againſt his Life or Liberty ; 
but this good natural Diſpoſition was ſoon corrupted 
by the Luxury of the Seraglio, and the Sequel ſuft- 
ciently ſhew'd, that he was neither leſs jcalous of his 
Authority, nor leſs vicious than his Predeceſlors. 


In the mean while, Philatra being become Validt, 
or Sultana. Mother, began to give ſome Proofs of her 
Power, by having the Su/tana Baffo, Widow to Amu- 
rath III. and Mother to Mahomer III. confin'd in the 
Old Seraglio. As ſhe was no leſs jealous of her Pow- 
er and Wit, than the former of thoſe Emperors had 
been before her, ſhe had the Addreſs to obtain of 
her Son Achmet a particular Order for her Confine- 
ment. Baffo, being ſurpriz'd at this Action, diflem- 
bled her Reſentment, and only deſird Permiſhon to 
embrace the Emperor her Grandſon for the laſt time; 
but the Eunuch who carried her the Order, being 
apprehenſive of her great Genius, refuſed it her, tel- 
ling her it was expreſsly forbidden, and that ſhe 
muſt obey. Hereupon giving full ſcope to her Re- 
ſentment, ſhe loaded the Eunuch and B, with 
Abuſes, without ſparing even the Sultana Validé, 
and commanded her Women to break every thing in 
her Apartment; and although this was a capital 
Crime, 
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Crime, they ſeconded ſo well the Fury of their Mi. 
ſtreſs, that they broke all, Glaſſes, Chryſtals, and 
China, and ſhatter'd in pieces every thing that could 
not reſiſt the Weakneſs of their Arms: But this Rage 
avail'd no more than her Tears and Cries, which 
produced no other Effect, than to be the Subject of 
the Diverſion and Raillery pf the Court. 


After her Departure, the Yalide took Poſſeſhon of 
the Rank and Honours which BV had enjoy'd fo 
long: They found immenſe Riches, which this Su“ 
tanc's had heap'd up during the two former Reigns, 
and which the /a/ids cauſed to be carried to the Suk 
tan's Treaſury : This done, ſhe, in concert with the 
Baſſas, apply'd her ſelf to form a new Seraglio for the 
young Emperor, having ſent to the Old one all the 
Odaliſis of Mahomet III. without ſparing even one 
of the molt beautiful, named Fatima, whom that 
Monarch had never honour'd with his Bed. As 
this Sultane has a great Share in this Hiſtory, it 
will be neceſſary betore we proceed farther, to give 
ſome Account of her. 


She was born in Zacenia, a little Province” of 
Greece, of Chriſtian Parents. The Fame of her 
great Beauty excited the Curiolity of Sangiac Beg, 
Governor of the Morea, as he was going a Progreſs 
thro' his Government, inſomuch that he obliged her 
Parents to bring her to him. They obey'd him, 
like Slaves, and the Sangiac Beg could not behold 
lo many Charms, without being deeply wound- 
ed; but the Wit of Fatima, which ſurpaſſed even 
the Graces of her Perſon, compleated the Conqueſt 
of his Heart: Yet notwithſtanding this Violence of 
his Love, the Intereſt of his Fortune cauſed him to 


make fuch Reflections, as ſet Bounds to tie Ardour 
of his Paſſion. 2

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ger; wherefore making his Love give way to his 


Ambition, he carried her to Conflantinople, and 


ſhew'd her to the Ki/izr-Agaſi, who having found 
her worthy to be preſented to Mahomet, put her in 


the Number of the Oda/is. But that Prince, being 


overwhelm'd with the Troubles, which the Commo- 
tions in Aa, and the Diviſions within the Seraglic 
perpetually gave him, took no manner of notice of 
Fatima's Charms; inſomuch that during three Years, 
which he liv'd aſter her Entrance into the Seraglio, 
he never ſaw her but when ſhe was firſt preſented to 
him. Nevertheleſs, after his Death, ſhe was con- 
founded among thoſe who had ſhar'd in his Pleaſures, 
and conducted to the old Seraglio, like the others 
Who were the Widows of that Emperor. 


Hereupon the Governor of the Morea, whoſe Paſ- 
fion was not extinguiſt'd, being overjoy'd at an E- 
vent which gave him ſome Hopes of poſſeſſing her, 
found the Means to let her know his Love, and his 
Deſignsz and Fatima, who had been heartily weary 
of the Seraglio, even during Mahomet's Life, having 
neither partaken of the Pleaſures nor the Honours 
of that Palace, being yet more chagrin'd at her Con- 
finement in the old Seraglio, receiv'd the Propoſals 
of the Sangiac-Beg, and concerted Mealures with 
kim to obtain the uniting of their Fortunes for ever. 
But their Deſign proved abortive, by an Adventure, 
which neither the one or the other of them could 
have expected. 


The Emperor Achmet, whoſe Temper was no 
leſs ſuſceptible of ſoft Impreſſions, than his Father 
Mahomet's, notwithſtanding his great Youth, my

He confider'd Fatima, as an infallible Means of 
railing hi:miclf, in preſenting her to the Grand Sig- 
nior, to whole voluptuous Temper he was no Stran- * 
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with Pleaſure, with what Eagernſs they ſtrove to fill 
his Serag/io with the greateſt Beauties of his Empire, 


lis firſt Inclination was for a young Greet, about

„ ly, tho' her Charms made no very deep Impreflion 
s upon Achmet, and all he felt for her was a tender 
>: Friendſhip, join'd with a fort of Confidence which he 
| repoſed in her, this Sort of Tenderneſs did not fail to 
- render her neceſſary to him in all his Parties of Plea- 
- *# ſcare. Na/ja, and the other Odaliſts, being per- 
> ſuaded that Achmet was not in Love with her, be- 
held her without Jealouſy ; and the artful X7o/err, 
who had form'd to herſelf a Plan for her future Be- 
haviour, and whole ſuperiour Genius had made her, 
as it were, foreſee, that a moſt glorious Deſtiny was 
reſerv'd for her hereafter, knew {owe!l how to con- 
form herſelt to the Humours of her Rivals, that ſhe 
was generally choſen Umpire of the Differences, which 
happen'd between them. i 
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Whilſt Achmet began thus to give himſelf up to 
his Pleaſures, the Saltana-Lalidi, being govern'd by 
the Advice of the eros Keira-Kagen, made her- 
ſelf fole Miſtreſs, by Degrees, of the Imperial Au- 
thority, wherein her artful Confident, had very 
ſoon as great a Share as herſelf; having found the 

( Mean 
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Means to render herſelf as dear to the Son, as ſhe 


was before to the Mother. That Prince having fal- 


len dangerouſly ill of the Small- Pox, his Life was 
deſpaired of for ſeveral Days, which put the Sltana- 
Valide, and her Creatures, in the utmoſt Perplexity. 
But Keira-RXaden, having always Recourſe to her 
pretended Intercourſe with Heaven, aſſured her ſo 
poſitively that the Emperor wou'd not die, that ſhe 
thought ſhe cow'd not do better, than to place her 
about him ; to the End that by the Charms of her 
Converſation, and her aſſiduous Care, ſhe might 
both divert Achmet from the profound Melancholy 
into which his Illneſs had plunged him, and at the 
ſame Time be more at Hand, to have an Eye upon 
the Medicines that were given him. In Effect, the 
Jetocſs was ſo very attentive to the Recovery of the 
young Monarch's Health, that ſhe alone reſtored 
um to it; giving him from Time to Time a little 
Wine, which ſhe had ſecretly convey'd into the 
Seraglio, and conceald with the utmoſt Care. 


This Cordial had ſuch a powerful Effect, upon a 
Stomach which had never before been uſed to it, 
that this Prince was very ſoon out of Danger ; and 
Keira Kaden giving him that Liquor, at proper 
Times, and with due Caution, not only brought him 
again to his Taſte, which was almoſt gone through 
the Violence of the Diſlemper; but when ſhe found 
he was in a Condition, to take ſome Pleature in 
her Converſation, exerted all the Wit whereof ſhe 
was Miſtreſs, to divert him agreeably. To this End 
ſhe had a Magazine of Amours and gallant Stories 
always ready, which ſhe told with ſuch a Grace, 
that ſhe not only cured Achmet of his Melancholy, 
but charm'd him to ſuch a Degree, that he cou'd no 
more be without her; but call'd her his ſecond Mo- 


ther, and declared openly that ſhe alone had ſaved 
his Life. 
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The Sultana-Valides, overjoy'd, at that Prince's 


1 being ſo graciouſly diſpoſed towards her Favou- 


rite, contributed to the utmoſt of her Power to 
her Advancement; which Achmet's Gratitude fe- 
conded to ſuch a great Degree, that Keira- Kaden's 
Ambition muſt have been ſatisſy'd, if there were a 
Poſſibility of ſatiating that Paſhon. She ſaw, in a 
little Time, all the great Officers of the Porte at her 
Feet, and all the Treaſures of the Empire at her 
Diſpoſ-1: All the Emperor's Favours were diſtribu— 
ted only by her Hands; and to give evident Proofs 
of her Authority, ſhe removed at Pleaſure, Officers 
of the greateſt Importance ; ſubſtituting daily one 
Miniſter in the Place of another, for conſiderable 
Sume, inſomuch that even to the high Office of 
Mufti, every Poit was given to the beſt Bid- 
der. 


This exceſſive Power, which grew daily greater, 
for the Space of two Years, alarm'd at laſt the great 
Officers of the Empire; moſt of whom gave out a- 
mongſt the Soldiery, that the State was governed 
only by an inſatiable Slave, who converted to her own 
Uſe, the very Money ſet apart for the Payment-of 
the Troops. Even Druis, the Grand YVizier, who 
was apprehenſive for himſelf, and ſuſpected that: his- 
Ruin was in Agitation in the Scraglio, fomented 
theſe Reports underhand ; and by the Means of fe- 
veral Officers of the Jani xaries, with whom he 
held an Intelligence, he brought them to revolt in 
September 1605, inſomuch that to the Number of 
thirty Thouſand, both Janizaries and Citizens, 
who join'd with them, they inveſted the Seraglio, 
with horrible Outcries, demanding the Head of the 
Jewels Keira-Kaden. | 


The 
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'Threatning even to attack the Serag/i,, and de- 


poſe the Sultan, made Achmet tremble; being 


terrify'd at the Danger that ſurrounded him, he 
aſſembled the Diran, where, after a long Conſal- 
tation, they reſolved, that for the Good of the 
State, and the Preſervation of the Emperor, "twas 
neceſſary to ſatisfy the Mutineers, and to deliver up 
Keira- Kaden. 


Achmet, who was then but Sixteen, and follow'd 
only the firſt Dictates of the Heart, which incline al 
Men to love and cheriſh, whatever they think either 
beneficial or agreeable, was ſenſibly afflicted at being 
obliged to abandon his Favourite. He ſigh'd, he 
wept, and made grievous Lamentations, but to no 
Purpoſe, there was a Neceſſity to comply; neither 
were the Complaints, and Tears of the Fewve/s, of 
more Effect. They tore her from the Arms of the 
Sultana-Valide, who was in the utmoſt Deſpair, at 
{ſurrendering her up to the Mutineers, ho loaded her 
with all Sorts of Indignities ; leading her after an 
infamous and cruel Manner, through all the Streets 
of Con/tantinople, which done, they tore her in a 
thouſand Pieces, and then threw her Piece-meal in- 
to the Sea. 


Such was the dreadful End of a moſt ſudden, and 
moſt prodigious Inſtance of the Mutability of For- 
tune; Providence having decreed that her Fall 
ſhould be attended with the {ame Rapidity as her 
Advancement. Happy! if ſuch terrible Examples, 
fo often repeated fince the Beginning of the World, 
would teach Men to reſtrain themſelves within the 
Bounds preſcribed them by Heaven ; and if their 
Eyes, which are dazzled with the Splendour of a 
vain Grandeur, could at laſt diſcover, that this is but 
a meer 


The Redoubling of their Imprecations, their . 
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The Death of Keira. Kaden appeas'd the Muti- 
neers; but it raiſed, in Achmet's Mind, ſuch Suſ- 
picions of the Grand- Vigier, as nothing cou'd re- 
move. Being perſuaded within himſelf, that he 
had been the Cauſe of that Woman's Ruin, he left 
no Stone unturn'd to be aſſured thereof; and when 
he was convinced of the Truth, and that he 


had been the Author of the Rebellion, he ſwore 


within himſelf, to take a ſignal Revenge. But this 
Event having taught him to diſſemble, he conceal- 
ed his Reſentment with the greateſt Care, affecting 
to repoſe an entire Confidence in the Vi ier; till he 
had lull'd him ſo effectually afleep, by theſe deceit- 
ful Appearances, that at the very Moment, when 
he thought himſelf moſt in his Maſter's good Graces, 
being the very Evening before a Hunting- Match, 
Fat which he was to have made one, he had him 
j ſirangled in his Palace, 


This Revenge ſeem'd to reſtore Ahmet to him- 
#ſ{elf, and to comfort him for the Loſs of Keira-Ka- 
den, which the Preſence of the Grand. Vi zier brought 
continually into his Mind: The Charms of Nia, 


1 and the inſinuating Wit, and Behaviour, and agree- 
able Converſation of Kig/em, finiſh'd the Cure, and 
© quite baniſh'd from his Memory all Melancholy 
4 Thoughts; the one by the Love wherewith ſhe had 
20 inſpired him, and the other by the tender Friendſhip 
wich inclined him to her. Kio/em was tall and 


well-ſhap'd; but rely ing leſs upon her Charms than 


þ vpon ner Wit, ſhe had preſcribed to herſelf ſuch a 
Conduct, that its refin'd Policy ſerved her as a 


Ms, Foot-Stool, to arrive at that Greatneſs, to which ſhe 


as icen to riſe, under the Reigns of her Sons 


Amarath IV. and Ibrabim.

In the mean while Achnet, although very much f 0 


in Love with Naa, cou'd not reſiſt the Charme of #7 
a new Odaliſt, named Nema, who together with 2 

great Beauty, was Miſtreſs of a ſprightly Wit, full 77 
of ſuch lively and agreeable Sallies, as pleas'd him { f 


highly, that he ſeem'd even to give her the Prefer © þ 
ence of Naſia. Nema, proud of having got the bet. \ 
ter of her Rival, gave herſelf up to Joy, which ad. 
ded freſh Fire to her Wit; and made her invent ard t 
ſay a thouſand, ſharp, delicate, and piquant Things, | 
which diverted Achmet extremely, and attracted his | 
Inclinations. As ſhe was excellent at Raillery, ſhe | 
ſpared no Body, not even the Miniſters of the &.. 
raglio, which made her not very agreeable to a great 
many. One Morning as ſhe was walking alone with 

the Su/tan, in the fine Gardens of that ſumptuous 
Palace, ſhe told that Prince, that ſhe had a ſingular

This Requeſt excited Acne Curiofituin he 
having already heard talk of the great Beauty of this 
5 2 N Odalis 
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Odal iſt, and being perfectly well inform'd, that ſhe 


fill was Miſtreſs of Charms, very uncommon, even 
in thoſe who were deſiga'd for the Sultan's Pleaſures , 
he ſent her an expreſs Order to come be- 
fore him. Fatima, who had expected as much, 
had neglected nothing that might add to her Beauty, 
and immediately made her Appearance like a new 
Star, Whoſe Luſtre eclipſed all the others, and 
quite dazzled the Eyes of that Sultan. His Admi- 
ration and Aſtoniſhment render'd him motionleſs for 
ſome Time, not being able immediately, to find 
Words expreſſive enough, to explain the Sentiments

But at laſt, Love looſen'd his Tongue, and hav- 
ing accoſted her more like a ſubmiſhve Lover, than 
like a curious Emperor, he reproach'd himſelf high- 
ly, for having depriv'd his Serag/io, of fo lovely an 
Ornament.

But her Deſpair was at the greateſt Height, when 
this Prince, being raviſh'd with his Conquelt, gave 
his Hand to Fatima. and turning about diſdainfully 
to Nema, commanded her to be conducted to the 
Apartment of this new Favourite. In vain did ſhe 
throw herfelf at his Feet, to prevail on him to re- 
voke this cruel Order; her Prayers and Tears could 
obtain nothing of Achmet, who only anſwer'd her in a 
Tone full of Irony, that ſhe muſt ſtay in the old Se- 
raglio, till Fatimaſhou'd be brought back again thither.

while, the Paſſion of Achmet was too violent to ſuffer 
him to ſigh long; eſpecially being of a Rank where 
the Deſires are as ſoon gratify'd as declared. That 
very Night, Fatima was hononr'd with the Imperi- 
al Bed ; and the Emperor was ſo highly charm'd 
with her, that next Morning, he ſettled her a Houſ- 
hold, and loaded her with Preſents. This new Am- 
our fill'd the Seraglio with Trouble and Confuſion, 
by Reaſon of the Jealouſy of Naſſia and Fatima, 
which often broke out to ſuch a Degree of Violence, 
that it was not to be appeaſed, even by the Autho- 
rity of the Sultan. MKig/em alone, tho' not leſs jea- 
lous than the Reſt, having the Addreſs to put a great- 
er Conſtraint upon herſelf, found the Means, by 
her artful, and inſinuating Temper, to reconcile her 
Rivals, and maintain a good Intelligence between 
them. Such a Behaviour could not fail of pleaſing 
the Emperor, and if it did not create in him a real 
Love for her, it at leaſt gain'd her his Eſteem and 
Friendſhip to a great Degree. 


In the mean while, all theſe Beauties, brought 
Achmet none but Daughters, at which he was not a 
little chagrin'd. Although his Paſſion for Fatima 
did not in the leaſt abate, her great Sweetneſs of Tem- 
per, and her agrezable Carriage, being as great a

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Charm to him, as the Beauty of her Perſon, he could 
very much have deſired, that it had been her For- 
tune to have brought him an Heir to the Empire. 
But that Glory was reſerved for a young Maiden, 
whoſe prodigious Charms, and uncommon Endow- 
ments, made her an Inſtrument of Happineſs Loth 
to her Country and her Family. 


In the Year 1606, The A, call'd, Det Chirma 
Agaſy, whoſe Olkce it was to collect throughout 
Greece, the Tribute of Children, deſign'd for the 
Service of the Grand Signior, in his Seraglio, either 
as his /choglans, or Pages, or as 7anizaries, being 
arriv'd at Athens, and going into the Houle of an 
ordinary Greek, to perform the Duties of his Office, 
found therein a young Maiden, whoſe admirable 
Beauty ſurprized him fo much, that he immediately 
cry'd out, Such a Treaſure could only be for the Emper- 
or of the Muſſulmans, and in Spite of her Mother, 
Who was all diſſolved in Tears, tore her from her 
Arms. 


Her Name was Baſilia; ſhe was about fifteen 
Years old 5 her Parents Were very Poor, but ſtrongly 
devoted to the Chri/tian Religion; and notwithitand- 
ing their miſerable Circumſtances, had given their 
Daughter a fine Education ; a charitable Monk of 
of the Order of St. Ba having taken her under his 
Care. The -good Man, finding in this young 
Plant a very happy Diſpoſition, had imbelliſh'd her 
Mind with a thouland fine, Qualifications, whichren- 
der'd her yet more amiable, than the Luſtre of her 
Beauty. Her good Senſe, her Modeſty, the Swect- 
neſs of her Converiation, together with a ſoft, en- 
gaging Air, gave her leaft Actions an unconceivable 
Charm, which gain'd her every Heart, 


All 
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All the City of Athens murmur'd at this Violence 
of the Aga's, but that was all they could do; this 
miſerable People, being reduced to extreme Pover- 
ty; without Arms, without Power, and without 
Leaders, being even Slaves to the Tyrants that op- 
preſs them, could only bewail with Tears the De- 
parture of the incomparable Baſi/ia. Her Mother, 


XZ embracing her for the laſt Time, charged her ſtrenu- 


ouſly, to be mindful, all her Life, of her Religion, 
her Country, and her Family, to which this beaute- 


4, ous Maiden could make no other Anſwer than by 


Tears; but as ſhe was of a ſweet Temper, and an 
unſhaken Conſtancy of Soul, ſhe endeavour'd to com- 


fort herſelf for the rigorous Fate to which ſhe was 


condemn'd, by the Neceſſity of obeying; and re- 


ſign'd herſelf up to whatever it ſhould pleaſe Provi- 


dence to decree for her. 


No ſooner did the Aga arrive at Conflantingple, 
than he conducted her to the Chief of the black Eu- 
nuchs, who beheld her with Admiration. and im- 
mediately deliver'd her up to the Kadum-Kiaia, 
who is a Woman appointed to order all Things 


that concern the Odaulhs. The News of the Beau- 


ty of this New-comer being ſpread about the Serag- 
/io, the Eunuchs and Women, appointed for the Ser- 
vice of the Odaliſts, ſtrove eagerly to get a Sight of 
her, and aſk'd her for the Preients, which all thoſe 


u uo enter that Place, are in a Manner obliged to give

them. But the melancholy Baſilia, looking upon 
them with a modeſt and engaging Air, replied, * I 
** have nothing to give you, and if 1 were to make 
** you a Preſent, even of the City where I was born, 
you would be never the richer, fince it is full of 


nothing but Miſery and Affliction.” 


In 
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In the mean while, the Kadum-Kiaia, having 


dreſs'd her in a Habit, proper for the Rank to which 
ſhe was deſtin'd, conducted her to the Apartment 


appointed for the Odaliſis that are newly arrived. 
She appear'd there with a Luſtre hardly to be born; 
every one flock'd about her with Admiration, and 
not in the leaſt doubting but ſhe wou'd gain an ab- 
ſolute Conquelt over Achmet, the very firſt Moment 
he ſaw her, there was not one who did not beg her 
Protection, and offer her all the Service in their 


Power. Several of them even preſs'd her to tell 
them, which of the Ba//as ſhe wou'd take under her 
Patronage; aſſuring her, that whatever Crime he 


ſhould commit, her Eyes wou'd have ſufficient pi 
Power to clear him. Bæſ,lia anſwer'd all theſe |% 
Flatteries with the greateſt Modeſty, and in Words 


equally obliging, and diſintereſted; guarding alike a- 9 


gainſt appearing either too proud, or too familiar. 


When the Governeſs of the Odaliſts, had put her 
in a Condition to appear before the Emperor, ſne 
ſent an Eunuch to inform him thereof. He found 
that Prince in the Gardens, hunting a white Fawn, 
for which the Odaliſts had laid Snares, interwoven 
with Flowers, This Diverſion being over, and the 
Eunuch having deliver'd his Meſlage, all the Su/ta- 
nas, alarm'd at this Slave's Account, he aſſuring | 
Achmet, that the Eye was not able to ſupport the 
Luſtre of Baſilias Charms, aſk'd the Emperor leave, 
to go and examine into the Truth. 


Accordingly four of them went, promiſing to re- 
turn with. a faithful Account of what they ſhould 
ſee. But Baſilia's Beauty ſurpriz'd them ſo much, 
and her witty Anſwers to all their Queſtions; fill'd 
them with ſuch Confuſion, that inſtead of going a- 


gain to the Sultan, they ran and ſhut themſelves 
up 
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up in their Apartments, for mere Spite and Rage. 
The Grand Signior, who waited for them, not ſce- 
ing them come back, began to ſuſpect the Truth; 
and being ſenſible that their Flight was the greateſt 
Commendation, that cou'd be beſtow'd upon this 
new Odaliſt, went himſelf, viith ſome Eagerneſs, to 
view her. Never was Effect more ſudden, than 
that which this young Beauty wrought on that Prin- 
ce's Heart. He forgot from that Moment all his 
other Women; he was even forgetful of his own 
(Greatneſs; and looking on her only as ſometning 
Divine, he adored her, and became ſenſible that 
Inſtant, that till that Hour, he had never known 
really what it was to be in Love. 


Baſilia had too much Penetration, not to he ſen- 
ible of the Power of her Charms; this rais'd a 
Bluh in her Cheeks, that made her ſcem but more 
beautiful to the amorous Achmet. But far from ap- 
pearing proud thereof, ſhe became only the more mo- 
deit ; the more the Emperor ſeemed tender and ſub- 
miltve, the more ſhe humbled herſelf, anſwering all 
ihe paſſionate Things he faid, with a modeſt and 
engaging Softnels, which at the fame Time that it 
influn'd him with Love, obliged him to a Reſpect, 
whereof he was not Maſter. 


The dilference of the Sentiments wherewith Ba- 


ia had inſpired him, ſhew'd itſelf in his Manner 


of exprefling them ; and far from following the im- 
perious Cuitom, uſed by all the Su/tans, who never 
manifeſt their Love but by their Eagerneſs to ſatisfy 
it, he reſolved to owe Baſi/ia's Heart and Favours, 
only to the Ardour of his Pa ſlion, and his aftiduous 
Care to pleaſe her. To this End, he that Inſtant 
order'd her an Apartment near his own ; gave her, 
the Retinue of a Su/tana-Queen, gave her the Name 
ol Zobahy, and ſet no Bounds either to his Preſents, 

| C or 
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or his Favours. So much Love, and expreſſed with 
ſo much Delicacy, could not fail of gaining Baſlia's 
Heart; according]y ſhe return'd it, after a Manner 
ſo tender, and ſo diſintereſted, that Achmet thought 
no Moments ſo happy, as thoſe he paſs'd in her Com- 
pany. He hardly ever left her; her Wit and her 
Love, ſupply'd the Place of all his other Pleaſures; 
and as he loved her with a moſt fincere Paſſion, he 
he would have her lov'd and reſpected by all who ap- 
proach'd her: Lo this End, he cauſed conſider— 
able preſents, in Gold and Jewels, to be diſtributed 
in her Name, throughout the Scra2/o. 


There needed no more, to draw upon this admi— 
rable Creature, the Envy and Hatred of all the O. 
dals; Klemm alone made her Court to her with 
great Exattnels; and although Y ſaw through 
her Policy, her agrceable and ſubtle Wit pleaſed her 
infinitely, and ſhe ſoon became as much in her Eflecm, 
as ſhe was in the Sz/tan's. The artſul em, who 
foreſaw very well, that this Prince's Love for boy 
was none of thoſe tranſient Flames, which Time 
and Poſleſſion could extinguiſh, took the Reſolution 
to diſſemble the great Vexation it gave her, and to in- 
ure Achmnet ſo mach to like her, that he ſhould have 
but one Step to make from Liking to Love, in Cale 
any Accident ſhould induce hin to change. 


With this Defign, ſlie devoted herſelf ſtrongly to 
her young Rival, alerting her Iutereſt on al! Occa- 
ſions that offer'd ; being always careful, to point out 
to the Sultan all the Graces that adorned her; and 
exaggerating continually every witty or gallint, 
Expreſſion which fell from her Lips. This Way 
of Behaviour, render'd her yet more dear to, this 
Prince, and to his Favourite, inſomuch that they 
admitted her alone, to their moſt private Conver- 
ſatioas In order to make her Court yet more et- 

fectually, 
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fectually, Kiojem inform'd Jebaby, of the Fear ard 


Hatred, with which her great Beauty, had infoire { 
thoſe Sultanas, w ho imagin'd them ſelce ez to have "moſt 
Share in the ©ulznn's Love; but the regular Life ſhe 
had propoſed to herſelf, made her en irely indiſfer- 
ent, both as to their Thoughts, Fears, or Hatred, 


As ſhe loved Achmet only for himſelf; having no 
other View in her Aﬀeaion, but the Plcaſure of lov- 
ing, and being beloved, ſhe made that the utmoſt 
Bounds of her Ambition, never intermeddling with 
any of the Aﬀairs of Government, protecting any 
Baſſe , oraſking any Thing of the Sultan. A Cour 
duct ſo prudent, and fo reſerved, was inſinitely a- 
greeable o the Emperor, Who was not unmindtul 


thereof, but prevented her in her leaſt Deſires 
Nevertheleſs, as he. t thought he could ncver do tog 
much for her, he was very often at a Lt to confer

This humorous Flight made 4chmct laugh; hut 
recovering himſelf oon, and putting on a ſerious 
or Air, 
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Air, “ Alas ! ſaid he, they have all found the

« done me; but you, too haughty 7ohaby, as you 
* know, that nothing upon Earth is ſufficient to 
*« repay, the Happineſs I enjoy in your Poſſeſſion, 
„will not deſign to aſk me any Thing, but keep 
% me always afraid of being ungrotetull. 


„ What! my Lord, cry'd Balla, looking on 
„ him with Tenderneſs, are all the Treaſures in the 
« World to be compar'd with that I poſſeſs? The 
Heart of my Emperor is the only Price that can 
* ſatisfy my Ambition. I know very well that the 
« Views of my Rivals are far different from mine, 
„ fince they endeavour to take Advantage of your 
% (Goodnels, only to enrich themielves the morc ; 
et them enjoy their Riches in Peace, they don't 
jn the leaſt excite my Envy. All my Riches, 
« Fortune, Peace, and Happincis, confiit in your 
„Love; and it either of us runs the Riſque of be- 
ing ingrateful, tis I, my Lord; iince all the Ad- 
++ yantages beſtow'd on me by Nature, and all the 
« Tendernels of my Soul, are not ſufficient to prove

Johaby ntter d theſe Words with ſ much Fire, 
and the Truth was fo evidently painted in her Eyes, 
that the amorous Achmeit could not at firit make her 
any Anſwer, but by a thouland Actions, the one more 
patfionate than the other; and when his Tranſports 
had given him Tiverty to expreſs himſelf, “ My 
„Dear Jobary, ſaid he, I am in Raptures wüh my 
% Happinels; but this Heart which adores you, and 
„ which you value above all Treaſures, cangot:tht 


„entirely ſatisfy'd, till you have try'd howfgreat 


% your Power is over it. If you really love mo

Tihbaty, perceiving that the Emperor was deter- 
min'd to be obcy'd, immediately came to a Reſolu- 
tion, and throwing herſelf at the Su/tan's Feet, 
« Well, my Lord, reply'd ſhe, ſhedding a few 
„Tears, I muſt ſubmit to your ſovereign Plea- 
© ſure. Grant then to your Slave, the City of 
« Athens where I was born, and after my Death 
let it belong to the K:/er-Apajy; to the End that 
my Country, may Ledeliver'd for the future, from 
the Miſery and Oppreſſion, under which it at pre- 
ſent groans; and that my Family may be ſenſible 
of the Glory, to which your Highneſs has ad- 
vanced, the too happy Bujfiita,” 


Achmet, charm'd with his Fauourite's generous 
Requeſt, and with having ſo hne an Opportunity 
of convincing her of his Love, raiſed her up tender- 
ly, and granted her Deſire ; and that very Day the 
Patent waz paſs'd. Thus did the beauteous Ba lia take 
Advantage of this Opportnity, to free her Country from 
tne Tyranny it labour'd under, and convince her Pa- 
rents, thit ſhe had not forgot them. T'o this End, ſhe 
iſſued out ſuch good Orders during her Life, that 


this unfortuna:e City put on a new Face; and fince 
her Death, it has always been the Property of the 


Kiſler- Agaſy, or Chief of the black Eunuchs, who 
by their Care and Attention have maintain'd it in 
the, Tranquillity to which Ba had reſtored it. 


Abners Love for this Su/tane/s gather'd every 
Day freſh Strength; but what raiſed his Joy to the 


kigheſt Pitch, was her declaring herſelf with Child. 


ths Tranſports, his Favours, his Care, all was ex 


ceihve, He even ſeem'd to be beſide himſelf; and 
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tie Violence of his Paſſioa perſuading him, that ſhe 
would be deliver'd of a Prince, he was continually 
at her Feet, congratulating himſelf for his good For- 
tune, in being oblig'd to her alone for an Heir to the 
Empire. 


„ Pleaſure will it be to me, my dear 
Jababy, ſaid he, to declare you Sultana- Qucen? 
Lo Ege, rl was ſo much prepoſſeis'd with this 
1 hought, that Jong before her Lying in, he cauſed 
a magnificent Retinue to be prepared for her; no 
Coſt was ſpared therein, this is taking a Plea- 
ſure in ordering and ſeeing all himſeh, not intruſting 
it to any Officer. At la he obtain'd his With ; Jo- 
baby was happily deliver'd of a Son. But the Joy 
cauſed by his Birth, was not of long Continuance. 
This Child which ſeem'd to have come into the 
World, in very good Health, died two Days after of 
Convulſions 3 which together with the Acc idents that 
befel its Mother, and brought her to the Brink of 
Death, made the Sultan judge, that the Rage and 
Jealouly of ſome Odaliſis, had contributed to this 
Misfortune. 


His firſt Reſolution hereupon, was to have put 
them to Death; but having conſulted Xen upon 
that Head, ſhe appeaſed him in ſome Meature, and 


that ſo much the more calily, as they aſſured him 
that Baf/ia was out of Danger. Therefore he only 


order'd thoſe Odalihhs to be conducted, to the old Se- 
raglio; which was done that Inſtant, notwithſtand- 
ing their Complaints, and their Proteſtations of their 
Innocency. 


In the mean while, obaby recover'd her Health, 
and grew more beautiful than ever; and the Sultan, 
whoſe Paſſion was not in the lealt abated, comforted 
himſelf for the Death of this Son, with the Hopes of 

another, 
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F arother. As he wiſt'd fo it happen'd, ſhe prov'd 
+ r Child a ſecond Time, and brought into the 
Rh World Prince O57 an, whoſe Birth was celebrated 
by extraordinary | Rej bieings. The Emperor order'd 
a Dunalma, Which is a great Flava amongſt the 
Turks; but in the mid of theſe ſignal Marks, ot 
both the People 8, and the ts 5 Joy, Death 

ſn.rch'd away the incomparable Baſilia; who ſeem'd

If Achmet's Love to her was beyond Expreſſion, 
1:15 Sorrow was no ways inferiour to it. He was 
, 2violutely inconſolable, having nothing but the Name 
of Johaby in his Mouth, as he nad her Image en- 
graven in his Heart. The publics Joy was changed 
into a publick Mourning ; and every 'Thing which 
did not wy A ze with the Sultan's Deſpair, be- 
came odious to him, to {uch a PORE that being in- 
form'd that me I the 9 ad rejoiced be- 
tween themſelves, at the Sy/tang's Death, he had 
them thrown into the Sea. He likewile cauſed her 
Funeral Rites to be ſolemnized with unutual Pomp, 
wherein nothing was forgot that might do Honour 
to her Memory; in ſhort, never Prince ſignalized 
more, the Exceſs of his Love, or his Afiction. 


The politick Kio/em, who knew, that combating 
| the Paſſions, is the only Way to irritate them, far 
7 from blaming the Violence of Acrhmet's Def ap- 
| piy'd herſelt wholly to ſecond it, by the Sorrow 
I the affected for her Rival” Death; and joining her 
Tears to his, ſhe inured him inſenfibly, to find no 
greater Satisfaction, than in being often with her, 
and talking of F-hahy's Perfections. At lait, by 

introducing artfully, the Name of Osman, into all 
their melancholy Converſations, and giving the Sg“ 
tas to underſtand, that this young Prince ought to 


4 be 
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de his Conſolation, ſince he was the living Picture 
of hiz Mother, ſhe brought him by Degrees to be 
more calin, and to turn all his Thoughts to the E- 
ducation of that amiable Infant. 


In the mean while Fatima, who during all theſe 
Events, had kept herſelf entirely upon her Guard, 
and ſubmitted without Reſerve to the Emperor's Will, 
and judging very rightly, his Love to her to be paſt re- 
call, was deſirous at leaſt to acquire his Eſteem. 
With this Defign, ſhe devoted herſelf to the Service 
of the young Prince, for whom ſhe ſoon had the Af- 
tection of a Mother; and by her continual Care, and 
Attendance about him, ſhe gain'd the Confidence of 
Achmet, to that Degree, that he rely'd wholly upon 
her for the Safety of the Life of O/man, who, by her 
exact Vigilance, eſcap'd the ſecret Conſpiracies, 
daily forin'd againſt him, by the jealous Su/1anas. 


As for Achmet, he paſs'd his Days altogether with 
Kisjem, Fatima, and Ojman, having no other Plea- 
ſure but in embracing his Son, recommending him 
to Fatima, and talking with them of Fohaby. Time, 
however, which deſtroys all Things, abated his 
Grief; but his Heart, which had, as it were, ex- 
hauſted all its Tenderneſs, in Favour of Baſi/ia, was 
no longer to be moved by any of the Beauties of his 
Seraglio. He even turn'd his Eyes away from them, 
with Diſdain, as if he was provok'd at their Aſſurance, 
in attempting to baniſh from his Thoughts, the Charms 
of that Princeſs ; and fixing them ouly upon Kioſem, 
who by her continual Complaiſance, and ſub- 
miſſive Temper, made him look upon her as one that 
would be a tender and conſtant Friend; and who, 
without ſeeming to pretend to his Love, gave him 
a thouſand Proofs of her Affection; he inured him- 
ſelf ſo much to her officious Services, that he 2 
be could no Ways better obſerve an exact Fide

to Ba/ilia's Memory, then by devoting himſelf to 
one whom ſhe had loved, and who, by Reafon of her 
ſmall Share of Beauty, could not make him ſuſpected 
of Inconſtancy. 


85 This way of Reaſoning, which proceeded only 
* from his having accuſtomed himſelf to the Company 
of this Odaliſt, made ſuch an Impreſſion upon his 
Mind, that he was ſoon as firmly attach'd to Kigſem, 
az ever he had been in his Life. As all ſhe had done 
was only with a View of bringing him to this Paſs, 
ſhe was no ſooner aſſured that the Prince had fix'd 
his Choice upon her, than ſhe left no Means untry'd 
to keep him hers; and 'twas to be expected ſhe 
would ſucceed ſo much the better therein, as it was 
not by the Charms of a tranſient Beauty, ſhe had 
gain'd ſuch an Aſcendant over him; but it was her 
Wit alone had given her that Influence. In ſhort,, 
this Paſſion, flript of the violent Tranſports of 
2 too ardent Love, became the more ſolid; and its 
= being founded upon a long Confidence, and cemen- 
= ted by Eſteem and Friendſhip, render'd it but the 
more durable and laſting. 


Fatima however beheld the Glory of X:o/em with- 
out any Jealouſy ; being entirely taken up with young 
O/man, ſhe eſteem'd her ſelf but too happy, in ha- 

# ving been thought worthy to breed him up. But it 
|; was not ſo with Kieſem; her unbounded Ambition, 
which had induc'd her to put a Conſtraint upon her 
ſelf for ſo long a time, made her oblerve with Sor- 
row, that young O/man rival'd her in Achmet's 
Heart,; and ſhe imagin'd her Fortune ſlill pre- 
carious, when ſhe ſaw all her Wiſhes crown'd by a 
happy Pregnancy; which making her Mother to a 
Frince, whom the Sultan named Amaurath, rais'd: © 


her to the Dignity of Ha ati, or Saltana- Queen. 
„ T 
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To this Achmet added a magnificent Equipage 
and cauſed infinite Honours to be paid her; not long 
after which, to raiſe her Happineſs to the higheſt 
Pitch, this ambitious Princeſs was deliver'd of a ſe- 
cond Son, who was called Ibrahim. This Fruitful- 
neſs gave the Satan ſo much Joy, that not thinking 
any thing ſufficient to reward his Favourite, he went 
to his Treaſury to look a Preſent worthy of being of- 
fer'd her; and it cauſed an extreme Surprize, to 
ſee him chooſe two Diamond Pendants, of an extra- 
ordinary Size, join'd to two of the fineſt Oriental 
Rubies, which were valued together at five Mil- 
lions Sterling. 


The haughty Xin wore this coſtly Preſent as 
long as ſhe liv'd ; but in the End it prov'd as fatal to 
to her, as it had before been glorious. For when, 
by her unbounded Ambition, ſhe had drawn upon 
herſelf the Hatred of the whole Empire, and the 
Mutes came, by the Order of Mahomet IV. hcr 
Grandſon, to ſtrangle her, theſe Pendants were torn 
from her Ears with ſuch Violence, by one of the 
Grand Signior's Pages, that the Anguiſh it gave her 
added to the Cruelty of her Puniſhment. 


In the mean while, this Princeſs took ſo much 
Care of her own Sons, that ſhe neglected diſſem- 
bling that Fondneſs, ſhe had before affected for Prince 
Oſman ; and Nature, at that Juncture, getting the 
better of Policy, ſhe ceas'd to put any Conftraint 
upon her ſelf. Achmet and Fatima ſoon took notice 
of this Change; and as the Emperor was not blinded 
by Love, but only hurried away by an Aſcendant too 
ſtrong for his Reaſon, which ſubjected him to this 
Woman, almoſt in ſpite of himſelf, he immediately 
ſaw of what Conſequence it was to ſecure O/man, 
from all Attempts that might be made againft him, 

in 
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in favour of his Brothers. Wherefore, although this 
Prince was but five Years old, he reſolv'd, contrary 
to the Cultoms of the Scrag/i9, to take him from 
the Women's Apartment, and put him in the Hands 
of ſome Perſons, who, at the ſame time that he was 
watchful over his Safety, might give him an Educa- 
tion worthy of a great Prince. 


To this end, he pitch'd upon a Doctor of the 
Law , named Afbad, an Arabian by Nation, and 
Iman of the Great Moſque; who, by his uncommon 
Merit and profound Learning , had acquir'd an ex- 
traordinary Reputation. Having ſent for him there- 
fore into his Preſence; © Afhad, ſaid he, I have 
*« choſen you, as the Man, who by his Learning and 
« Virtue, is the moſt capable of any in my Empire, 
* to bring up the Heir to my vaſt Dominions. I 
„am going to intruſt him to your Care; but re— 
% member that I deliver into your Hands all that 
„is moſt dear to me in the World. I adored 
„ his illuſtrious Mother; all my Love to her is trans- 
ferr'd upon him; be continually careful of his 
Inſtruction, and yet more of his Preſervation : 
My dear Jobaby fell only by the Jealouſy of her 
« Rivalsz dread their preparing the ſame Fate, for 
all I have remaining of her.”

The [ax threw himſelf at the Stan's Feet, and 
aſter having kils'd the Hem of his Veſt, modellly 
reply'd ; That the Empire was full of Perſons, a thou- 
ſand times more worthy than himſelf, of the Honour 
which his Highneſs was willing to confer upon him; 
and that he begg'd him not to fix his Choice upon 
the meaneſt of his Slaves. But the Saitan gave him 
only this Anſwer, that he would be obey' d; and tile 
very lame Day, appointed Oman an Apartment near

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Age as the Prince, whoſe great Beauty began to out 
ſtrip her Years, and for whom Aſbad had a very great 
Affection. As ſoon as he was ſettled in the Seraglio, 
Achneiſtrictly enjoin'd him, to give none of the 820. 
tauas Admittance into Oſman's Apartment, but Fa- 
tima alone; who was the only Woman, that was al- 
low'd to be at all concern'd, in the Management of 
that young Prince. 


Aſbad, although overjoy'd at the Glory, of being 
choſen to breed up the Heir to the Empire, was a- 
fraid that his tender Years, would not ſuffer him for a 
long time, to reap any Credit from thence. But when 
he had examin'd him attentively, he was ſurprized 
to the laſt Degree, to find in him a Readineſs of Wit, 
which made him comprehend with Eaſe, Things of 
the greatelt Difficulty. So fine a Genius, join'd to 
the extraordinary Charms wherewith Nature had a- 
dorn'd him, ſoon attach'd him to his Pupil, as much 
by Inclination as by Duty ; and judging him capable 
of learning all Sciences, he reſolv'd to teach him the 
Perfian and Arabian Tongues, wherein he made a 
{urprizing Progreſs, in order to render thoſe Studies 
the more eaſy. He taught him afterwards Greet, 
Latin, and Italian; and never was there ſeen ſo 
great a Readineſs of Conception, as that of this young 


Prince; his prodigious Memory, and Love of Study, 


having enabled him, when but eight Years old, to 
tranſlate the Authors of. all thoſe different Langua- 


yes. 


This ſurprizing Progreſs gave Amel infinite Sa- 
tisfaction; he quitted his moſt beloved Pleaſures, to 


fpend whole Days with that precious Child, whole 


every Action was noble, and full of Majeſty. As he 
had no Thoughts but what were great, he look'd 
upon all trifling Amuſements, as unworthy of taking 
up his Time; and had cauſed all the Dwarts, ww. 
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and Buffoons that were appointed for his Diverſion, 
to be diſmiſs'd his Service. Nevertheleſs this Pru- 
dence and Gravity had no Mixture of Sternneſs 
or Auſterity; one could not look on this young 
Prince without Admiration, nor ſee him without 
Love. His uncommon Beauty, which increaſed every 
day, ſurpaſſed all that was moſt lovely in the Sera- 
glio; all the Graces of his Mother Bid revived in 
him; and this perfect Reſemblance render'd him 
yet dearer to the Emperor, who always retain'd a 
tender Remembrance of that Princeſs. 


Acad, charm'd with his Pupil, never let ſlip an 
Opportunity of improving his Progrels in the Scien- 
ces ; the Emperor loaded him every Hour with Pre- 
ſents and Favours, declaring openly, that he cou'd 
not too much reward ſo extraordinary a Man : And 
the Iman, endeavouring always to deſerve his Good- 
neſs, did not ſuffer O/man to be ignorant of any 
thing, that cou'd contribute to the forming a great 
Man. He taught him Geography to the greateſt 
Perfection ; telling him, it was of the ſame uſe in 
Hiſtory, as the Compals in Sailing: He taught hin 
afterwards Philoſophy, and eſpecially the Mathema- 
ticks, wherein this Prince fucceded jo, as to ſurprize 
him beyond Expreſſion ; ſince he cou'd hardly pro- 
poſe any Problem to this ingenious Child, which he 
wou'd not immediately explain to him. 


The whole Empire being inform'd, what prodi- 
gious Hopes there was of O/nun, at an Age ſo tender, 
offer'd up continual Vows for his Weltare. In the mein 
while A/pad's Daughter, Aphendina, who was the 
Companion of this Prince's Studies, (her Father taking 
a Pleaſure in giving her the fame Education) grew ſo 
beautiful, and ſo learned, that young O/man, through 
an Impulſe, of the Cauſe whereof he was as yet igno- 
rant, endeavour'd to pleaſe her as much as his Tutor: 

The 
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The Prailes he receiv'd from her were more agree 
ble to him, than thoſe of any other; and the love- 4 
ly Aphendina thought O/man alone worthy cf 

her Admiration. The Innocence of their Age, which | 
conceal'd from them the real Motive of this mutual | 
Affection, preventing them from dreading the Con- 
ſequences, deliver'd up their Hearts to the moſt ar- 
dent of Paſhons. 


Nevertheleſs, both Aſbad, and the Emperor Ach. 
met, were ſenſible thereof; but for different Reaſons, 
they neither of them took any Care to prevent its 
Progreſs. It was of ſmall Importance to that Mo- 
narch, who ſhou'd firit teach his Son the Art of Love; 
and as for Abad, the Sentiments he inſtilbd into his | 
Daughter, were a {ufticient Security to him for her 
Virtue; wherefore he only propoſed to himſelf a 
more exalted Glory, from this growing Paſſion. Ach- 
met, ſeeing that Nature had induced O/72r. with all 
the Talents neceſſary to fill, with Glory, the Throne 
for which he was deſign'd, was willing to ſecond her, 
by inſtructing him betiſhes in State Affairs: Where- 
fore he often carried him with him to that famous 
Chamber, where the Grand $1prior is always deem'd 
preſent, and from whence, by the Means of a Lat- 
tice, before which there is a Curtain, he can fee and 
hear all that paſles, without being ſeen himſelf: A 
Method, which keeps the Minitters in a perpetual 
Awe of their leaſt Words, and makes them more 
attentive to their Duty. 


From thence, the young Prince vs'd to hear De- 
bates, of the Intereſts of all the ſeveral -Sovereigns, 


who had any Concern with the Ottoman Empire $ 
and when he return'd to his Apartment, Af ad, who 
had been made a VZ ier of the Bench, and who was 
always preſent in the Divan, when any thing of Im- 
portance was to be diſcuſled, wou'd make him give 


all 
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an Account of all he had heard, and 'ex plain'd to 
him with Care, the moſt rehn'd Pieces of Policy. 


One day, amongſt the reſt, when the Emperor 
had taken him with him; a Sabi, or one of the 
Star's Life-Guards, enter'd the Divan, the Grand 
Vizier being then preſent, and gave him a Petiti- 
on. The Yizier, after having read it, look'd upon 
the Spabi with Diſdain, and rejected the Petition, 
without makirg bim any Anſwer. Hereupon, the 
Spabi being enraged , drew his Scymeter, and run 
him through the Body. The whole Aſſembly im- 

<diately fell upon the Wretch, to cut him in Pieces; 
when the Emperor drew back the Curtain, and 
ſpeaking in a Tone that ſhew'd he wou'd be obey'd, 
forbid their doin 8 him any Harm, but only ſeizing 
him; rightly judging, that this Man had not pro- 
ceeded to ſuch an Extremity, without the ſtrongeſt 
Reaſons. 


He went down then directly into the Divan with 
O/man, and reſolving to examine this Affair himſelf, 
order'd the Petition to be tiven him: Therein he 
found it plainly prov'd, that the Grand Vigier had 
depriv'd the Spahi of a Timar, Which is a fort of 
Command, that he had acquir'd by his Services, and 
that he had preſented him three Petitions ſucceſſive- 
ly, and could never obtain Juſtice. The Grand Sig- 
nior immediately order'd the Sabi, who thought 
himſelt loſt, to be brought beiore him, and com- 
manded him to give him an Account what Services 
he had done: He did ſo, without ſeeming territy'd 
at the Danger he was in, and laying open his Breaft, 
which was all cover'd with honourable Scars, I 
* have five Sons, my Lord, purſucd he, whom 1 
« defign for the Army; and whom I have brought. 
up, by the Help of this Timar, which the Gr and. 


« ViZzier has taken from me; and without which T- 
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* ſhall be oblig'd to let them die with Hunger, ha- 


*« ving no other Means of living, but the Favour 
„of your Highneſs.” 


Whilſt all this paſs'd, the Emperor having ob- 
ferved that O/man, who was ſeated by his 
Throne, loſt nothing of this Adventure, to which 
he ſeem'd to give prodigious Attention; and that the 
Eyes of the whole Aﬀembly were fix'd upon him, 
with an Admiration which they were hardly able to 
contain; addreſs'd himſelf on a ſudden to the young 
Prince, and order'd him to deliver his Opinion. 
Then, with a Grace more than natural, My Lord, 
* ſaid he, without Heſitation, the Sabi has deſer- 
ved Death, for having had the Raſhneſs to com- 
mit ſuch an Outrage, in a Place which your Pre- 
ſence ought to render ſacred and inviolable; but 
the Vizzer, by his Injuſtice, has deſerv'd his Fate: 
He has been the ſole Cauſe of the Deſpair of the 
$92hi, who, after his long Services, being cover'd 
with Wounds, and burthen'd with a large Fami- 
ly, had not been guilty of the Crime, but through 
the Exceſs of his Milery. Wherefore, my Lord, 
purſued he, throwing himſelf at the Sultan's Feet, 
I implore your Clemency , in behalf of an unſot- 
tunate Man, who was bereft of his Reaſon when 
he committed this Crime ; and beg your Highneſs, 
that he may ſent away, be pardon'd, and in Pofſ- 
ſelſion of his Timar.” The Prince cou'd proceed 


no farther, being interrupted by the Acclamations of 
the whole Aſſembly. 
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All the Sultan's Gravity cou'd not prevent his ſhed- 
ding Tears of Joy. There aroſe a confuſed Murmur 
of Praiſes, Tranſports, and Bleihngs, which the Re. 
ſpect due to the Emperor could not reſtrain. All 
the Viziers, and eſpecially 4/aq, ſlrove who ſhou'd 
moſt teſtify the Love and Admiration, w herewith the 
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7 Prince had inſpird them, frſt by his Preſence, and 


then by his Judgment, of whoſe Juſtice and Solidity 
he had juſt given ſuch a ſhining Proof. The Sultan 
himſelf was ſo much in Raptures therewith, that O/: 
man's Opinion was the Spabi's Sentence; and this 


Action, which was ſoon ſpread all over the Empire, 


charm'd the Turks to ſuch a degree, that they never 


* ſpoke of him but as an Angel, come down from Hea- 


ven to compleat their Happineſs. 


But whilſt Aehmet was congratulating himſelf on 
having a Son ſo perfect, the Suſtaua- Queen gave 
him frequently ſuch Uneaſineſs, as intermingled Gall 
with his Satisfaction. Her Ambition, which diſco- 
ver'd it ſelf more and more every day, created ſuch 
Fears in him, as all the Aſcendant ſhe had over him 


cou'd not diſhpate; and the News he receiv'd, that 


all Aa was in a Flame, by the Rebellion of the Sy- 
rians, headed by Naſſuf Baſſa, whom they had una- 
nimoufly acknowledg'd for their Leader, gave his 
Soul very great Alarms. 


This Nauf was born at Salonikhi, of Chriflian Pa- 
rents, from whom he had been taken when ſeven 
Years old, as a Child of Tribute. He was afterwards 
brought up in the Serag/io, and puſh'd on by For- 
tune, from one Step to another, till he arriv'd at the 
Poſt of General. He was full of Spirit, brave even 
to Raſhneſs, and always ſucceſsful ; having in him 
all the Qualities that conſtitute a Hero. But then 
he was faithleſs, void of Honour, cruel, and an im- 


placable Enemy; acknowledging no other Deity but 


his Ambition, to which he ſacrificed every thing that 
came in its Way. 


The Victories he had lately gain'd over the Im- 
perial Armies, made it apprehended he would come 
und attack Scutari; wherefore Achmet, who hang 

m 
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him very much, and dreaded him yet more, ftudy— 


ing all Ways to draw him to Ciaſtantincple, propoſed | 


to him the making him General of the Army he was Þ 


about to ſend againſt the Perſi ans, and the giving him 
one of his Siſters in Marriage. But his Views being 


much more exalted, he rejected all, and immediately 
acquainted the Rebels with the Su/:an's Offers, and 


his Refuſal. Achmet, ſuſpecting immediately What 


he had in View, on ſeeing him divulge a Secret of 
this Importance, did not deſpair of bringing him tv 
the Brink of the Precipice ; and the Su/rana-Queen, 
without deſigning it, furniſſid him with the Means 
of compaſſing his Intent, 


This Princeſs, whoſe whole Attention was fix'd 4 


upon the Intereſt of her Sons, was infinitely deſirous 
of gaining over Nauf to her Side, and making him 
the Supfort of her Ambition. To this End, ſhe 
propoſed to the Stan, the offering to this famous 
Rebel the eldeſt of her Daughters, who was but five 
Years old, and with her the Seals of the Empire; 
colouring over her Deſign with the plauſible Pretext, 
of being only deſirous to ſerve his Highneſs, by in- 
ducing this dangerous Enemy to lay down his Arms. 
But the Emperor, who ſaw through this Diſguiſe , 
and whoſe Inclinations were very ditterent from hers, 
did not ſuffer himſelf to be impos'd on, by the ſpeci- 
ous Appearance of this pretended Zeal. Neverche— 
leſs, as he was reſolv'd to get NH, in his Power, 
at any rate, he ſeem'd charm'd at the Su/tana's 
Thought; and, in order to conceal from her the bet, 
ter his real Deſign, left it entirely to her to negoti- 
ate this great Affair. 


She made him then this Propoſal, to which ſhe 
added? very tickliſh Conditions; giving him to un- 
derſtand, that ſhe was very defirous of his devoting 
hunſelf entirely to her; that the Emperor Aehmet, 

although 
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Z .\:horgh in the Flower of his Age, was of ſuch a ten- 
—

ger Conſtitution, that he could not poſſibly live long; 
ind that ſhe had a Mind to ſet her Son Amuratb 
upon the Throne, to the Prejudice of Ouan, altho 
he was the eldeſt; that it would be indifferent to 
the Body of the Empire, Which of the two were 
Emperor; but that it would be of the utmoſt Im- 
portance to her and him that it ſhould be Anuratb; 
ſince thereby he would become Brother-in-law to 
his Maſter, and ſhe Sultana Valide: That ſhe being 
poſſeſs'd of this Dignity, and he of that of Crand- 
Vizier, they ſhould ſhare the Government between 
them, and be each of them an 1nvincivle Support to 
the other. 


Such vaſt Advantages, flatter'd this ambitious Re- 
bel too much, not to meet with a ready Acceptancez 
he promis'd the Sallana whatever ſhe deſir'd, and 
gave her all the Securities ſhe could require: Thus 
the Reconciliation was made between him and the 
Sz/tan, who immediately ſent him the Seals of the 
Empire, being overjoy'd with having drawn his E- 
nemy into the Snare, and having baffled the Pene- 
tration of Kis/em, with whom he diſſembled ſo well, 
that ſhe never entertain'd the leaſt Suſpicion. 


Nai, who had only aim'd at thi: Advancement, 
ſeeing his Ambition ſatisfy'd, ſoon made the Rebels re- 
turn to their Duty; and came forthwith to Conſtanti- 
nahe, where he married the Daughter of the Sultana= 
Queen. To blind him yet the more, Achmet caus'd. 
extraordinary Honours to be paid him, loaded him 
with Preſents, and to all Appearance, repos'd in him 
an entire Confidence; this laited all the Year 1613, 
during which he govern'd the Empire with an ables. 
lute Fower. 


By 
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By this Conduct, the Szltan left him not the leaſt 


Shadow of Suſpicion ; for Naſuf knowing the Influ- | 


ence of the Sz/tana-Qucen over that Prince, and be- 
ing perſuaded that nothing cou'd be attempted againſt 
him, without her being firſt inform'd thereof, and ac- 
quainting him with it, believ'd himſelf perfectly ſe- 
cure; the more becauſe he ſtill maintained a Corre- 
ſpondence with the Syrian Rebels, having laid the 
Deſign, to make himſelf Sovereign of this fine Part 
of Aa; to which End he heap'd up Treaſure upon 
Treaſure, that on the leaſt Turn of Fortune, he 
might be in a Condition to give Laws to his Em- 
peror. 


Achmet, was not ignorant of all his Views, but he 
diſſembled with ſo much Art, that both NF and 
the Sultana were kept intirely in the Dark. At laſt, 
judging it was Time, to prevent the Misfortunes 
which this Man might cauſe him, he ſent for him one 
Day to the Seraglio. But, whether it were a Fore- 
boding, or whether fome Caution given him by 
Rioſem, made him fearful of obeying, he excuſcd 
himſelf by a pretended Sickneſs ; hoping thereby to 
gain Time to eſcape the Danger, either by Flight, 
or by the good Offices of the Su/tana. But Ahmet, 
without conſulting that Princeſs, being no ſtranger 
to Nau 's Character, and finding there was no Time 
to be loſt, ſent immediately away the Bo/langi-Ba{/a, 
accompany'd by ſeveral Capigis, or Door-keepcrs of 
the Seraglio, who went to the Grand Viziers Pa- 
lace, and entring every Room, by Virtue of the 
Sultau's Order, found the Viz ier in Bed. 

The Boſangy-Baſſa, in the Sultan's Name, im- 
mediately demanded the Seals of the Empire, which 
he gave him directly, the Y7izier's wearing always 
about them this Mark of their Authority, both Day _ 

Night; 
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Night: This done, the Beſtangi demanded his 
Head. At this dreadiul Word, Naſuf cried ont, 
and conjured the Baſtangy to conduct him to his 
Highneſs ; but he anſwer'd, that his Orders were 
preciſe; and at the ſame Inſtant, the Capigis falling 
upon him, paſs'd the fatal Bow-ſtrirg about hi Neck, 
and not being able to 'irangle him, becauſe he was 
very fat, they cut his Throat. 


The Sultan being inform'd that his Order were 
executed, cauſed his Body to be brough to | 1 Se- 
raglio, that he might be the more aT.re'. he 
was rid of this publick Enemy He examin'c :t a 
long Time without ſpeaking : Word; then, In a 
{udden, lifting up his Eyes to Heaven: / thank Dees 
Great God, ſaid he, for permitting me to puniſh this 
Enemy of Religion, and the Empire; after w hich he 
order'd his Head to be ſever'd from bis Body, for 
Fear; added he, that this Viper ſhould roms to Liſs 
again.. His Riches which amounted to «© ht Mil- 
lions of Gold, were carried to the Grand < 7nic''s 
Treaſury ; and it was not without Difficulty, that 
this Prince, granted the Body of this ambitious Re- 
bel, to the Princeſs his Daughter, by whom 'twas 
buried without Pomp, or Ceremony. 


Such was the End of ſo haughty a Man, who 
braving both the divine and human Power, reſolv' 
to owe his Greatneſs only to his criminal Machina- 
tions: The Sovereign Arbiter of Mankind, ſhewing 
us by ſuch Cataſtrophes, that he only ſuffers impious 
Men to aggrandize and raiſe themſelves, in order to 
make their Puniſhment the more remarkable. 


Never was Surprize equal to that of the Su/tana 
Kioſem; this unforeſeen Event, overthrowing all her 
Deſigns, pierced her with a Grief, ſo much the 
more lively, as ſhe was obliged (o contain it 
within 
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within her own Breaſt. The Secret the Emperor 


had made to her, of the Fate he deſign'd N, con- 


vinced her that ſhe could not conceal her Sent.“ 


ments too much; but being uſed to diſſemble, nei. 
ther, her Trouble, nor her Perplexity were obſerv ed; 
And although this Stroke touch'd her very ſenſib]; 
ſhe was not dejected; her Head, fruitful in E xpedi- 
ents, of giving her Hopes of {ome happy Opportu- 
nity, to deliver herſelf from Prince O/man, the ile 


Object of her Fear and Hatred,

After NH 's Death, ſhe uſed her utmoſt Efforts, 
fo gain A/-ad over to her Intereſt, to which End 
ſhe cauſed the greateſt Honours to be ofter'd him, 

and gave him Preſents upon Preſents : But rung 
could corrupt this virtuous Man; and all theſe At: 
tempts ſerved only to render him more watch! ful over 
the Safety of his Pupil, whom he inſtructed periect- 
ly in the Knowledge both of his own intereſt, and 
that of the Empire. O/man profited fo well by li; 
Leſſons, that neither the Emper QT, or Aſhad, l 2 
on him any longer as a Child; but in Proportion 
he inereaſcd in Age and Learning, one might ſce 
his Paſſion for the lovely Aphendina ircrcaſe alſo: 
And this charming Maiden, thro ugh her natural In- 
clination, join'd with her Father's Advice, knew ſo 
well how to ingage. him, that without ever trans 
greſſing the Bound; of Modeſty, ſhe kindled in hi: 
Breaſt a Flame, that was ncver extinguiſtod but with 


his Life. 


But although this Love was mutual, and extreme- 
ly ardent, it was nicely virtuous, and tounded upon 
Principles of Honour; an uncon mon Thing in thote 
Countries, the Novelty whereof, as admirable as it 
5 m'd to thole barbarous Pcop!e, „ brought the augult 
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- boy nalitics of both the one and the other, could not 
8 _—_— them to elcape. 


The Sultana Kioſem, ſaw with Grief, the Pro- 
greſs of O/man, and the Love the Pe ple borc him; 
AY fearing that in pe of all her Intrigues, and the 
Number of Baſjas ſhe had gain'd over to her Intereſt, 
that Prince would fill ſucceed his Father, ſhe was in 
4 continual Uneaſineis. Ihe Emperor's extreme Con- 
fdence in Fatima proved yet another Addition to her 
Trouble; this Su/tanrſs. had conceiv'd ſuch a ten- 
der Love for the Prince, that his young Heart, 
touch'd with Gratitude, cxpreſs'd it to his by the 
ſofteſt Names, and moſt endearing Careſles. He 
even call'd her Mother, and ſhew'd her the ſame 
Reſpect, and the ſame Deference, as if ſhe had 
been really ſo. Ahmet likewiſe, who was every 
Day Witneſs of the Sincerity of her Aflection for the 
Prince, loaded her with Favours ; and Fatima, in 
Acknowledgment, inform'd him carefully, of every 
Thing O/man ſail or did that was remarkable : And 
as ſhe knew, that the greateſt Vexation ſhe cou'd 
give the Sultana: (Que een, was to tal; of him before 
Jer ; ſue aſteted moſt commonly, in her Preſence, to 

launch out in Commendation of that Prince. 

Fisſem {concealing her Trouble 1 ithin her own 
Breaſt) would always join therein, with an Air of 
Satisfaction, which would have deceived any other 
but the Emperor and Fatina; who notwithſtanding 
her Diltmulacion, were not impoſed upon by it, be- 
ing too well acquainted with her Arts, to be over- 
reach'd by them. In the mean while, this ambitious 
Princeſs, judging that Fatimawould deprive her of all | 
her Authorit * and even cauſe her to be ſhut up in the 
old Seraglio, if ever Of nun ſhroud aſcend the 1 hrone, 
reſolved. to get rid ot her at any Rate: Dui having a 
great Share of Prudence, ſhe baniſh'd from her 
Thoughts,

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 Thovghts all violent Means, and would not riſque 
any 'Thine, that ſhould render her odious to the 
Emperor; wherefore ſhe determined to find ſome? 
plauſible Pretence, to get her out of the Seraglio. 


The firſt ſhe had Recourſe to, was to complain to 
Achmet, that Prince O/marn call'd that Sultana, Mo- 
ther; telling him thatſuch a tender Name, given to 
any othe: but her, did her an infinite Prejudice; ſince 
ſhe could no longer be look'd upon as firſt Sn. 
if he ſuffer'd Fatima to be call'd Mother, by the Heir 
Apparent to the Empire; and begg'd him to tabe 
care of her Honour, and not ſuffer any Encroac!. 
ments upon her Rank, and Title.

But the Emperor receiv'd her Complaint and Re. 
queſt, with ſo cold an Air, without vouchſafing ſo 
much as to make her any Anſwer, that juſt at that 
Moment ſhe thought herſelf loſt; and retiring to her 
Apartment, gave herſelf up to the moſt lively Grief. 
Nevertheleſs, being come to herſelf, ſhe bluſh'd at 
her Weakneſs; and ſure of her Aſcendant over this WM 
Monarch, recall'd all her Courage, that ſhe might 
leave no Means untry'd, to recover his good Graces. 
This was not difficult for her to do; the Delicacy of 
ner Wit, and her lively and agreeable 'Temper, 
having a peculiar Charm, to gain Achmet's Heart; | 
from whom ſhe always obtain'd, whatever ſhe pleaſed, F 
when it did not relate to Fatima and Oſman. | 


When ſhe found that any Attempt of this Nature, 
was always to be a Stumbling-Block to her, ſhe never 
mention'd her more but with Eſteem ; and after a few 
Days were over, ſhe put in Practice aſecond Means, to 
rid herſelf of this watchful Rival; whoſe Suſpicions 
and Advice, ſhe knew, defeated all her Meaſures. To 
this End, ſhe employ'd fo many ſecret Emiſlaries, 
and ſet ſo many Springs a going, that ſhe received un- 

doubted 
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ubted Intelligence, that the Sangiac-Beg of the 
| Morea, was ſtill in Love with Fatima, and continu- 
e ally bewail'd her Loſs. 


As ſoon as ſhe was aſſured of this Truth, ſhe en- 
to paged the Baſa of Negropont, who was a Relation 


o- and Friend of the Sangiac's, to propoſe to him the 
o endeavouring to obtain this Sr/tana ; promiſing that 
ice he ſhould find within the Seraglio, ſuch powerful Pro- 
1 tectors, as ſhould enable him to gain his Miſtreſs, 
tif he would once aſk her of the Saltan; accompanying 
dee her Promiſes with conſiderable Preſents, and with a 


ſtrict Order never to name her, on any Account, ſo 
as to let it be known that ſhe had any Hand in this 
Requeſt. 


The Ba//a punQually perform'd this Commiſſion; 
and finding the Sangidc more amorons than ever, 
caſily perſuaded him to enter into all the Views of Ki- 
enn, and promiſe that he would take the Steps neoeſſa- 
ry for attaining his Happineſs : Kigſem being inform'd 
of the Sangiac's favourable Diſpoſition, left no Stone 
unturn'd, to ingage the chief Miniſters of the Porte 
to ſecond him; and as the Sanglac- Beg was an Of- 
ficer of great Reputation, and generally eſteem'd, 
he found no Difficulty in gaining them over to her 
Side; inſomuch that when he cauſed his Highneſs 
to be intreated, to honour him ſo much, as to grant 
to him the Sultane/s Fatima in Marriage, in Recom- 
pence tor his many long Services, he found almoſt 
the great Men diſpoſed to ſerve him. 


Achmet was not ignorant of the Sangiac's Love for 
Fatima; ſhe had herſelf inform'd him of her Adven- 
ture, and on what Terms they were when his High- 
neſs took her out of the old Serag/io ; ſhe had even 
ſhown him the Sangiar's Letters; wherefore that 
Prince was not in the leaſt ſurpriz d at his Requeſt ; 


Which 
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which at firſt ſeem'd to him a favourable Opportu- - 


nity, of teſtifying his Acknowledgment to that S#/. 
tana, by providing her a Settlement, that would 
ſecure her from the Fate of the other Su/tangs after his 
Death: But a Moment after reflecting upon her Af, 
fection for O/nan, he was afraid ſhe might be more 
ſenſibly affected with parting with that Prince, than 
with any Alteration in her Fortune, which obliged 
him not to come to a Reſolution, till he had ſounded 
her upon it. 


He was not miſtaken ; Fatima leſs ambitious than 
aſftectionate, had baniſh'd from her Thoughts the 
Fate that awaited her, to fix them all upon O/mar ; 
and her Love for this admirable Child, enabling her 
to penetrate, from what Hand the offer'd For- 
tune came, ſhe could not conceal her ſuſpicions 
from the Stan. There are, ſaid ſhe, ſome Per- 
** ſons whoſe Intereſt it is to remove me from your 
7 Highneſs; my Care, my Zeal, and my Precau- 
tions for the ſaſety of the Augult O/uan, are offen- 
ſive to their Sight; and they have only exaggera- 
ted to you, tuch a favourable Opportunity, of te- 
ſtify ing your Goodneſs to me, that they may pre- 
vent your being upon your Guard againſt De- 
« ſigns that make me tremble. 1 am ready to o- 
obey you, but 1 conjure you not to ſeparate 
« me from O/man.” 


The Sultan was not inſenſible of this Diſintereſt- 
edneſs in Fatima; he was even ſenſible of the Strength 
of her Reaſoning; and if he did not politively be- 
lieye that Kz/em had any Hand in this Affair, 
be at leaſt knew ſhe would concern herſelf very 
much in its Succeſs, by Reaſon of her Hatred to 
Fatima; but as this Su/tana neglected her own Inte- 
' reſt for his, he thought he was bound in Generoſity 

to give her x, Reg not to repent it; and that he

ought to ſhew his Efteem for her, by conſulting 
her Happineſs and Safety.

With this Reſolution, © Love and Fear. my dear 
Fatima, ſaid he, are Paſhons which incline us, 
to put quite contrary Conſtructions, upon the molt 
innocent Actions. I am not ignorant of the Views 
of the Sultana- Queen, whom your reſpect pre- 
vents your Namiug; but I can't tell how to think, 
that the Sangiac's Suit, is the Effect of her Poli- 
cy, ſince it is certain that he has always loved 
von. Nevertheleſs, if your Suſpicions were true, 
[ ould be but yet the more reſolved upon your 
Marriage, it being the only Means to protect you 
from what may be attempted againſt you. Prince 
Oman, is at preſent of an Age, which ſecures 
him from the Snares that may be laid for him. 
Aſhad is attentively watchful for his Preſervation, 
and is reſponſible to me for ſo dear a Life. But 
as for you, Fatima, who can aſſure me of you 

Safety, in a Place where all my Power is not ſut- 
hcient, to prevent the Women's deſtroy ing one a- 
nother. And ſuppoſing I ſhould be able to ſecurs 
you, remember that after my Death, the mildeſt 
Fate that can befall you, is to be again confin d in 
the old Seraglio. And I own, I think with too 


* great a Joy upon the Means whereby I deliver'd 


you from thence, ever to ſuffer you to return thither 
again. Do not therefore oppoſe your own Happt- 
neſs, but enjoy in Peace, in the Arms of a Man 
who adores you, the Honour of carrying with you 
the Eſteem and Confidence of your Emperor. 


Achmet's laſt Words, having made Fatima reflect 


ſeriouſly, upon the Uncertainty of her future Fate, 
and the preſent Happineſs that was offer'd her; ſhe 
no longer heſitated upon accepting it, and when, ac- 


cording to the Rules of the Serag/is, the Ki/ler-4- 
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gaſy came to inform her of the Sangiar's Deſign, 
and the Emperor's Pleaſure, ſhe anſwer'd that ſhe 
ſubmitted to his Orders and gave her Conſent. 
Whereupon the Sultan loaded ker with Honours and 
Preſents, and ſent her with a magnificent Retinue, 
to the amorous Saugiac, who immediately made 


her his Bride. 


The Sultana Queen, overjoy'd at having thus, 
without appearing therein, removed for ever, a Wo- 
man ſo obnoxious to her Deſigns, bent all her 
Thoughts, upon taking g Advantage of her Abſence, to 
inſinuate herſelf entir ely | into Achmer's good Opinion, 
and rid herſelf of A Had, who was yet a greater Oh 
ſtacle to her Deſigns than Fatima. To this End ſhe 
put her Brains, Night and Day, upon the Rack, to 
deviſe ſome Stratagem, whereby ſhe might compaſs 
her Intention: But not withſtanding g her Fruitfulneſs 
in Expedients, ſhe would have found it difficult to 
have ſucceeded, if Chance had not offer'd her one, 
which ſhe did not let ſlip. 


The Mufiy or High Prieſt of the Mabometany, die! 
and yore Intereſt was immediately made, for this im- 
portant Place, by the moſt powerful Men! in the Law 
but the Policy of Kioſem immediately defign'd it for A. 
Gad. Wherefore ſhe cauſed it to be repreſented to 
the Emperqs by the Miniſters devoted to her Ser- 
vice, that Boch the Intereſt of Religion and the State 
required, that the Office of High Prieſt ſhou'd be 
ful'd, by a Man ofthe Character of Aſbad; who by 
his profound Learning, the Regularity of his Bcha- 
viour, and his Services, was the only one worthy to 
enjoy that eminent Dignity. 


It was flattering Achmet in the moſt ſenſible Man- 
ner, to ſpeak to him in Favour of a Man, with whoſe 
Merit he was better acquainted than any gue. * 
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ed with the Pleaſure of raiſing him to this high Of- 
fice, he was not aware of an Artifice, by ſo much 
the more impenetrable, as it was colour'd over with 
the 3 Pietext of juſtice and Equity: Deſides 
finding that this Choice ſuited very well with his 
on Intereſt, knowing how neceſſary it was for a 
Prince, to have a Man he could rely on in this emi- 
nent Poſt; Policy having often need of the Pretenc 

of Religion, in Affairs of the greateſt ee. 
he did not heſitate a Moment, but ſent for him 
directly: And having told him that he made him 
Mufti, he added, that as he had judg'd him alone 
worthy to breed up his Son, he eſteem'd him alſo a- 
lone capable, of naming a Perſon proper to ſueced 
lum; that he need only ſpeak, and he would treter 
nimſelf to his Choice. 


Aſpad furpriz'd at this ſudden Advancement, 
threw himſelf at the $y/tan's Feet, and thank'd him 
for the Honour he deſign'd him; but ſaid, that know- 
ing himſelf to be unworthy thereof, he begg'd him 
not to take from about the Prince; that glorious 
Poſt ſatisfying his utmoſt Ambition, Achmert, win 
had come to a Determination, anſwered that it was 
reſolv don, and that he would have it ſo; and therefore 
he mult conlider of a Perſon, who could put the 


finiſhing Hand to his Work, by dee the Edu- 


cation of O/man. 


* 


Hereupon Aſhad inſtantly named Uſain E fendy, 
an Arabian by Nation, who had been his Pupil, 
and whole Learning, and Morals he was well ac- 
quzinted with, as the Man whom he believed, the 
moſt worthy in the Empire, to ſucceed him in his 
Place. This was enough for the Sultan to choole 
kim; wherefore having immediately ſummon'd the 
Dives, he declared his Choice of Aſhad for Mufti, 
and of Un Ef*ndi for Preceptor to the Prince. 
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All the Council unanimouſly applauded his Judg 
ment; But when O/man was about to part from A/had 
and Ap/ endina, 'twas thought they would all three have 
died with Grief. The Prince threw himſelf at the 
Sua7's Feet, and conjured him to ſuffer his Tutor 
to continue in the Serag/is, although inveſted with 
the Dignity of Mufti; and Acad again intreated 
him to leave him about the Prince, preferring that 
dati: faction to all the Honours in the World. Such 
was the Aſcendant O/man gain'd over every Heart, 
that they preferr'd {ecing and hearing him, to all the 
Charms and Allurements of Ambition: The Grief 
of Aprending was more reſerved, but it was not leſs 
violent. 


Achmet for ſome Time took a Pleaſure, in obſerv- 
ing theſe Marks of an innocent Affection; after 
which he repreſented ſeriouſly to the Prince, that it 
he loved A/ad, he onght not to deter him from o- 
beying his Commands ; and that it was his Intereſt, 
being one Day to reign, to have a Man that was de- 
voted to him in this important Poſt. Theſe Rea- 
ions, which would have had no Weight with ano- 
ther, in ſuch a tender Age, had a great Influence 
upon this Prince, whoſe Wit and Judgment had far 
outſtript his Years. When Achmet had pacity'd him 
in this Manner, he was willing to leave Aſhad at Li- 
berty to diſcourſe him for ſome Time; and rightly 
Judging that his Preſence would lay a Conſtraint up- 
on O/man and Apbendina, who long'd impatiently 
to talk with each other, he retired. 


Theſe two young Lovers, readily took Advantage 
of this Opportunity, wherefore ſeeing Ahad was far 
enough off, not to lay any Conſtraint upon them, they 
drew near to each other, and the Prince breaking 
Silence firſt. You are going to forget me, 2105 
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ding, (aid he, you willbe no longer the Compani- 
on, and Rival of my Studies; and hilt my 
Heart follows you every where, yours wil enjoy 
a Tranquillity, which I ſhall not be able to re- 


" liſh, being no longer bleſs'd with your Com- 


pany 


© 1 Ho not think, my Lord, anſwer'd ſhe, that I 
have erer given you any Room to ſuſpect me of 
Ingratitude; the Favours whercwith you have 
honoured me, will never be obliterated from me 
Memory ; and Prince O,nan is Mailer of ſuch 
powerful Charms, that they make an Impreſſion 
upon. the Mind for one's whole Life. I alone 
have Reaſon to fear; and every Thing foretells 
me my Mizfortune ; nothing 13 able to reſiſt you: 
Born to command, you will govern this Empire; 
The Majeſty of the Throne; the Splendour which 
will ſurround you ; the Beauties which will be of- 
fer'd you; and e Alteration which ſome Years 


more will make in your 'Uhonghts, will ſoon erale 
Aphendina from your 3 K. 

« Ah! my dear Aprerding, cry? 4 the Prince, in- 
terruptiag her, with ome Warm 1 dy 
our hcly Prophet, that not any of 1 10ie Things 
you have mentioned, ſhall ever baniſh you from

The Mufti, who had heard their Diſcourſe, al- 


though he pretended not to give any Attention to 


it, 


hank'd him with great Reſp ect, tor the Affection 
D 4 he 
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he expreſsd towards them; and having then order 
his Daughter, to take her Leave of the Prince, tha: 
beauteous Maiden being overwhelm'd with Grief, 
threw herſelf at his Feet, as much to hide her Tear:, 
as to teſtify her Reſpect. 


The Prince immediately rais'd her up, and taking 
Advantage that Moment, of the innocent Famili- 
arity wherein they had lived together, he embrace 
her tenderly ; then with Eyes ſwimming in Tears, 
My dear Aſpad, ſaid he to the Mufti, if ever you 
* had any Affection for O/man, preſerve for him 
„ this Treaſure ; ; 'tis a precious Truſt which I com- 
mit to your Care, and whereof you mult one Day 
render me an exact Account. —““ My Lord, 
anſwer d Aſhad, Aphendina and I ſhall be always 
ready to obey your Commands; but do you al- 
„ways remember, that Glory and Virtue, ought to 
% be the only End of all your Actions; and that my 
<< Daughter, having been educated in the ſame Prin- 
** ciples, will never do any Thing contrary to the 
one or the other.“ This ſaid, they parted. 


The Mufti being full of Admiration, to ſee theſe 
two young Lovers, in fo tender an Age, inſpired 
with ſuch ſolid Sentiments, went and gave an Ac- 
count thereof to the Emperor, who far from being 
alarm'd thereat was extremely overjoy d, to find that 
his Son was already arriv'd to Maturity of Judgment, 
and had a Heart ſuſezptible of Love. He gave a 
thouſand Demonſtrations of Kindneſs to Aphendina, 
which he accompany'd with magnificent Preſents ; 
after which 4/ad went and took Poſſe ſuon of his 
new Dignity, and Vain Efendi was ſettled in the 
Seraglis, about the Prince. 


Thus did the artful Niaſem find the Means, to 
remove from thence, all the Perſons, who could be 


any 
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any Obſtacles to her æmbitious Deſigns. She was no* 
however, pleas'd with the Choice of Main Efendi, 
and the Virtue, upon which he valu'd him(e!', gave 
her ſome Fears: But having found out that he was 
ambitious, ſhe did not deſpair of making him one Day 
her Creature. In ſhort, ſhe ſpared neither Pains, nor 
E Treaſure, to gain over the Miniiters to her Side, moſt 
Part of whom were devoted to her; opening thus to 
heiſelf an aflured Way, to ſet Amurath upon the 
Tone, to the Prejudice of the Heir Apparent. 


In the mean while, her Power over Achmet in- 
creaſed every Day, ty Ron of the weak Condition 
to which his bed State of Huch reduced him. This 
Empcigr, who was naturally of a tender Conſtituti- 
on, had given himſelt᷑ up ſo early, to the Luxury of the 
Seraglio, that although he was yet but thirty Years 
old, his Strength was intircly exhauſted, This made 
him fall from Time to Time into that Sort of Faint- 
ings, which are often the Forerunners of an approach- 
ing Death. He had even lo ſtrong a Fit, within a 
few Days after Aſhad's leaving the Seraglis, that a Re- 
port was ſpread abroad, that he was dead : This 
exuſed Conimotions in the Court, and City, which 
although they were of no Effect, proved preju- 
dicial to the State. Ahmet was ſoon inform'd there- 
of, and in Order to prevent the 'Frouble it might 
cauſe, reſolved to make a ſolemn Cavalcade, and to 
take with him his three Sons, Oſman, Amuratb, and 
{brahim, to convince the People, that the Empire 
would not want lawful Heirs after his Deceaſe. 


Accordingly, he ſet out from the Serag/io, with 

a molt magniticent Retinue, preeecded by all the great 

Officers of the Porte, and having the three Princes by 

his Side ; but all Eyes were fixed only upon Oſman, 

| who (although then but eleven Years old) appear d 
with great Advantage over his two Brothers. His 
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Starure which was tall, and very exact, ſufficiently 
ſhew'd, that he would be one Day the beſt ſhap'd 
Man in the Empire ; and his prodigious Beauty, 
which, although Maſculine, ſurpaſs'd the Charms of 
all the Women, made Conſtantinople ring with a 
thouſand Shouts and Actlamations. His graceful 
Air, and Addreſs in managing his Horſe, with his 
majeſtick and grave Mien, gain'd him every Heart, 
and nothing was telk'd of at the Porte, but the Ma- 
jeſty with which he behaved himſelf on this Oc- 
calion. 


All theſe Praiſes gave the Sultan as much Joy, as 
they cauſed Pain in Kioſem; but this Princeſs finding 
that Hehmet's Health, was daily impaired, and thateven 
his Underſtanding was upon the Decay; began to ſet 
about forming Parties, amongſt the Chief Miniſters ot 
the Porte, (who forefarv great Difficulties in chooſing an 
Emperor, by Reaſon of the different Intereſts of one or 
another) and bethought herſelf of a Way, to deprive 
Oſman of the Throne, which baffled all the Politicks 
of the Court. 


As ſhe did not in the leaſt doubt, but if that Prince 
came to the Empire, he would, for his own Securi- 
ty, follow the inhuman Caſtom of the Seraglio, 
in putting to Death all his Brothers; ſhe left no Stone 
unturned, to divert that Storm from her Sons, and 
make it fall upon O/man. She had ſo many Exam- 
ples of this Sort before her, that the Inſtance of Ach 
met, who had ſuffer'd his Brother Muffapha to live, 
was not ſufficient to diſpell her Fears. In Effect, it 
was only by a Sort of Miracle, that this Prince had 
not undergone the Fate of ſo many others; for not- 
withſtanding the Oath Achmet had taken, never to 
make any Attempt upon his Life, or Liberty, he had 
no ſooner aſcended the Throne, than forgetting his 
Promile, he cauſed him to be eonfined in a cloſe _ 
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ſon ; and as ſoon as he had a Son, fully reſolved to 
put him to Death, which was to Fave been execu- 
ted the very Day after O/man was born. 


But Achmet, in the Night calling his Oath to Re- 
membrance, and being diſturbed in his Sleep, with a 
thouſand terrible Phantoms, cauſed by Remorſe of 
Conſcience, which made him ſtart ſeveral Times out 
of his Sleep, all in a cold Sweat, alte!'d his Reſo- 
lution z and the next Morning gave this An- 
{wer to thoſe who came to demand the Warrant; 
that fince the Deſign alone of putting his Bro- 
ther to Death, had given him ſo great Uneaſineſs, 
the doing it would certainly cauſe him much more; 
and therefore he not only deſir'd Muſtapha might 
live, but alſo commanded great Care to be taken of 
his Perſon, and permitted him to walk as often as he 
pleas'd in the Gardens of the Seraglis. 


But one Day, when Mu/apha, taking Advantage of 
this Liberty, happen'd to fall afleep in thoſe Gar- 
dens, Chance brought the S, who was lixewile 
walking there, pretty near the Place where this 
Prince lay. A M9/aip, or Favourite, made his 
Highneis take Notice of him, and ſaid, © Thee 
lies the Man, whom it is very dangerous to pre- 
ſerve; for if he ſhould get away, he might go in- 
to Aſia, and put himſelf at the Head of the Re- 
bels, in which Caſe he would give you abundance 
of Trouble.” Thele Words awaken'd the Jcalouſy 
of Achmet, who was already very much diſturbed 
with the diſagrecable News of the great Progreſs 
made by thoſe Rebels, fo that taking up his Bow, at 
which he was very dexterous, he was jult going tolet 
fly the fatal Arrow into his Brother's Breaſt: Bat the 
Enormity of the Action, together with the Voice of 
Nature, which ſecm'd to cry out againſt him, with 
held his Hand, and made him abandon his bariarogs 
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Intention. God ti fend my Arms, ſaid he, and will 
nut ſuffer me to be the Butcher of my Brother. How- 
cver, Muſtapha, being inform'd of the Danger he 
had been in, went out very ſeldom 3 and reſolving 
effectually to ſecure himſelf from the Emperor's 
Jealou'y, turn'd Dervis ; practiſing exactly all the 
Aufterities of that Profeſſion, in a little Cell, from 
whence he ſeldom ſtirr'd abroad, 


The Su/tana-Queen, who foreſaw a Fate no leſs 
dangerous for her Sons, taking Advice only of her 
own ready Wit, ſent to deſire the Sultana Y alidt, or 
Emperor's Mother, to give her a private Audience, 
for ſome Affairs of Importance, which ſhe had to 
communicate to her. Hereupon this Princeſs, who 
knew Kioſem's Wit and Character, not doubting but 
it was ſomething of Conſequence, appointed the next 
Morning, in her own Apartment. The Su/tana- 
Queen no ſooner found her ſelf at liberty to declare 
her Intentions, but ſhe repreſented to the Validé, in 
a lively manner, the Situation of the Empire, if the 
Sultan Oſman ſhou'd aſcend the Throne; aſſuring 
ber, that although ſhe was that Prince's Grandmo- 
ther, ſhe wou'd not have a Jot the more Power ; 
that all Affairs of Moment would be tranſated by 
the Mt., the Grand Vizier, and the Kaimacham, 
"Who would engroſs the whole Authority; that the 
Troops, the great Officers, and the People were all 
their Devotion; and that the Example of the Su/ta- 
#a-Bafjo ought to make her tremble, a having no 
Reaſon o expect a better Fate, it timely Meaſures 
were not taken to prevent that Misfortune. 


Theſe Words made the Valid fhndder; whereup- 
on embracing the Stang. Queen, ſhe begg'd her Ad- 
vice, ho to avoid ſuch a melancholy Turn of Fortune. 

Tigſem, ſeeing that her Diſcourſe had produced the de- 
fd Efiect, did her be of good Heart, and told 1 * 
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ſhe might eaſily ward off the Blow; by making uſe 
of her Influence over the Emperor, to induce kim 
to ſet his Brother Maſtapha upon the Throne; whom 
Heaven ſeem'd to have preſerv'd, to ſecure her from 


the Misfortunes, which threatned her under the 
Reign of O/man. 


As for my part, continu'd this artful Princeſs, 
the tender Years of my Sons, and the Welfare of 
the State, make me willingly ſacrihce my Intereſt 
to yours ; being well aſſured that I run no Riſque, 
whilſt my Emperor's Mother is poſſeſs'd of the en- 
* tire Authority.” The Ya/i4s, being charm'd with 
Xiiſem, again embrac'd her, ſwearing always to be 
a Friend and a Protector of her Children, and that 
ſhe would ſhare her Power but with her alone. This 
Point ſettled, the two Szltanas labour'd in Concert, 
to gain over to their Intereſt, the Baſſas of the Pro- 
vinces, the Miniſters of the Porte, and the Head 
Officers of the FJanizaries and Spabis; who by the 
Strength of ſome Favours, and magnificent Promi- 
ſes, were ſoon devoted to their Intereſt.

This was the Situation of the O7:9-1uan Court in 
the Beginning of November 1617, when the Grand 
Signior fell ſick of a violent Fever, which increaſed 
every day. Then the Su/tana Validé, ipurr'd on 
more by Kioſen, than by her own Intereſt, ventur'd 
to undertake one of the ſtrangeſt things in the 
World; the obliging a Father to diſinherit his own 
Children, and deliver their Lives, Fortunes, and 
Power, into the Hands of a Brother. 


But being arm'd with the Reaſons of the Su/tana- 
Qaeen, ſhe repreſented to the Emperor, the tendey 
Years of his Sons, and all the Mistor tunes that threat- 
ned the State under a Minority, of which the Em- 
Pire as yet had no Example; that they who ſhould 


be 
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be appointed Regents, would rend the State, and 
make themſelves abſolute in their Government ; 
whereby ſo glorious a Monarchy would run the Ha- 
zard of the ſame Fate as that of Alexander the Great, 
which would inevitably cauſe the Ruin of a Au- 
guſt Ottoman Family: Whereas Maſfapha, who was 
then Twenty eight, being of Age to govern in Per- 
ſon, would maintain the Rights of his Nephews and 
the Empire, with an entire Authority. 


Achmet, whoſe Senſes, overwhelm'd with the 
Violence of his Diſtemper, had no longer the ſame 
Force or Penetration; was ſo much ſtagger'd by the 
Horrors they painted to his Imagination, and his 
Mother's Words had ſo great an Influence over him, 
at a time when the Paſſions have loſt their Violence, 
that fearing the Deſtruction both of the State and his 
Family, he made the Rights of Nature give way to 
the ſeeming Welfare of the Empire; and order'd the 
Sultana Valide to fetch Prince DMujtapha, his Bro- 
ther. 


Bat the Moment after, his Tenderneſs for O/man 
being awaken'd, he repreſented to himſelf the Dan- 
ger to which he was going to expoſe, both the Life of 
one ſo dear, and all his other Children. This 
Thought diſturb'd him very much, and he was re- 
ſolving within himſelf to take quite contrary Mea- 
ſures, when the Su/tara-Queen came into, his Apart- 
ment; and finding him all diſſolv'd in Tears, and 
fetching deep Sighs, pretended to be ſurpriz'd and 
begg'd to know the Cauſe of his Trouble. 


Whereupon this unfortunate Prince, who was be- 
ſet continually by his Mother and that Princeſs, ha- 
ving only them to whom to open his Heart, and his 
Judgment decaying every Inſtant, diſcover'd to her 
the Motive of his Grief; and afjer having told * 
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his Diſcourſe with the Ya/ide, and the Orders he had 
given her to fetch Mu/tapha ; But, my dear Ko- 

« ſem, continu'd he, who can aſſure me, that my 
6c Brother will regard the Lives of my Sons, if 
he ſhould. have any of his own? He will put 
« mine to Death, for the Safety of himſelf and Fa- 
* mily, and in order to prevent Misfortunes that are 
*« uncertain, I am going perhaps to cauſe ſome that 
are inevitable. Beſides, Prince O/man ought 
« not to be look'd upon as an ordinary Child, his 
„Wit, his Reaſon, his Learning, and all his Acti- 
* ons, are ſufficient Demonltrations of his extraor- 
„ dinary Capacity.“ 


Ahmet could not finiſh theſe W Mute. 


doubling his Tears; but the artful Xioſem knew fa 
well how to take Advantage of his V om 
ſhe bro ought him back to his firſt E oh. | 
confirm'd to him all that the Ya/zge had urg'd, by 
Reaſons yet ſtronger of her own; and although ſhe 
affected to agree that O/marn was worthy of reigning, 
ſhe always dwelt upon his tender Years, which re- 
quiring Governors, would make ſo many Maſters, 
who would rend the Empire in pieces, by their Ca- 
bals and Diviſions: And My/?apha coming in at the 
{ame Inſtant, with the Su/tana YValigde, "the weak 


Achmct had not a Word to ſay againſt it. 


Muſtapha threw himſelf proſtrate at the Emperor's 
Feet, with a Heart full of Fear and Unealineſs, al- 
though his Mother had aſſured him, that his Bro- 
ther had not ſent for him with any ill Delign. The 
Sultan, as an Encouragement, gave him his Hand to 
kiſs, and inform'd him of lus Reſolution ; repreſent- 
ing to him the Danger to which he ſhou'd expoſe 
the Empire, by entruſting it to the Regency of the 
Great Officers of the Porte; and telling him, * 
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his Love for his People and his Children, had made 
him determine to ſet him upon the Throne. 


The Importance of the Propoſal ſtruck My/ap42 , 
but nevertheleſs he did not forget himſelf; and fal- 
ling proſtrate a ſecond time before his Brother, begg'd 
him not to lay upon his Shoulders fo heavy a Bur- 
den ; repreſenting to him, that a long Conhnement, 
of fifteen Years, had made him utterly ignorant of 
the Art of Government; and that he was abſolutehy 
incapable thereof; that by intruſting him with the 
Reins of Empire, he would run greater Hazards than 
thoſe he apprehend -d ; that the Throne. belong'd io 
his Children; that he had one who was the Dar- 
ling of the People, and of whom there were ſuch 
extraordinary H pes, that far from being willing to 
deprive him thereof, he was ready to ſettle him 


thereon, even at the Expence of the laſt Drop of his 
Blood. 


8o much Modeſty, and Greatneſs of Soul, entire- 
ly determin'd Achmet in his Reſolution, ſeeing that 
ſuch Sentiments gave him Cauſe to think, that he 
ſhou'd hereby provide for the Safety of both the Em- 
pire and his Children. Wherefore, having allur'd 
his Brother, that he had choſen him for his Succeſ- 
for, he made him ſwear to reſign the Scepter to his 
Son Oſinan, as ſoon as he ſhould be of Age to govern 
tn Perſon, and to take Care of his other Children; 
he like wiſe recommended to his Protection, the Sul- 
rana Palide and Sultana-Queen This done, he 
fummoned the Divan, with all hie principal Ofli- 
cers of the Porte, and declar'd in their Pieſence, 
'twas his Will after his Deceaſe, that his Brother Ma- 
flapha ſhou'd aſcend the Throne, and hold the Reins 
of Government, till his Son O/man, the Chez-Ade, 
or Heir Apparent, fhou'd be in a Condition to take 
| + them 
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them into his own Hands; when it was his Plea- 
ſure that Ma/apha ſhou'd reſign the ſupream Autho- 
rity to him; after which Achmet made them all ſwear 
to pay a punctual Obedience to this his laſt Will. 


The two Saltana's, overjoy'd at having ſucceed- 
el ſo well in their Deſign, bent all their Thoughts 
upon keeping the Su/tan's Miniſters ſtedfait in this 
Reſolution; which accordingly took place on the 
fifteenth of November 1617, when the Emperor 
Achmet I. gave up the Ghoſt. He was a Prince of 
great Courage, and adorn'd with a thouſand fine 
Qualities; but the Tenderneſs of his Conitirution 
had a very great Effect upon his Judgment and Un- 
derſtanding, which made him guilty of many Mi- 
flakes, as may be eaſily ſcen by the extraordinary 
Difpofition of his Will. 


He died in the Thirty-firſt Year of his Age, and 
towards the End of the Fourteenth of his Reign; 
leaving behind him Six Sons, Oſman, Heir Appa- 
rent, Son to the beauteous Bajilia; Ammurat and F. 
brahim, born of Kiaſem the Sultana Queen ; and Or- 
can, Bajazet, and Chaſun, by ſeveral other Sulta- 
nas: But as theſe three laſt Princes never came to 
the Throne, and have no relation to this Hiſtory, 
there is no Notice taken of them. p 


No ſooner had the Emperor clos'd his Eyes, but 
the Validò, always guided by the artful K:o/em, ſent 
immediately the Miniſters, in her Name, to the 
Cell wherein Prince Mu/?apha had been fo long con- 
fin d. They conducted him forthwith to the Divan, 
where he was proclaim'd &/:an, as he was a little af- 
ter throughout the Imperial City, which broke all 
the Meaſures taken by the Myfry, during Achmet's 
Ilneſs, to aſſert the Right of O/7:4. 115 


This 


oo 
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This High-Prieſt, at the Head of a conſiderate 
Party, had engaged the Votes of the Doctors of the 
Law, the Janizaries, and Spahis, in favour of that 
young Prince ; whoſe new Preceptor likewiſe labour- 
ed for him very powerfully. But Kigem, who had 
ſeen through all their Practices, and was no Stranger 
to the People's Love for O/man, adviſed the Valid 
ſo well, that ſhe overthrew all their Deſigns in a 
Moment. The Soldiers and People were infinitely 
ſurpriz'd to ſee a Brother ſucceed to the Prejudice 0 
the Che x- Ads, a thing unheard of, and unpreceden- 
ted in that Empire till that Day. 


From being ſurpriz'd, they proceeded to Mur- 
murs; and the 7anizaries and Spahis, who are 
always divided in their Sentiments, were neverthe- 
leſs perfectly well agreed to ſet Oſman upon the 
Throne. But the Sultanat, who had forſeen all 
theſe Commotions, manag'd Matters ſo well, by the 
means of their great Preſents, which had alreacy 
gain'd over the principal Officers ; together with ht- 
teen thouſand Chequins, they caus'd to be diſtributed 
very ſcaſonably amongſt the Troope, being the Do- 
native the Sultans are us'd to give at their Acceſſion 
to the Throne, that they were ſoon pacify'd; and 
Muflapha faw himſelf the peaceable Poſſeſſor of an 
Empire, to which he had no manner of Right. 80 
true it is, that Intereſt makes Men ſhut their Eyes a- 
gainſt the molt jult Things; and etpecially in thole 
barbarous Countries, where Gold is of more Valuc 
than Lite. 


Muſtapha was but Twenty eight Years'old, was 
tall and well ſhap'd, but very lean: This Lean- 
neſs was aſcrib'd wholly to his melancholy and ſolitary 
Way of living, during his long Conſinement; when 
he had practiſcd the Auſterities affected by the De. 
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„, which gave him a Paleneſs that never left him 


but with his Life. He was a Lover of Pomp and 


Maznihcence, and had ſometimes very pretty Flights 
of W. it; he had apply'd himſelf very diligently to 
reading the A/coran ; he avoided the Company of the 
Ladie of the Seraglio, was naturally juſt, and would 
not ſuffer any thing of Conſequence to be decided in the 
Diga, without being fiſt communicated to him; he 
was likewiſe affable and obliging. One of his greateſt 
Peaſures was, to. ſhew himſelf to his People, when 
e went to the Mo/que, ar any other place; differing 
therein very much from his Anceſtors, who always 
order'd the Way to be cleard through which they 

vere to paſs, as though the Subject were unworthy 
to look upon the ſacred Countenance of his Sove- 
ICE, 


But ſo many fine Qualities were ſullied by a Di- 
ſtraction of Mind, which made him always deſpis'd; 
he never ceas'd talking, and generally to very little 
purpoſe ; ſometimes he would break out into ſtrange 
and unaccountable Whims; one Minute he would 
walk very faſt, then on a ſudden he would flop ſhort, 
without any manner of Reaſon ; then again at Night 
he wou'd go out of the Seraglio, and run about the 
Streets of Conflantin?þle, without any Neceſhty, let 
the Weather be never ſo foul ; when he went into 
the Apartment of the Su/tana's, he wou'd draw his 
Scymeter, as if he apprehended ſome V iolence from 
the Odaliſts, in a Place conſecrated to Love and Plea- 
ſure; then a Moment after growing calm, he would 
aſk the Eunuchs (who ſurrounded him, and trembled 
for Fear,} to what Ule that Weapon ought to be put? 
One of them having the Wit to reply, chat it 
was to enlarge the Bounds of his Lions and to 
chaltiſe Rebels, he was ſo well pless'd with his An- 


ſ\wer, that he gave him a Diamond of a conſiderable 
Value. 


But 
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But another Day, when the fame Whim came in. 
to his Head, in his own Apartment, ſurrounded by 
his /chog /ans, or Pages; after flouriſhing his Scy meter 
{ome time in the Air, having demanded of them to 
what Uſe it ovght to be put; the poor Pages, who 
were altoniſh'd at his Extravagance, (which was to 
much the greater, as the Stans never wear any 
Arms in their own Apartment, or that of the Sulla- 
#a"s) not giving him any Anſwer, he kill'd one ct 
them, and mortally wounded ſeveral others. 


Kioſem was no Stranger either to Muftapha's Fail. 
inge, or good Qualities ; but as ſhe had judp'd that af- 
ter Achmet's Death, her Sen Amurath would not have 
been prefer1'd to Prince Oſman ; ſhe had only placed 
Muſtapha upon the Throne, in order to gain Time, 
to rid herſelf more eaſily of the Heir Apparent: Being 
very certain that this new Emperor could not reign 
long, either by Reaſon of his frequent Extravagancies, 
or the People's Diſguſt, and that then ſhe might bring 
her Deſigns to bear. 


The Validb was yet better acquainted than Rien 
with Mufapha's Imperte&ions ; but ſhe was in Nopes 
to conceal them fo well, that they ſhould never be 
known; and that by this Means ſhe might reign un- 
der his Name, which was the only Motive that had 
induced her to follow the Advice of the Sulraga Queen, 
imagining herſelf capable of governing this vait Em- 
pire. Nevertheleſs ſhe had but an ordinary Genius; 
and her exalted Hopes were founded only upon the 
Predictions of the Ferne Keira- Kaden, who notwith- 
ſtanding her cruel! Cath, had never been abſent 
from her Thoughts.

Prepoſſeſs d with the glorious Deſtiny, which had 
Leen . promiſed her by that artful Woman, ſhe im- 
agin'd 
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avin'd herſelf equal to the Taſk of Empire; and that 
% make herſelf ſure of the Government, ſhe need on- 
ly to confer the principal Othces on her Creatures : 
Not reſlecting that ſuch Changes would draw power- 
ful Enemies upon her Back, and even indanger the 
Life of Mxftapha himſelf. None of theſe Misfortunes 
coming into her Head, ſhe went ſtill on her own 
Way, and began by the Grand-YVi>7/-r of whom ſhe 
had a Miſtruſt. He at that Time hende an Army a- 
gainſt the Per/iajs, was a Man of great Experi- 
ence, brave, full of Fire, coverd with Glory, and 
beloved by his Soldiers. Notwithſtanding all this, 
the Sultana YValide, being ſollicited by Mehermet, her 
Son-in-Law, to deprive this great Captain of the 
Seals of the Empire, and confer them upon him; and 
imagining that this firſt Poſt of the Empire, being in 
the Hands of her Daughter's Huſband, would render 
her Power abſolute ; ſent in the Sy/za»r's Name to ge- 
mand of the Vizier, the Badges of this high Office. 


This great Miniſter immediately obey'd, and de- 
liver'd up the Seals; but as the Sultane /s had been 
ſo imprudent, as to leave him the Command of the 
Army, he did not deſpair of revenging an Afront he 
had not deſerved ; no fooner was Mehcrret inveſted 
with the Dignity of Grand-Fizier, but he reſoh cd 9 
have likewiſe that of Captain Baſ/a, policſs'd by Hu- 
ly-Bafſa, a Man of ſingular Merit, who had been pro- 
ferred to this ſecond Poſt in the Empire for his Servi- 
ces: he ſuffer d himſelf however to be deprived 
thereof without Murmuring, in Order to have it con- 
ferrd on the new Grand Vizier, who within two 
Days after (old it to another, for a comiderable Sum. 
He ſerved in the ſame Manner the Governours of 
Egypt, Damaſcus, Syria, Caramania, and ſeveral o- 
thers, whom he itript of their Employs, in Order 


to diſpoſe of them to the beſt Bidder. 


All 
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All theſe Changes having been effected, the Ji 
di ard Vizier, imagin'd themſelves ſecure from the 
Caprices of Fortune; and that Syu/taneſs having ſuc- 
ceeded fo well in her Projects, was more than ever 
convinced of the Truth of Ktira- Kaden's Predictions, 
and that the Stars concur'd to the Advancement of 
her Power. 


But whilſt ſhe was lull'd in this Security, the Be- 
haviour of Mz/apha, put the finiſhing Stroke to his 
Fall. This Prince whoſe Diſtraction of Mind in- 
creaſed every Day, ſpent all his Time, in having 
Drolls acted under the Windows of the Scrag lis, 
which were no ſooner over than he would male 
them begin again, by which Means they laſted ti 
late at Night: And one Day, an Actor having plea- 
ſed him highly in the Part he phy'd, Mauſlapha ran 
to the Royal Treaſury, from whence he fetch'd ſe- 
veral of the Crown Jewels, ard threw them to the 
Buffoon, in Return for the Diverſion he had given 
him. This Extravagance excited the Murmurs of al! 
the People, who as yet only deſpiſed him, but his o- 
ther Follies ſoon Fad them hate him. 


The Sultana Valid ſtrove in Vain, to procure 
from all Parts the moſt beautiful Oza/ifks, in order to 
excite his Love, he never-could be brought to endure 
them ; and when any of them by their Diſcourſe, or 
Looks, ſeem'd to have a Deſign upon his Heart, he 
return'd it only with Scorn and Indignation, and drove 
them out of his Preſence. This very ſenſibly affect- 
ed his Mother and the Kiſer-Agaſy, who for their own 
Intereſts could have wiſh'd him to have had Children. 
But when they reppeſcnted to him, that he ought to 
make Choice of ſome of his beantiful Virgins, to give 
an Heir to the Empire, and he was in his Intervals 
of Senſe, he would anſwer them gravely ; that his 

Brother 
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| Brother had left Sons, whom he look'd upon as his 
ou, fince he had adopted them, and that he deſign'd 
to leave them an Empire to which they were born. 


Theſe Sentiments would have been heroick, 
ad he continued in them; but in a Quarter of 
an Hour, he would bely them by a thouſand ri- 
| Geulous Actions, which gave but too much Reaſon 

judge, that there was no relying npon any Thing 
he e ſaid. One Day, when he was in his Mother's 

Apartment, after having ſata long Tine in a deep 
Study, he roſe up on a ſudden ; and bla aming iu efiem- 
E irate Sloth of many of his Anceſtors, who had re- 
ferr'd the Pleaſures of the Sergio, to the Welfare 
of the State and their own Glory, whilſt their Sol- 
diers were ſhedding their Blood for them, he ſai; he 
deſign'd to put himſelf at the Head of his Army 
in Perſia, and to command it in Perſon. Eveiy one 
extoll'd this glorious Deſign, and endeavour'd to con- 
rm him therein, when he added that he would ſet 
ut immediately, notwithſtanding the Severity of the 
Weather, it being then the Month of December. 


In Vain did they repreſent, that the Winter Sea- 
ſon was appointed for his Highnels's Pleaſures, and 
the Repoſe of his Troops; it was impoſſible to 
diſſuade him from it, and he perſiſted in his Deſign 
till Night, but next Morning thought no more of it. 
Kicſem, ſeeing with her own Eyes, the wretched 
Adminiſtration of the Government, and the Su/tan's 
Extravagancies, and judging that this Building could 
not and long, retired * 0 about the Yalidi, that 
none of the Blame might be imputed to her; on 
Pretence that ſhe gave her no Share in the Govern- 


ment; never viſiting her but out of Decency, and 


applying her ſelf wholly to prepare Matters fog the 
placing Amurath on the Throne the firſt Opportu- 
nity ; But Providence had decreed otherwiſe.

Young O/man, who grew every Day more accom- 
pliſh'd, had not been inſenſible of the Preference, 
Achmet had given his Uncle over him. The noble 
Ambition, he was already inſpired with, made him ob- 
ſerve with Regret, that another was poſſeſs'd of a 
Place, which he flatter'd himſelf with filling worthi- 
ly, and which ſo lawfully belong'd to him. Being 
confin'd within the narrow Bounds of one Apartment, 
wherein he was ſurrounded but by a ſmall Number of 
Attendants, who durſt not expreſs their whole Affec- 
tion to him, and on whom he could not rely with- 
out Imprudence, having none but his Preceptor to 
whom he could open his Heart he often compared 
this Conſtraint, to the agreeable Liberty he enjoy'd 
during his Father's Life ; calling to Mind the happy 
Moments, he had paſs'd with Aſbad, and his incom- 
parable Daughter: And whenever theſe mournful 
Reflections got Poſſeſſion of his Thoughts, he 
would diſcloſe his Mind to his Tutor, with ſo much 
Warmth, and in Terms ſo full of Eloquence and Rea- 
ſon, that 4/had"s Surprize was equal to his Admiration: 
He gave an exact Account thereof to the Mufti; who 
being overjoy'd to hear of ſuch Sentiments in the 
Prince, made haſte to put the finiſhing Stroke to the 
Work he had begun, and which Xieſem's Intrigucs 
had interrupted, 


In ſhort, he let ſlip no Opportunity to exaggerate 
this Prince's Merit; raiſing Murmurs againſt the Go- 
vernment among the People, and in the Chambers 
of the Fanizaries, introducing Oſman's Name artſul- 
ly therein, and always to his Advantage ; that he 
might ſee, if amonglt the great Number of Malecon- 
tents, there would not be found ſome, conſiderable 
enough to join with him, 


"This 
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This Conduct met with Succeſs even beyond his 
utmoſt Hopes; the brave Ha/y, who had ſhewn ſo 
much Moderation, in reſigning to the Vigier the 
Poit of Captain Baz, only that he might the better be 
revenged on him tor that Affront, and who foreſavw 
no Madium between his Fall and his Death, knowing 
the Myft”s Affection for Oſman, and how well the 
People's Minds were inclined to that Prince, went 
ſecretly to the High Prieſt: And after having repre- 
ſented to him the Mistortunes of the Empire under 
the preſent Government, acquainted him with the 
Plan he had form'd for depoſing Muſtapha, and ſet- 
ting Prince O/ran upon the Throne. 


The Mufti having examin'd the Propoſal, ap- 
proved thereof, and encouraged him to purſue it, pro- 
miſing to aſſiſt him to the utmoſt of his Power; and 
ſending that Moment for the Kaimacan, and the 
Lieutenant of the former Y7izier, he gave them ma- 
nifeit Proofs, that it was reſolved in the Seraglis to diſ- 
mit them from their Employments, and to canfer their 
Places upon others; that the Grand Vizier Mehemet, 
and the Saltaua Valid both hated and feared them; 
and that they had vow'd their Deſtructien. Theſe 
two Officers, ſtruck with this News, thank'd the 
Mufti for his Information, and begg'd him to adviſe 
them how to ward off this Misfortune, and put an 
End to the Oppreſſions under which the Empire 
labour'd at that Time. 


The Mufti, ſceing them in the very Temper which 
he could have wiſh'd, immediately inform'd them of 
the Deiign concerted between Haly and him, into 
which they enter'd with Joy; and after having fivorn. 
an 1nviolable Secreſy and Fidelity, 4/had taid, he 
would likewiſe take upon him to gain over the Xe. 
Aa. Ia Effect, he found that Officer entirely diſpo- 
ſed to do whatever he deſired, and that the more re dil v, 
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becauſe Muſtapha, not deigning to approach any of 
the Odaliſts, his Employment, which was only con- 
ſiderable by their Means, became uſeleſs, being with- 
out Buſineſs, or Authority. 


Theſe five great Men, thus perfectly agreed, 
wrote Word thereof to the former Vizier, whoſe 
Army was then in Winter-Quarters in N; 
and this General, who only waited a favourable Oc- 
caſion to diſplay his Reſentment, ſeiz'd hold of this 
Opportunity with Joy: And diſpatching to them a 
Perſon in whom he could confide, he ſent them 
Notice, he was going to draw his Troops toge- 
ther, and would march directly with them toward: 
Conſtantinople, that he might be at Hand to fuppor: 
them, in a Deſign ſo juſt, and ſo neceſlary for the 
Welfare of the Empire, 


In the mean while, the Conſpirators, that they 
might run no Hazards, acted not without Caution : 
and began by giving out, it was 2 Diſgrace fo! 
Muſiulmen, the Conquerors of the whole Earth, 
to ſuffer. themſelves to be govern'd by a Mad-man, 
and a Woman without Jucgment, and without Ex 
Perience 3 ; that every Thing was going to Ruin; d. 

all Affairs were leſt to the Will of Fortune; that un 
Jef ſome ſpeedy Remedy were found, the Deſtruc- 
tion of the Empire muſt be inevitable; and that it was 
impoſhble to put a flop to, and prevent, ſo many At: 
fortunes, but by depoſing Mu//apha, and ſetting 920 
tan Oſinan upon the Throne; that notwithſtanding 
his Youth, he diſcover a thouſand fine Qualities, and 
gave Hopes that under his Reign, they ſhould ſee 
Plenty return, and the Glory of the Ottoman Em- 
pire re- eſtabliſnied. 


Theſe Reports being ſpread abroad every where, 


ſoon flew from the Imperial City over all the Provin- 


ces, 
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ces, and prepared the People and Soldiery for 
an approaching Revolution. The Confpirators 
took Care to inform the depoſed Vz ier, of the Pro- 
ereſs they made every Day; and that General ſent 
them a number of his Friends, who left the Army 
on different Pretences. The Mui alſo, having en- 
gaged on his Side all the Doctors of the Law, with 
the Principal Officers of the Zanizarics and Spahi's, 
and all Things being carried on with admi- 
rable Prudence and Secreſy, they ſoon ſaw them- 
ſelves in a Condition, to execute their Deſigns, with- 
out the Validi, Kioſem, or Muſtapha's having the 
caſt Suſpicion. 


At laft the Conſpirators, having drawn together all 
their Friends in the Imperial City, ſent to the de- 
poſed Vigier to approach with his Army towards 
Conflantinople; and when they were inform'd that 
he was within two Days March, they loſt not a Mo- 
nent in putting the laſt Hand to the Work. For- 
rune likewiſe favour'd their Dehgn ; for having No- 
tice, on the twentieth of February 1618, that M= 
tapha had reſolved on a Party of Pleaſure the next 
Day upon the Sca, they concerted Meaſures ſo well 
with the Kiſter-Agaſy, to take Advantage there» 
of, that he could not eſcape them. 


Accordingly, this Chief of the black Eunuchs, be- 
ing Maſter of all the Doors of the Women's Apart- 
ments, and knowing it was the S#u/tan's Cuitom, 
to viſit the Valid, at his Return from taking the 
Air, ſeiz'd the Opportunity of his Abſence, to intro- 
duce and conceal Haly-Baſſa, and ſeveral Officers in 
theſe Appartments, and the Inſtant that Mu/tap/a 
was return'd, the Kiſſer-Agaſy having lock'd every 
Door, deliver'd the Keys to that Baſa, who ſet 
Centinels at every Poſt, effectually to prevent the 
Sultau's Eſcape. 
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Then going directly to the Lodgings where the 
Princes were conſin'd, he brought out O/mar, and 
conducted him to the imperial Chamber; where the 
Myfti waiting for him, with the other Conſpirators, 
they proclaim'd him Emperor of the Maſſulmen, by 
the Title of Su/tan-Oſman, with a thouſand Ac- 
clamations, cauſed by the Sight of that amiable 
Prince: Whilſt he far from being ſurprized at 
this Event, ſeem'd to look upon it only, as what was 
his Due, and an Act of Juſtice which he expeCicd 
from the Zcal and Fidelity of his Subjects. 


The News was ſoon ſpread from the Seraglio to 
the City, which reſounded every where with tlic 
Joy and Shouts of the Inhabitants. Some of the 7 a- 
ui garits and Spahi's would have taken Arms in Fa- 
vour of Maſtapha; but their Officers, who were of 
O/may's Side, having terriſy'd them, by telling them 
that the Army commanded by the depoſed YVizter, a 
Man to be dreaded for his Courage and Experience, 
was at the Gates of Conſtantinople, and that he 
would cut them all in Pieces, if on his Arrival, he 
found them in Arms for a Party contrary to his own; 
they durlt not flir a Foot. 


\ However, whil!t on one Hand, they terrify'd them 
with the Fear of Puniſhment, on the other, they 
diſtributed amongſt them the Donative, they require 
of the Saltaus at every Change, which appeaicd 
them ſo entirely, that Prince O/man was pro- 
claim'd in all the publick Places of the City with 
general Aplauſe. 


Muſlatha wos the laſt who was inform'd of his 
Fall; but attenipting to go out, on the Noiſe of the 
Acclamatione, wherewith the Serag/ic reſounded, and 
finding himſelf lock d in, he imagin'd his Misfortune; 
whereof, 
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whereof, notwithſtanding the Weakneſs of his Intel- 
lets, he was not inſenſible, flying into a great Paſſion, 
and breaking out into bitter Complaints. One while he 
would talk very ſenſibly, then again falling into his 
Delirium, he open'd the Seraglio Windows, and 
cry'd out with a loud Voice, that he was the Jaw- 
ful Emperor, and that they could not depoſe him 
without offending both Heaven and Earth; after 
which he drew his Scymeter, and flouriſh'd it in 
the Air on every Side, without any one's minding 
him, or giving him any Anſwer. 


The Sultana Valide, notwithſtanding her Sur- 
prize, and her Deſpair for her own Caſe in particular, 
being moved to Compaſſion at this Prince's deplorable 
Fate, uſed her utmoſt Efforts to appeaſe him; but 
his Phrenzy came afreſh upon him on his hearing the 
leaſt Shouts. Nevertheleſs, whatever he could ſay, 
or do, he was forced to remain in her Apartment 
three Days; where he was ſerved by that Princeſs's 
Officers, who were confin'd therein, as well as him- 


ſelf, without a poſſibility of Eſcape. 


At the End of that Time, they ſent him ſome 
Derviſes and Imans, who by their movingand pathe- 
tick Diſcourſes, pacify'd him by Degrees, and made 
him reſolve to ſuffer himſelf to be conducted, to 
the Cell he had ſo long lodg'd in; where he had 
two old Women, and a black Eunuch to attend him: 
This done, the Sa/tana Valid, was carried to 
the old Seraglio, notwithſtanding her Tears and 


Complaints. Matapha reign'd three Months and 
ſeven Days. | 


Thus did Oſman aſcend the Throne of his Anceſ- 
tors, to which he was lawfully entitled by Birth; 
and thus were the Intrigues of the Sultanat, Ki- 


ſem, and Philatra, ſurmounted by the tender Af- 
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teftion, which the Maſti-Aſhad had always retaine 
tor this Prince. The Divan aſſembled ſoon after, 
and by unanimous Conſent, the Seals of the Empire 
were re delivered to the depoſed YVizier, who was 
made Regent together with Ha/y-Baſ/a; whilſt their 
common Enemy Mechemet was ſtrangled, as having 
by his Incapacity, and Avarice, been the Cauſe ©: 
ail the Troubles in the State. 


This done, the Regents gave Directions for the Em- 
peror Oſuan's being carried by Water, to the Moſque 
called Zo&-Yoan/arai , which is in the Suburbs o. 
Conſtantinople, there to put on the imperial Scyme- 
ter, according to the Cuſtom of the new Sz/tax:. 
The Veſſel wherein he imbark'd for this ſhort Pail- 
age, was infinitely magnificent. The Poop was in- 
kid with Gold and Silver, and embelliſk'd with a 
Number of precious Stones ; but what was admircd 
above all, were three Glaſs Lanthorns, ſo enrich'd 
with Jewels, that the Sun glancing therean with his 
Beams, made them reflect an infinite Luſtre, almoſt 
as glorious as that which produced it. 


The Boflangi-Baſa, who alone has a Right to 
ſerve as Pilot to the Grand Signior, ſteer'd this Veſ- 
ſel ; the Sea Side was cover'd with Ships, who made 
continual Diſcharges of their Cannon; the Sides of 
the Harbour were flirewd with Flowers, and cover'd 
with infinite Nnmbers of People, who made the 
Heavens reſound with joyful Acclamations. In this 
State was O/man carried to the Moſque of Fob, ſo 
call'd from an old Santon, who was reputed a Saint 
by thele ſuperſtitious People. 


The young Sultan, however, was not conſoundel 
with all theſe Honours ; but diſcover'd fo much Wit 
in his Diſcourſe, and ſo much Grace in his Actions, 
that the Fizers who accompanied him were in * 
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taſies thereat. As ſoon as he arrived there, and had 
offered up his Prayers, the Chief of the Exirs, the 
Name. given by the Turks to the Family of the 
talfe Prophet Mahomet, having a green Turban on 
his Head, (which Colour, none but the Deſcendants 
of that Prophet are allowed to wear, on account of 
itz having been his favourite Colour ;) and attended by 
{-veral of the ſame Family, girded about him the 
[mperial Scymeter, offering up, at the ſame time, 
Abundance of good Wiſhes for his Proſperity ; after 
which, the Emperor aſſiſted at the Sacrihce of ſome 
Sheep, and other Ceremonies practiſed on ſuch Occa- 
ons. This done, he mounted a ſtately Horſe, and 
made his Entry through the City, by the Gate of 
Adrianople, with yet greater Pomp than any of his 
Predeceſſors. 


The Turks were ſo charm'd with the Beauty and 
Gracefulneſs of his Perſon, and his Addreſs in ma- 
raging his Hotfe, that they could have look'd on him 
for ever. Next Morning he went to the Divan, 
and took his Place on the Throne prepared for him, 
which was infinitely magnificent. There all the 
principal Officers of the Porte, had the Pleaſure of 
examining him at Leifure. His ealy Shape, his 
Carriage, which was both grave and majeſtick, (O/max 
affecting the ſevere Mien, uſual with the Su/tans on 
ſuch Occaſions which, however, he ſoften'd, from 
Time to Time, by caſting a prapas Looks full of 
Diſtinction, upon the Heads of the Divan,) had 
{ach an Effet upon the Hearts of this. Aſſembly, 
that they could hardly contain themſelves within the 
Bounds, preſcrib'd by the Reſpect due to a Place ot 
that Importance. 


But the Aſtoniſhment and Aumiration of every 
one, was increaſed conhderably, when this young 
Monarch, breaking Silence of his own Accord, a- 
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ſured the Divan, that his firſt Care ſhould be to ob- 
{erve the Laws; and that his ſole Aim ſhould be the 
Happineſs of his Subjects, and Glory of his Empire; 
exhorting the My/ty, and all the Y7iziers to ſecond 
him therein. 'This Diſcourſe, which he uttered 
with a Grace that was natural to him, broke down 
the Barrier that reſtrain'd the Tranſports of the Di- 
©an; every Voice was raiſed at the ſame Inſtant, to 
bleſs and praiſe him, and to congratulate themſelves 
on having him for their Maſter. So many Proofs of 
Love and Zeal, did not paſs unregarded by the Sultan; 
wherefore diveſting himſelf at that time of the Seve- 
rity of the Ottomans, and only diſcovering in his Looks 
a prudent and modeſt Satisfaction at the Sentiments 
wherewith he inſpired them, and which they ex- 
preſſed with ſo much Ardour, he aſſured them, by 


his obliging Glances, of his Eſteem and Acknow- 
ledgment. 


Such was the Reception of the Emperor Oſman, 


= 


who by the Extent of his Genius, ſoon gave the Vi- 


Tier and Captain Baſſa to know, that their Regency 


would not be of long Continuance. In ſhort, this 


Prince had ſo great a Deſire of governing in Perſon, 


that he reſolv'd on being inſtructed in all that re- 


lated to the Court, the City, or the Provinces, but 
eſpecially in all that related to War. The Mzufty, 
whom he call'd Father, and who never left him, 


. was almoſt wholly employ'd, in endeavouring to mo- 


derate this Ardour, by reaſon of his tender Years: 
He had {ggtled Hours for the Sciences, Hiſtory, Po- 


Jiticks, and the Affairs of Government; deſpiling all 


the Amuſements of the Princes of his Age. He had 


always one Map or another before him, which he 
ſtudied very diligently; and procured the Pictures 


of all the Powers of Europe, that he might diſcover, 


racter; he demanded likewiſe to be inſtructed in 


by their Phyſiognomy , what was their real Cha- 


thew 
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thair Strength, both by Sea and Land, with their 
different Intereſts, and all their Politicks in gene- 
ral. A Conduct fo prudent, in an Age ſo little 
advanced, could not but give the moſt promiſing 
Hopes ; accordingly the Turks never mention'd him 
but with Tranſport, nor ever {aw him without ren- 
ding the Skies with Acclamations. 


But if Nature ſeem'd to have taken Delight, in 
forming this Prince ſo early to Reaſon and Under- 
ſtanding, ſhe had labour'd no leſs on the ſecret Mo- 
tions of his Heart, by making him ſuſceptible of Love, 
even whilſt he was yet a Stranger to its Name. This 
Paſſion, which Reading taught him quickly to under- 
ſtand, by the Effects thereof related in Hiſtory, was 
no ſooner made known to him, than he did not in 
the leaſt doubt but Aↄphendina had produced it in his 
Soul. This admirable Maiden, who was always pre- 
ſent to his Thoughts, reigned yet more abſolutely 
there, when he ſaw himſelf at liberty to make his 4 
own Choice; and the Knowledge of his own Senti- 
ments, which he compared with thoſe Aphendina hack 
often expreſſed for him, giving him Room to think, 
that ſhe had no leis Love for him, than he had for 
her, it increaſed his Paſſion. to that degree, that as 
ſoon as he was diſengaged from the Ceremonies of 
his Acceſhon to the Throne, he bent all his. 
Thoughts upon the Pleaſure of ſeeing her again. 


Fd 
To this End, he ſhewed the Many more Kind- 
neſs than ever, that he might engage him not to re-- 
fuſe what he intended to demand; at laſt, one Day, 
finding this High-Prieſt affeted more than ordina- 
rily with his Goodneſs; © Father, ſaid he, (with an 
Air that would have gain'd every Heart,) I doubt 
not but you love me; and nevertheleſs I muſt re- 
* quire one Proof thereof: All thcſe Honours that are · 
paid me, and all the Zeal that is expreſy'd for may,

“yield me but an imperfect Satisfaction, whilſt 
your adorable Daughter is not a Witneſs of my 
Glory; remember what I told you at our parting, 
and ſhew me that Lam dear to you, in bringing u: 
again together,” 


This Diſcourſe made Abad tremble; he con- 
hder'd the Conſequence was ſo much the more to be 
apprehended, as Oſman, although very young, kneu 
himie't to be Emperor, and was no Stranger to the 
Extent of the ſupreme Authority; and by his Hu- 
mour which he was very well acquainted with, he 
1magin'd him capable of aſiing his Power. Neverthc 
I ls, taking his Relulutionin a Moment; © My Lord, 
** an{wer'd he, my Daughter has not been in the 
« leait ignorant of your glorious Acceſſion. Being 
* acquainted with your Highneſs's exalted Qualities, 
„ whereof the Kill retains the dear Remembrance, 
** ſhe has ſhar'd in your People's Joy, and I can 
even avouch to you, that her's has ſurpaſs'd it: 
*-- But, my Lord, the Daughter of Aſpa4 can't come 
* t9 juitify this to you in your Seraglis, without 
* lollving her Honour; and if your Highneſs will 
1 {ee her, you mult vouchſafe to honour her with 
your Preſence, in 3.e Palace of your Slave.“ 


% have no Deſign, reply'd Oſuan, with a fe- 


© ous Look, to attempt any thing which can of- 
fend Aßpbendina. I love her, n to ſce 


her, and talk with her, but ſhe Mall be always 
* Miſtreſs of my Will. Wherefore, my dear 4- 
« fad, delay not my Happineſs, and conduct me 
* whither you pleaſe.” The Mufty overjoy'd to 
ſee the Sultan in this Mind, would not refuſe him, 
but received him at his Palace the next Day, and 
conducted him to the Apartment of his Daughter, 
whom he had appriz'd of this Viſit. 


No 
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No ſooner did the beauteous Aphendina ſet Eyes on 


the Emperor, than ſhe would have proſtrated herſelf 
at his Feet, but he prevented her, and led her to her 
Sofa, At laſt my Charmer, I ſee you again, ſaid he, 


and can now offer you that Heart, from which, 
you was afraid, my Advancement would have 
baniſh'd you. Tis no longer the fame O/mar, 
whoſe timorous Childhood prevented his know- 


ing and expreſſing what he felt for yon ; "tis Of- 


man, Sovereign of a powerful Empire, who comes 
to tell you he adores you. My own Heart aſſurea 
me of the Sentiments of yours; in vain, by a Mo- 
deſty inſeparable from your Sex, would you endea- 
vour to diſguiſe them from me : Being both as yet 
Children, we ſpoke the ſame Language, our Eyes 
expreſs'd themſelves in the ſame manner, and we 
were both ſenſible of the ſame Joy on ſeeing, and 
the ſame Sorrow on parting from , each other. 
A little more Underſtanding, and ſome little 
Time paſs'd ſince our Separation, cannot have chan- 
ged our Thoughts; and fince my maturer Years 
have informed me, that the Emotions I at that 
time felt in my Soul, were the Effects of Love, 
then unknown to me by Name, yours likewiſe 
muſt have inform'd you, that your Paſſion is of 
the ſame kind: Act ſuitably thereto, my dear 
Aphendina, and render me the happieſt Princs 
upon Earth, by confeſſing to me, that you have 
always lov'd me.” 


« My Lord, anſwer'd ſhe, with a Colour that 
made her look yet more lovely, the Mf), my 


Father, has forbid my concealing my Sentiment

from your Highneſs; and 'tis the lesſt Mark of 


Acknowledgment I can pay, for the tonour you 

do me, to declare myſelf with a Freedom, which

has not deceived you, you poſſeſs Aphendina's 
as abſolutely as you can deſire; her Affection for

The Sultan, tranſported with Joy, at this Con- 
feſſion, teſtified it by a thouſand Actions full of 
Rapture, and conjured her to render his Happineſs 
complete, by coming to the Serag/io, enjoying 
the Glory of having the Preference of all the Oda- 
/i/ks that were preparing for him, and being the 
only one for whom the grand Title of Haſſati was 
deitined. But the virtuous Maiden told him, with 
the ſame Sincerity wherewith ſhe had own'd her 
Love, that he mult never expect her to increaſe the 
Number of thoſe deſtin'd for his Pleaſures ; that ſhe 
had been brought up, with Principles very different, 
from thoſe of the other Women ; and that even Na- 
ture itſelf had indued her with Notions quite con- 
trary to theirs; that it was true ſhe loved him well 
enough to die for him; but that ſhe would likewiſe 
die, rather than be guilty of an Action, which ſhe -- 
look'd upon as infamous and diſgraceful. 


Theſe Words, which ſhe utter'd with a ſurpri- 
zing Courage, made the Su/tan fetch a deep Sigh; 
but as his Paſſion was really delicate, being founded 
upon Eſteem, and the Cuſtoms of the Seraglio in 
this Point, gave him no leſs Trouble than her, he 
could not blame her for this Reſolution ; and hop- 
ing perhaps that his Services, his Reſpect, and Per- 
ſeverance, would make her one Day change her 
Mind, he preſs'd her no more upon that Head: 
Wherefore after a thouſand Proteſtations to love each 
other eternally, and to expect from Time ſome 
Means to reunite them, they parted from 2 o- 
| er, 
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ther, and that Prince return'd to his Seraglio, a little 
better ſatisfied, but much more amorous than ever. 


"Twas much about this Time, that News came 
to France of the Death of Achnet; and the Ad- 
vancement of Muſtapha to the Throne; the Affront 
done to Mont de Sancy, Ambaſlador of France, on 
account of the Eſcape of Koreki, Prince of Molda- 


via; the Depoſing of Muſtapha; and the Acceſſion 
of Oſman to the Empire. Lewis XIII. being inform'd 
of the Infult offer'd to his Ambaſſador, diſpatch'd 
the Secretary Auguſta to Conſtantinople, to demand 
Satisfaction; and wrote to the new Sultan, that he 
could neither ſend to condole with him on the Loſs 
of Sultan Achmet his Father, nor to congratulate 
him on his happy Advancement to the Empire of 
the Eat, till he had received Reparation of the In- 


dignity offer'd him in the Perſon of his Ambaſſa- 
dor. 


O/man's Council, who diſapprov'd of the Violence 
done to the French, were of Opinion, that not to 
put an End to the good Underſtanding, which his 
Predeceſſors had religiouſly maintain'd with France, 
the Sultan ought to cauſe Satisfaction to be made 
him. That Prince was of the ſame Mind; and by 
his Orders, the Grand Vizier diſpatch'd FVreju 
Chiacux Baſſa, with a Letter under the Sultans 
own Hand to the King, wherein he gave him the 
Title of, * Moſt glorious, and moſt powerful Prince 
of the Believers in Fe/us Chri/, the Arbiter of the 
Differences of the greateſt Chri/tian Princes and the 
molt noble of all; Emperor of Fraxce. 


In this Letter the Saitan render'd him an Account 
of all that had paſs'd under Muſtapha's Reign, and 
con- 


Madam de Cemes muſt be excus'd: She is a Native of 
France, 
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confirm'd the Power he had given the Chiaomx Ba/. 
ſa, to ſwear and promiſe in his Name, that he would 
obſerve the [Treaties made with his Predeceſlors ; 
that he deſired the King to do the like; that he dif- 
approved My/tapha's Behaviour to his Ambaſlador, 
and promiſed to honour his Miniſters for the future, 
as had been uſual before this Misfortune had happen'd : 
that he had given Orders that they ſhould be always 


the moſt favour'd, and that he deſired the King not 
to queſtion theſe Aſſurances. 


The Chiacuæ arrived at the French Court, juſt as 
they were celebrating the Nuptials of Chri/fina of 
France, the King's Siſter, with Amadeus, eldeſt Son 
to the Duke of Savoy ; where he was a Witneſs of all 
the Magnihcence of that Solemnity. The King 
having received this Satisfaction, recall'd Achilles de 
Harlay Sancy, Baron de Mole, and ſent in his place 
the Count de Cely; and 'tis from the Memoirs of 
the Baron ge Solignac, (who died at C:nflantinoplc, 
under the Reign of Ahmet, of Achilles de Harlay 
| Sancy, Baron de Me/e, and of Harlay, Count de 
Cely, who were ſuceſſively Ambaſladors of France, 
at the Ottoman Porte, that I compoſed this Hi- 

ſtory. 


Harlay ae Sancy, at the Age of five and twenty, 
had made ſuch great Progrels in the Sciences, by an 
aſſiduous Study, and his Travels to ſeveral Courts 
of Emurope, that at a Time, when thoſe of his 
Age think only of their Pleaſures, he was judg'd 
capable of being ſent Embaſſador to the Otteman 
Porte; a Polt fo much the more difficult, as it is 
of Importance to the Chri/ian Religion in general, 
but much more ſo to al the Chritians of the Le- 
rant, He arriv'd at Conſtantinople, on September 
11, 1611. And the Memoirs of the Baron de Solig- 
ua 
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nac having been deliver'd to him, he wrote Com- 
ments thereon, and continued them, withfo much 
Care, during his Embaſſy, that he diſcover'd the 
moſt ſecret Intrigues of the Seraglio : Theſe his 
Memoirs were likewiſe continued by Mr. 4% Harlay, 
Count 4e Cely, who ſucceeded him, with ſo much 
Exactneſs, and Accuracy, that by their Aſſiſtance 
and thoſe of ſome other Perſons of Conſideration, 
that were communicated to me, I wanted no Helps 
neceſſary to a ſtrit Adherence to Truth. 


In the mean while, the Army, ſent by Sultans 
Achmet againſt the Per/ians, whoſe Progreſs had 
been hinder'd by the Revolutions that had happen'd 
at Conſtantinaple, having been refreſh'd, and reinfor- 
ced by new Troops, began again their Operations, 
under the Command of the Grand Vizier, by the 
taking of Erzerum, which the Rebel Abaſa had 
defended obſtinately. This done, He paſs'd the 

Euphrates, ſubdued all the Countries poſſeſs'd by the 
Per/ians on the Banks of that River, and after having 
carried Fire and Sword every w here, march'd for- 
wards on, and offer'd them Battle. 


The Victory was long wavering, and in Diſpute x 
put the Number of the Tarks overpowering the 
Perſians, they gave Ground, and the Y7>ter, like 
an able General, redoubling his Efforts, oblig'd them 
to abandon the Field of Battle This has always 
been reckon'd the bloodieſt Engagement that was e- 
ver fought during the laſt Century; above a hund- 
red thouſand Men being killd on both Sides, and 
many more of the Turks than Perſians. Both Par- 
ties chim'd the Victory; but it is certain that the 
Vizier kept the Field of Battle, that he deliver'd up 
the Enemy's Camp to be plunder d by his Troops 5 
that he drove the Per/fans before him 4 great Way 
into their Country; that the Want of Proviſion alone, 


Fut 
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put a ſtop to his Progreſs; and that he obliged the 
Sophy to ſue for Peace. | 


This News being arrived at Con/tantinople, ſeem'd a 
happy Omen of the Proſperity that would attend the 
Reign of O/man ; who order'd Rejoycings, which were 
proclaim'd by a general Diſcharge of the Cannon of the 
Seraglio, the Ramparts, the Arſenals, and the Ve!- 
ſels in the Harbour. Theſe Rejoicings continued 
fifteen Days, and were yet much greater when they 
heard, that the Vizier had concluded a Peace with 
the Sophy who had ſubmitted to pay the Porte, the 
Tribute of Silks agreed on by former Trea- 
nes. 


The Emperor O/man was the only one in his Em- 
pire, whoſe Joy was not entire; thinking that all 
theſe Advantages were only glorious to the State, 
fince he had no Share in the Victory but by his 
Generals; and being very ſenſibly afflicted, that he 
had not been at the Head of his Army, on the Day 
of Battle: He even declared as much to the Mufti; 
complaining that he was treated like a Child, by 
being hinder'd from ſhewing that he was no longer 
10. 


This Diſcourſe, which was ſoon ſpread abroad a- 
mong the People and Soldiery, redoubled the 
Love they before had for him; but all their Teſti- 
monies of Joy were diſturbed, by the Appearance 
of a Meteor in the Sky, in the Shape of a flaming 
Scymeter, on the very Day of the Anniverſary ct 
Sultan- Achmet, viz. September ig, 1618. which 
{truck a dreadful Terror into theſe ſy

It was of a prodigious Bigneſs, and extended it ſelf 
ſrom the middle of the Heavens to the Horizon 3 ity 
| I | gint 
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Point began to appear at Midnight, and became e- 
very Inſtant more red; and its Light continued to go 
on increaſing till Break of Day, when it began to diſap- 
pear: It follow'd the Motion of the Sun, and roſe 
always at the ſame Point: It laſted ſixty Days, and 
cauſed an univerſal Alarm all over the Empire: The 
Turks running in Crowds to the Moſques, to pray 
for the Safety of the Empire, and the Lite of their 


Sultan. 


This Meteor was ſeen in Germany, France, Spain, 
and England, under different Forms; nevertheleſs 
it was only upon narrow Souls that it made any great 
Impreſſion : That of O/man was too much above 
the Vulgar to be moved by theſe falſe Terrours, 


which were incapable of putting the leaſt Stop to 
his Thirſt after Glory,

S the Peace made with Per/a, leſt the 
Wi 7474 noEmployment by Sea, but againſt 
dhe Gallcys of Naples, Florence, and 
Malta, they turn d their Arms wholly 
that Way, but did not meet with ex 


Kraordinary Succels. Three Neapolitan Galleys hav 


ing- 
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ing had the Boldneſs to enter the Gulph of Con/ant- 
inople, fell in with eight Turtiſb Merchant-Men, 
which they both plunderd and burnt ; and being in- 
form'd by the Chriftian Slaves found in thoſe Veſſels; 
that the Ba of Grand-Cairo, the Time of whoſe 
Government was expired, having been recalld by 
the Porte, had embark'd on board a large Veſſel, 
call'd by the Turks a Sultana, with all his Family 
and Riches; and that the bad Weather had forced 
{im to put into the Port of Tends, formerly Tenedos, 
in Expectation of a fair Wind to carry him to Con- 
/tantinople 3 the Commander of the Neapolitan Gal- 
leys, judging that Force would be in vain to get ſo 
hne a Prize, bethought himſelf of a Stratagem which 
had all the Succeſs he could have wiſh'd. 


He cauſed all his Sailors to dreſs in the Habits of 
the Turks who had been found in the Veſlels that 
were burnt; he made uſe likewiſe of the Chriſtian 
Slaves, to whom he had given their Liberty; and 
putting out Turki/þ Colours and Streamers, had two 
Melteze Galleys which were in Company tow'd: by 
two Brigantines, as if they had been taken from the 
Knights of Malta, and in this Manner ſet fail for 
Tenedas. The Bafſa deceiv'd. by theſe Appearances, 
imagin'd them ſome of the Grand Signior's Veilek, 
and without any other Information, ſent to the Ge- 
neral, to beg him to tow his Ship out of Harbour. 
The ſubtle Neapolitan, moſt willingly lent him the 
Aſſiſtance he deſired, and when the Veſſel was got 
out into open Sea, ſent to beg the Ba/a, toallow him 
to come and pay him bis Reſpects. The Baſſa hav- 
ing aſſured him that he ſhould be welcome, he drew 
near with his Galleys, where every Thing was pre- 
par'd ready for boarding ; according!y, when the Sig- 
nal was given, they all leap'd into the Baſa's Veſ- 
ſe], Sabre in Hand. The 727 being ſurprized, had 
no Time to put themſelves in a Poſture of Deſeng, 
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ſo that the Veſſel was inſtantly taken, made faſt and 
carried to Naples. In their Way they took likewiſe 


another large Turgiſb Merchant-Man, call'd a Ca- 
ramofil, richly laden. 


The ſame Year, ſix Galleys of Florence, com- 
manded by the Admiral Julio, Count de Montanto, 
engaged and took the Vice Admiral of Algiers, with 
thirty Pieces of Cannon, and two hundred Men, to- 
gether with an arm'd Tartane, and ſtruck a Terrour 
through all the Iſles of the Archipelago. Near one 
of theſe Iſlands, they diſcover'd a Galley of the Su/- 
tan's, that was carrying Mu/tapha Baſſa to his Go- 
vernment of Lepanto, which had been lately con- 
terr'd upon him by the Grand Signior. 


The Florentine: gave him Chaſe, and the Turki/þ 
Captain ſeeing himſelf the weaker, gain'd the Iſle of 
Schiatry, withDeſign to put himſelf under Cover of the 
Fort; but the Florentine Galleys who purſued them, 
having a fair Wind, fell upon them, and obliged them to 
put themſelves in a Poſture of Defence. In Effect the 
'Baſſa Muftapha, having given the neceſſary Orders, 
. defended himſelf like a brave Man, whilſt the Can- 
non from the Fort play'd continually upon the Fe- 
rertinei, but the Baſa being kilb'd, the Turkiſh 
-Galley was carried Sword in Hand. The Turks 
would have ſaved themſelves by ſwimming, but the 
' Florentines having intercepted them with their Boat, 
they were forced to cry Quarter. TWO hundred Chri- 
ian Slaves were ſet at Liberty, and as many of the 
Enemies made Slaves. They took likewiſe three 
Ships of Tunis, and two large Turkiſh Merchant- 
Men richly laden, and contented with theſe Advan- 


tages, return'd with their Prizes in Triumph to 
Florence.

So many Loſſes, one upon the Back of another, 
which Fame made yet more conſiderable than th 
really were, animated the Sultan with an ardent De- 
fire of Vengeance; wheretore, to do himſelf Juſtice, 
he commanded a Fleet to be equip'd with the utmoſt 
Expedition, and ſent it out, with Orders to revenge 
him on all Chri/ian Princes, without Diſtinction. 
This Fleet, which was join'd by the Galleys of 
Rhodes, and Scio, {truck a Terrour throughout the 
Gulph of Venice; where not having been able to ef- 
fect any Thing, they laid Siege to Manfredonia, a 
famous Port in the Province of Apulia, and as the 
Garriſon was but weak, and ill furniſh'd with Pro- 
viſion, it was ſoon taken by Storm. 


Accordingly, the Turks put to the Sword all the 
Inhabitants, both Men and Women, ſaving none a- 
live but the younger Sort, whom they made Slaves. 
They found therein a conſiderable Booty, in rich 
Merchandize, beſides eighty Pieces of Cannon, eight 
hundred Barrels of Powder, and a great Quantity of 
other Stores. They carried off likewiſe all the Bells 
of the Churches, which they prophaned, with all the 
ſacred Utenſils, and after having laden all their Veſſels, 
ſet Fire to every Part oſ che City; enjoy ing the inhu- 
man Pleaſure, whilſt they rode at Anchor, to ſee it 
lad in Aſhes ; and ſending aſhore from Time to Time 
to reanimate the dying Flames. This melancholy 
Adventure happen'd in 1619 and the Year after the 
Turks made another Deiceut upon the Iſle of Erits, 
then belonging do the Spaniards, attack'd the Fort, 
ard ca ry'd it, after a faint Reſiſtance by the Garri- 
ſon. Here again they put all to the Sword, above 
three thouland Perſons, of all Ages and Sexes, loſing 
their Live; at that Time: The Conquerors found 
therein « conſderable Booty, it being ſaid: to have 
anc ed do giee Millions of Gold. dot 
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The Sultan having receiv'd the News thereof, re. 
ſolved to go as as far as the Dardane/lcs, to ſee the 
Return of his victorious Fleet; and ordering all the 
Commanders aboard his own Galley, commended 
and rewarded them, aſſuring them, at the ſame Time, 
he would be farther mindful of their Services. A 
Behaviour ſo uncommon in that Country, gain'd 
him the Hearts of all his Subjects, who with Toy, 
would have ſacrificed themſelves for his Service, 
However, he did not ſtop at theſe fair Appearances ; 
his Promiſes were generally follow'd with ſomething 
more ſolid. Nothing was determin'd in the Divan, 
without being firſt communicated to him; he being 
relolv'd to be inform'd of all that paſs'd, examining 
into the leaſt Particulars, and giving Judgment upon 
every Point, with an Exactneſs that ſurprized the 
oldeſt Miniſters. 


When he had attain'd the Age of Fourteen, he 
made a pompous Cavalcade through Con/tantin/e, 
at which all the great Officers attended with an ex- 
traordinary Magnificence: But the Eyes of the 
People were entirely fix'd upon their Emperor, 
whoſe Perſon was ſo full of Charms, that it tran- 
ſported them beyond themſelves ; inſomuch that they 
could not expreſs what they felt, any otherwiſe than 
by continual Shouts, wherewith they made the Hea- 
vens refound. The Cavalcade paſſing by the MA 
tis Palace, the beauteous and tender Aphendina, had 
from thence the Pleaſure, of contemplating a Prince 
V dear to her Heart. The Splendour wherewith ſhe 
then faw him ſurrounded, gave her infinite Joy; 
but at the ſame Time infpired her with Fears, that 
cauſed her ſome Uneaſineſs. He ſeem'd to her ſo 
worthy of the Applauſes he received, that ſhe, was 
charm'd with hearing them; but ſhe fear d that 10 
much Pomp and Grandeur would 3 his 
rn | Ove; 
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Love; and the Emotions of a nice Jealouſy, ground- 
ed upon the Number of Beauties, which would ſoon 
adorn his Seraglio, drew Tears from her Eyes. 


She was not miſtaken; the Regents had already 
embellifh'd that Palace with the greateſt Beauties of 
the Empire; but although the Sultan look'd upon 
them with pleaſure, and was naturally of a gallant 
Temper, his extreme Love for the Mu/7y's Daugh- 
ter, render'd him inſenfible of all other Objects. 
However, being ſirenuouſly ſollicited by the Re 
gents to make choice of one; and they remonſtra- 
ting to him continually, that to eſtabliſh his Gran» 
deur and Authority, it was neceſſary he ſhould have 
an Heir; that the Emperor Achmet, his Father, 
wasno older than him, when he reap'd the Fruits of 
his firſt Amours ; he was willing, before he came to 
any Reſolution, to make a fecond Attempt upon 
Aphendina. 


Hereupon he made her a Viſit, the very Mor- 
ning after his Cavalcade; and as ſhe received him 
with ſuch a Profuſion of Joy, as aſſured him of her 
tender Affection, he preſs'd her with the utmoſt 
Earneſtneſs, to conſent to take a Place in the Se- 
raglio, which ſhe alone was worthy to poſſeſs; both 
as ſhe would have the Glory to eclipſe all the Beau- 
ties of that Palace, and the pleaſure of crowning his 
Happineſs. He accompanied theſe Words, with fo 
many Marks of Love and Reſpect, that Aphendina 
was touch'd therewith, but not ſhaken; and not- 
withſtanding the Violence of her Paſſion, ſhe con- 
tinued nx'd in her Reſolution.

O/many touch'd to the quick with theſe Words, 

uſed all his Eloquence to perſuade her, that this 

| Number of beauteous Odaliſts, was only to diſplay 

I his Greatneſs; and that ſhe ,needed only appear in 
the Seraglio, and he would prove to her, that ſhe 

alone was Miſtreſs of his Heart; but all was to no 

: * | pur- 
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purpoſe, and he parted from her in ſuch a deep Me- 
lancholy, that the Mufty took notice thereof, and 
ask'd the Reaſon, with ſome Earneſtneſs. The Su- 
tan, who wanted ſome one, to whom to diſcloſe his 
Thoughts, immediately inform'd him, without any 
Diſguiſe, upon what Subject they had been diſ- 
courſing; and the High-Prieſt, who really lov'd this 
Prince, was mov'd at ſeeing him in that Condition: 
But he loved his Daughter yet more; and conſide- 
ring within himſelf, that if once ſhe entred the Se- 
raglio, ſhe would be for ever loſt to him, he took, 
as well as her, a firm Reſolution, never to conſent 
to ſuch a Separation. However, he endeavour'd to 
compoſe the Sultan, by an Aſſurance that he would 
exert all his Power, to induce her to change her 
Sentiments ; but conjured his Highneſs, if he could 
not prevail with her, not to have Recourle to Com- 


pulſion.

The amorous O/man, having ſtill this Hope, 
ſeem'd a little more calm; but the Myfty, who 
dreaded the Effects of a firſt Paſſion, engaged the 
Kadum-Kiaia, or Governeſs of the Odaliſis, who, 
by her Office, has a Right to ſpeak to the Sultan - 
when ſhe pleaſes, to cry up to him ſome of the Beau- 
ties in her keeping, and to manage Matters fo, that 
he ſhould fix his Choice on one of them: as: 
it was the Intereſt both of this Woman the 
Ki/ler-Agaſy, they labour'd ſo effectually to this 
Purpoſe, that the young Prince being preſsd on all 
Hands, and not being avle to obtain any thing of 
Aphendina, flattering himſelf that Jealouſy might 
; perhaps do, what all his Prayers had in vain at- 
; tempted, choſe at laſt as his Favourite, a young and 
ö beauteous Odaliſt, named Mirza. "Twas much a- 
bout this Time, that Philip de Harluy, Count de. 
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ſtantinople, and had a very gracious Reception from 
the Grand-Signior. 


The next Day after this Solemnity, the Sultan 
had the News, that the famous Uſain Rais, Admi- 
ral of Alg iers, who had promiſed the Grand-Yizier, 
to entirely deſtroy the whole naval Force of the 
Knights of Ma/ta, had been taken by the Chevalier 
ae Lorrain, General at Sea to that Order, after an 
Engagement of two Hours, and a conſiderable Loſs. 
This Corſair, whom Fortune had never abandon'd 
in any of his other Enterprizes, had always been un- 
ſueceſsful againſt the Knights of Malta; and it was 
the third Time he had fallen into their Hands, 
which had brought conſiderable Sums to that Order 
for his Ranſom. 


The Sultan, animated with Glory, immediately 

order'd the Baſ/a of Tunis to revenge him on the 
Malte ⁊e; and to fit out for that Purpoſe four large Vel- 
ſels, with forty Pieces of Cannon, and three hundred 
and fifty Men each; and give the Command thereof 
to two Renegades, Who were excellent Seamen, 
very much dreaded, and had acquired a great Re- 
putation by their Bravery. "Theſe Ships being e- 
quipt, they ſet ſail from the Port of Tunis, and were 
not long before they met their Enemies. 


The Turks firſt diſcovered two Veſſels belonging 
to Ma/ta, - mounted each with fifty Braſs Cannon ; 
being a magnificent Preſent, made by the King ot 
Spain to that Order. The Knights, who defired no 
better than to come to an Engagement, waited their 
coming up, and ran the Malteze Veſſels between 
two Fires; but gt the ſame time they diſcharged 
their 'Brokdfides*to ſuch good Purpoſe , that they 
rvin'd the Eikling of the two firlt Turks who ap- 
3 Nevertheleſs the Barbarians, _ 

' ou 
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out loſing Courage, drew ſtill nearer. At laſt the 
Knights, whoſe Artillery was excellent, and much 
better pointed than theirs, had the Glory, after a 
Fight of -two Hours, to ſee the upper Decks of the 
Corſairs blow up, and their Veſſels coverd with 
Slain, by the Fire of their ſmall Arms. 


The Turks, finding themſelves ſo mauld, betook 
themſelves to Flight, under favour of the Nights 
but notwithſtanding the Darkneſs, the Knights fol- 
lowed them fo cloſe, that at Day-break they were 
Head to Head. Hereupon the Fight began again 
with the ſame Vigour ; but the Wind changing, with 
a thick Fog, the Turks, to whom it was favouranIe,  - 
took Advantage of it, a ſecond time. The Knights 
bent upon their Prey, purſued them hard, and'the 
Fog clearing up, they began a third Engagement, 
wherein one of the Turks ſunk to the Bottom fo ſud- 
denly, that they could fave but hfteen, moſt of them 
Chriſtian Slaves. Sanſon, and Edward, the two 
Renegades, who commanded the Turks, were mor- 
tally wounded, which obliged the Iden to 
crowd all their Sails, to gain the Ports of Barbary s 
whither they were purſued by the Knights with a 
continual Fire, and 'twas only by the favour of the 
Wind, which was fair for them, that they ſaved 
their Veſſels from the Valour of the Ma/tezez how- 


ever they loſt three hundred Men, and had yet more 
wounded, AX | 


O/man, whom this News animated with a De- 
fire of Vengeance, bent all his Thoughts, Night 
and Day, upon ſome way, to ſignalize himſelf a- 
gainſt all Qbriftian Princes: And as his Temper in- 
clin'd him to great Undertakings, he form'd none 
but extraordinary Deſigns, and the Difficulties he 
met with therein, only redoubled his Deſire of puts 
ung them in Brxecution. * laſt, after a long 9 

| 0 
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bate with himſelf, he fix'd upon one worthy of the 
greateſt Conqueror; whence we may judge of what 
this Prince would have been capable, if he had lived, 
when at the Age of Fourteen, he form'd, and put 
in Execution, a Deſign, wherein the moſt experi- 
enced Captains would have doubted of Succeſs. 


He propoſed to himſelf the Conqueſt of Pol und, 
laid out the Plan, and committed it to Writing ; 
and as he gave way only to the Ambition where- 
with his Soul was fir'd; and the Greatneſs of his 
Genius made him get over all Difficulties ; his {mall 
Experience prevented his making the neceſſary Re- 
fleftions upon ſo daring an Enterprize; and he cal!'4 
none to his Council but Haly Baſſa, his Favourite, 
a young Man full of Spirit and Courage, but who 
had not a Jot more Experience than his Maſter. 


The Beauty of the Project ſtruck the BaY ; 
wheretore to confirm the Emperor the more therein, 
he lard before him the daily Incroachments of the 
Poles upon Moldavia; the ſtrict Alliance of Sigi/- 
mund, King of Poland, with the Houſe of Auſtria; 
to whom he had lent a conſiderable Body of Horle, 
to ſerve in the Bohemian War; and the Inſolence of 
thoſe Coacks that were Subjects to the Poles, who 
made Incurſions, with Fire and Sword, even to the 
Gates of Conſtantinople. All theſe Reaſons, toge- 
ther with O/man's Self- love, Courage, and Ambi- 
tion, confirm'd him to that degree in his Reſolution, 
that nothing was capable of diverting him from 1t. 


Nevertheleſs as he was ſenſible he had need of 
ſome body, who knew more than himſelf. upon this 
Head, he determin'd to conſult Sander-Baſſa, an 
Officer who had done conſiderable Services in the 
Wars in former Reigns; and who had the Charac- 
ter ck being the belt General in the Empire; be- 
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fides which, he was very well acquainted with Po- 
land; having ſerved long upon the Frontiers of that 
Republick. He ſent for him therefore to Conſtanti- 
1:-þle, where being arrived, Haly-Baſſa had Orders 
to bring him to the Serag/io, and he had a long 
Audience of the Saltan, which ran wholly upon the 
Examination of this Project. 


Hereupon this old Warriour, could not forbear be- 
ing ſurprized, at the Extent of this young Prince's 
Genius; the Clearneſs of his Plan; the Expedients 
he found to remove all Difficulties, which his little 
Experience in War made him foreſee ; with his 
manner of diſpoſing every thing to attain his Ends, 
filled him with Admiration; but at the ſame time 
he knew the Impoſſibility of fucceeding therein. 


Nevertheleſs as he found it was a Thing reſol- 
ved on, and he was as good as a Courtier, as he 
was a Captain, he approved the Project in all its 
Points; giving him Hopes of ſtill greater Advantages, 
than he before expected from thence ; extolling a 
thouſand times the Grandeur of the Deſtgn ; and he 
made him fo effectually ſwallow the Poiſon of this 
Flattery, that the Prince believed he was going to a 
certain Conquelt. However, he enjoin'd the two 
Baſſas an inviolable Secrecy, til! ſuch time as he 
ſhould think proper to ſet about the Execution. 


This Proje& was not confin'd wholly to Palas, it 
contain'd a great many Branches. O/man wmtended - 
to carry his Conqueſts as far as the Baht Sea, 
where he propoſed to build a Number of Veſſels of 
all Sorts, and therewith to form a ſufficient Navy, 
to make himſelf Maſter of the Ocean; and that be- 
ing likewiſe Maſter of the Mediterranean, he would 
ſtrike a Terror into all CHriſtendom, which he ſhould. 
chen hold in a manner hemm'd in between his two, 

F 3 Fleets. 
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Fleets. He propoſed allo to take into his Protection 
bath the Proteſtants of Bohemia, and all other Parte, 
whether of Germany, or elſewhere; ſo that having 
tuch a powerful Party in the Centre of theſe Pro- 
vinces, and being Maſter of both Seas, he ſhould 
ſoon become ſo, according to his Plan, of the reſt ot 


Europe, 


As a Prelude to theſe vaſt Deſigns, he reſolv'd to 
examine himſelf into the State of his Financcs ; 
cauſed an Account to be ſtated of all Receipts and 
Diſburſements ; had an Eſtimate laid before him, of 
the Expences of his Forces, both by Sea and Land; 
and even enter'd into the Detail of his domeſtic Ac- 
counts. Being aſſiſted by the Mufty, and U/ain 
ay his Preceptor , he diſcover'd great Miſde- 
meanours, which he would have puniſh'd rigoroully ; 
bur the. Myfty demonitrated to him, that it would 

more for his Service, to mortify the Offenders, 
by making them diſgorge the Plunder, whereof they 
had robb'd both himſelf and the People, than to put 
them to death ; fince by this Means he would both 
All his Treaſury, and gain the Reputation of a mer- 
ciful Prince; a Virtue a thouſand times more uſeful 
to Sovereigns, on certain Occaſions, than the juſteſt 


Puniſhment. 


Oman followed this Advice with Joy, and ſoon 
had it executed with great Exactneſs; which made 
all the Minilters of the Porte tremble, but overjoy'd 
the People and the Soldiery. Nevertheleſs, all this 
Buſineſs, and all theſe warlike Deſigns did not pre- 
vent Love's reigning triumphant o'er his Soul. The 
Odaliſe Mirza, whoſe Charms would have touch'd 
the moſt inſenſible, afforded the Lover of Aphendina 
but inſipid Pleaſures. As they were obtain'd with- 
out an Difficulty, he enjoy'd them without Reliſh ; 
and never accoſted Mirza, but his Heart flew * 

ward: 
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wards the My/ty's Daughter. Her Image, 1mprin- 
ted on his Soul, continually ſtopt his Mouth, when- 
ever he would have open'd it to fay any thing tender 
to her Rival; and this Conſtraint imbitter'd his 
ſofteſt Pleaſures with Mirza. 


Since his declaring in favour of this Odaliſt, A. 
hendina recciv'd him only with a reſpectful Ten- 
derneſs, often mingled with Tears, and always ac- 
companied with a profound Melancholy ; molt part 
of the time of their Interviews, was ſpent in a 
gloomy Silence; O/man not daring to tell her that he 
ſtill ador'd her, and the beauteous Aphendina not be- 
ing able to prevail on herſelf to break it hrit, for fear 
of ſaying too much. The Su/tan knew very well, 
he could oblige her to make him happy; and even 
that this Violence might probably be forgiven him 
by Aphendina, ſince he was paſſionately beloved by 
her; but ſhe had inſpired him with a Love ſo deli- 
cate, with ſo pure a Flame, that he never imagin'd d 
himſelf at liberty to behave towards her like a Turkiſþ 
Emperor; and his great Eſteem for the Mafty, would 
not ſuffer him ſo much as to think of raviſhing from 
him a Daughter, who was his ſole Delight. Where- 
fore as much enamour'd, and as much Emperor, as 
O/man was, not being willing to take Advantage, ei- 
ther of the Exceſs of her Love, or of his own un- 
limited Power, he was the moſt unhappy Prince on 
the Face of the Earth, 


But whilſt the ſofteſt of Paſſions created him only 
Pain, Ambition, although more difficult to ſatisfy, 
ſeem'd to open him a Proſpect worthy of has high 
Courage. The Pcople of Bohemia had taken up 
Arms againſt the Au/trian Government; and had 
ſet upon the Throne, Frederick II. Count Pala- 
tine of the Rhine, in the room of Ferdinand, 
on whom the Emperor Matthias had conferred 
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that Crown; under pretence that Ferdinand, by 
violating their Privileges, had render'd himſelf un- 
worthy of the Sovcreign Authority. Hereupon 
the Houſe of Auſtria, being alarm'd at this Inſurrec- 
tion, ſent for their Troops from Hungary to ſubdue 
the Rebels, believing they had nothing to fear from 
the Su/tan, with whom they had Jately made a ſolemn 
Treaty. But the Rebellion ſpreading into Moravia, 
Fileſia, and the Auſtrian hereditary Countries, the 
Emperor implored the Aſſiſtance of the King of Ps. 
land; who, contrary to the Advice of his. Counci, 
ſent him four thouſand Horſe, moſt part Cz/act:, 
whom the Emperor order'd into Bohemia, where 
they committed terrible Diſorders. 


The Bohemians, to ſecure themſelves, drew to- 
gether their Troops, which were ſoon join'd by the 
Rebels of the other Provinces, Bethlebem-Galor, 
' Prince of Tran/ /varia inform'd the Porte of this In- 
ſurrection; giving the Sultan to underſtand that it 
would be eaſy for him to make himſelf Maſter of the 
Reſt of Hungary ; that the Country was unprovided 
of 'I'roops, and that if he was well ſupported by his 
Highnets, two Campaigns would be ſufficient for him 
tc compleat this great Conqueſt. 


This Propoſal favour'd Oſnan's Deſigns too much 
not to be accepted; accordingly he gave Orders to 
Berblebem- Cabor, not to defer putting his Project in 
Execution one Moment ; aſſuring him of a ſpeedy 
and powerful Aſliſtance. The Prince of Tran/ {© a- 
nia, who was an experienced and brave Captain, 
capable of ſucceeding in the moſt important Deſigns, 
immediately made an Alliance with the Rebels, 2- 
Smit the Houſe of Auſtria, and enter'd Hungary 
his Army, where Part of the Hungarian: 
Mind him; this Prince, who was an able Politician, 


aving tamper'd with them a long Time before, lo 
| that 
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that his Army amounted to thirty five thouſand 
Men. 


General Homancy, who had raisd ſome Troops 
for the Emperor's Service, was obliged to retire to 
the Mountains; upon which Redeyferens, who com- 
manded the Prince of Tran/i/vania's Vanguard, in- 
veſted Cafſovia, and made his Approaches with ſo 
much Expedition, that the Inhabitants being ſur- 
prized, ſurrender'd at Diſcretion. This Loſs was 
fgllow'd with that of all the Upper Hungary, which 
ſubmitted to the Conqueror; the Cities of Filetz,. 
Tirnau, Neutra, Novidgrad, and Neufchatel, were 
obliged to come over to Gabor's Side; and the 
Tyrks taking Advantage of theſe Diſorders, made 
themſelves Maſters of Yocken, a Biſhopriek on 
the Banks of the Danube, with divers other 
Places in lower Hungary. This great Succefs was 


crown'd by the taking of Preſburg, where the Pala-* 


tine of Forgatz, and all the great Men of the King- 


dom were aſſembled. Surprized by the extreme 


Diligence of the Prince of Tanſilvania, he oblige 
them to capitulate, on Conditions too extraordin- 
ary to be paſs d over in Silence. 


They were theſe; that they ſhould deliver up 
the Town to him, and acknowledge him as Prince 
of Hungary; and that the general Aſſembly of the 
States, ſhould meet in that very City of Preßburg, 
the May following, and ſhould take the Oath of 
Fidelity to him. The Emperor had then only Ja- 
”arig and Comorra left in that Kingdom. Moſt of the 


Hungarian Nobles were not diſpleaſed at Gabor's Pro- 


greſs, being overjoy'd to ſhake off the Auſtrias 
Yoke ; but being willing to prevent the Ruin of the 


Provinces, they cauſed a T'ruce to be propoſed to the 


Court of Vienna. 
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The Emperor, who only deſired to gain Time, con- 


ſented readily thereunto; as did alſo the Prince of 


Tranſilvania, who was willing to reinforce and in- 
creaſe his Army, by the Aſſiſtance he expected from 
the Porte, to whom he had communicated the Ad- 
vantages he had gain'd. He likewiſe inform'd the 
Sultan that his Deſign was to attack Haimbourg, and 
after taking that Place, to march directly to Vienna, 
Which he hoped to reduce, notwithſtanding the ut- 
moſt Efforts of the Houſe of A»ftria provided his 
Highneſs ſent the Succours, promiſed him by the 
Grand Vizier ; and that after the Reduction of that 
important Place, he would deliver it up to his High- 
neis, as being the Scat of the Veſtern Empire, which 
belong'd to him. 


Such flattering Promiſes awakening Oſnan's Ambi- 
tion, he gave Orders for {ending the Prince of Tran- 
ſiluun ia, the Succours that had been promiſed him; 
and every 'Thing ſceming to concur to the Emperor's 
Happineſs, the O72/;f Mirza brought him a Son, 
who was proclain''d Chez- Age, as his Mother was 
Haſſaly, or Sultana Queen. Hereupon the People 
made Rejoycings, which laſted ſeveral Days; the 
too tender Afhendina alone did not partake of the 
publick Joy; and whilſt all Conſantinople refounded 
with joyful Acclamations, ſhe gave herſelf up to all 
the Torments of the moſt cruel Jealouſy, and ſpent 
whole Days in Tears. 


In the mean while Oſman, who notwithſtanding 
the Birth of a Son, and Mirza's Charms, did not 
enjoy a Satisfaction without Allay ; by Reaſon of the 
Grief he imagin'd it would cauſe the Muti's Daugh- 
ter, whom he loved more violently than ever ; had 
a Mind to viſit her, to endeavour to juſtify himſelf 


for his forced Infidelity, and preſs her again to es 
the 
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the Seraglic. But that beauteous Maiden wrote to 
him, no more to honour her with his Viſits; ſince 
there being now a Su/tana Queen, he ought to think 

of her alone, and loſe the Remembrance of the un- 
fortunate Aphendina. 


This Refufal, which he had not expected, gave 
him the moſt lively Vexation ; the Haughtineſs of 
Aphendina nettied him, to the quick; and beheving 
himſelf ſufficiently Maſter of his Paſſions, to get the 
better of all ſuch as ſhould diſturb his Repoſe, he 
reſolved to uſe his utmoſt Efforts to baniſh from his 
Heart, the Image of that admirable Fair One ; and 
to ſuffer no Paſhon but Glory to reign therein : And 
being perſuaded that Abſence,and the Fatigues of Wap 
alone were capable of making him forget her, hs 
bent all his Thoughts upon the Conqueſt of Po- 
land. 


—— . — 


Accordingly, being flatter'd by the Hopes given 
him by Beth/ehem-Gabor, he was willing to fecond 
him in his good Fortune; believing his Succeſs in- 
tailible in the Kingdom of Palaud, he reckon'd upon 
forcing his Way through it without any Difficultys 
and joining the Prince of Tanſilvania at the Gates 
of Vienna, which would open him a Paſſage into 
Germany. To this End he labour'd Night and Day, to 
get all things in Readineſs; cauſing Magazines to be 
built along the Danube, and in the Places he was poſ- 
ſels'dofin Mildaria, which he ſtored with a prodigious 
Quantity of Ammunition and Proviſion ; and takin 
from the Arſenal in Conſtantinopie, three hundred 
Pieces of Cannon, which he ſent up the Danute in- 
to Moldavia. This done, he impatiently long'd, 
for ſome Pretence to declare War againtt Poland; 
and had the Pleaſure ſoon after, to ſee the. Coa//acks 
afford him one, which he did not ſuffer to eicape 
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This Nation, which is ſubject to the Crown of 
Poland, and whoſe People inured to War, ſubſiſt on- 
ly by their daily plundring the Subjects of the O46. 
man Empire, having heard that the Tribute of Mal. 
datiid, Walachia, and Tranſilvania, was ſent to the 
Porte by the Danube, arm'd above two hundred 
little Barks, wherewith they cover'd the Black Sea, 
and lying in wait for the Convoy at the Mouth of that 
River, attack'd and took it, after an obſtinate Fight, 
Being elate with this Succeſs, they drew together their 
Forces, and form'd an Army of fifty thouſand Men, 
both Horſe and Foot, wherewith they made Incur- 
fions into divers Provinces of the Ottoman Empire; 
earrying off whole Fairs, and Markets, and taking and 
burning Polograce and Chelia, two conſiderable 
Towns in Romania, wherein all were either put to 
the Sword, or made Captives. They even penetra- 
ted with Fire and Sword, to the very Gates of Con- 
fantinsple, from whence one might ſee the Flames 
of the Towns and Villages, which theſe Incendi- 
aries had ſet on Fire, and return'd home, laden 


with the Treaſures and Spoils of theſe rich Pro- 
vinces. 


The Sultan provoked to the laſt Degree, at hav- 
ing been thus ſurprized by theſe Robbers, vowed to 
be ſeverely revenged upon them; wherefore he ſum- 
mon'd the Divan, and with his natural Eloquence, 
animated by the Fire of a ſprightly Youth, and the 
Tranſports of a violent Anger, laid before them, what 
Cauſes of Complaint he had againſt Poland. He ipe- 
cify'd the daily Incurſions of the Cof/acks, Subjects to 
that Crown, both by Sea and Land ; that they had 
the Inſolence to come even into the Boſphoras, and 
under the Ramparts of Cau/tantinopte, plundering and 
burning the Veſſels of his Subjects, and carrying them 
away into Slavery, even in Time of Peace; agen" 
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muſt have ſeen with their own Eyes, the Flames of 
the Cities and Provinces, which theſe inhuman 
Wretches had ſack'd and hr'd, after having maſſacred, 
or made Slaves of, all, without Diſtinction of Age or 
Sex; that beſides, Sigi/mund King of Poland, had 
enter'd into an Alliance, both offenſive and defen- 
five, with the Houſe of Auſtria, contrary to his 
Treaties with the Sublime Porte, 


That he had been inform'd by the Prince of Tan- 
ſluania, that the Alliance had been lately renewed ; 
and that in Conſequence thereof, $igi/mund had ſent 
four thouſand Horle into Bohemia, to enable the Em- 
peror, the better to carry on the War in that King- 
dom. That to ſuffer, and put up with ſuch Affronts, 
was diſgracing the Honour and Dignity of the Em- 
pire; he added, that he was not of a Humour to 
pals them over any longer; but that his Deſign was 
to carry the War to the very heart of Poland, and to 
make them know, that he was not to be inſulted with 
Impunity. 


He then inform'd them of his Precautions, to keep 
the Forces of the Houſe of Auſtria employ'd in Hun- 
gary; his Care to have his Magazines along the Da- 
nube, ſafficiently furniſh'd with all Sorts of Stores; 
that he had there a Train of Artillery, of three hun- 
dred Pieces of Cannon, fully ſupplied with all that 
was neceſſary either for attacking or defending ; that 
he would levy a powerfull Army; and that depend- 
ing upon the Courage of his Soldiers, and the Ad- 
vice of the Divan, he hoped to take a ſignal Ven- 
geance for ſo many Injuries, and to teach all Chri- 
/tian Princes to reſpect the Ottoman Empire. 


Tis impoſſible to expreſs the Aſtoniſhment and 
Admiration of the Divan, on hearing a Prince, but 
Þfteen Years old, declare his Sentiments in ſuch an 
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extraordinary Manner. They all of them look'd 
upon him as a Prodigy; but in the midſt of the 
Praiſes due to ſuch a glorious Deſign, they could not 
help ſeeing the Difficulties attending its Execution: 
And the old Miniſters, whom Experience had ſhown, 
that Poland was an invincible Monarchy, whenever 
it was not divided within it ſelf; begg'd his High- 
neſs to ſuſpend the Execution of his Revenge, *cill 
Poland had refuſed to do him Juſtice for the Inſo- 
lence of the Co/acks. The Sultan, whom the leaft Sha- 
dow of a Delay, put into the greateſt Fury, inſiſted 
upon being obey'd ; whereupon Mu/tapha Baſu, Suc- 
ceſſour to the Grand Vizier Regent; having ventu- 
red to repreſent to him the Danger of this Enter- 
prize; © Coward, ſaid he, interrupting him, thy 
«« unmanly Fear of the Arms of my Enemies, no 
« Doubt, inſpires thee with this Diſobedience to thy 
« Emperor ; but know, 'tis not to thy Hands I will 
«« intruſt my Revenge, but that I will my ſelf com- 
mand my Army in Perſon, and by my Example, 
«« encourage my Soldiers, to exterminate the Po/es 
« from of the Face of the Earth.“ 


The Y7zzer attempting to ſpeak again, the Em- 
peror roſe up in Fury, laid his Hand upon his Po- 
niard, and advanced towards him to ftab him; but 
every one endeavouring to appeaſe him, they pre- 
vented his Deſign, and this Action broke up the 
Divan. On going from thence, O/man iſſued Or- 
ders, for the immediate drawing twenty Millions, 
from the Cana or Imperial Treaſury, and levy ing the 
moſt powerful Army, that had yet been raiſcd by the 
Ottoman Empire; he alſo cauſed the Horſe- Tails to 
be inſtantly ſet up, the uſual Signal for the March of 
the Ottoman Armies, commanded by the Sultan in 
Perſon, 
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The Muſcorites, irreconcilable Enemies to the 
Poles, who had long been endeavouring to prevail, 
on the Miniſters of the Porte, to excite the Sultan 
to undertake this War, offer'd to join Forces with 
him, more effectually to compleat the Ruin of the 


Polen. But Oſman, who imagined, that a great 


Courage, and infinite Valour, was ſufficient to make 
one invincible, would not ſhare with a Nation, of 
whom he had a Miſtruſt, the Conqueſts he hoped to 
gain, or the Glory he reckon'd toacquire: And not- 
withſtanding the Remonſtrances of the Mufti, whoſe 
Wiſdom he had lo often experienced, on many Oc- 
caſions, he cauſed War to be declared againſt the Polis, 
and publiſh'd throughout the Empire ; commanding 
all the Baſſat, and Captains, both of Europe, Afa, 
and Africa, on Pain of his Indignation, to draw toge- 
ther all their Troops, and bring them to the Fron- 
tiers of Poland, by the Beginning of Spring. 


He ſent expreſs Orders to Arabia, to the Baſſas 
of the Places under his Dominion, to raiſe as large a 
Body of Troops of that Nation as they poſſibly could; 
and to engage all the Arabian Princes, who acknow- 
ldoed his Power, or were in Alliance with him, to 
ſecond them to the utmoſt of their Ability. He com- 
manded alſo all the Tartars, who own'd his Autho- 
rity, to meet him with their whole Forces at the Ren- 
dezvous affigned them; and ſent Orders to the 
Palatines of Walachia, and Moldavia, to lay Bridges 
over the Rivers, and ſee them guarded by their 
own Troops, till the Arrival of the Ottoman Army. 


The Fame of this prodigious Armament, being 
ſpread throughout CHriſtendom, Fear produced differ- 


ent Effects therein; the moſt expoſed took all ima- 


ginable Precautions to ſerure themſelves; but the 


Poles, not being able todoubt that this Storm * 
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112 The Hiſtory of OsMAN I, 
en'd them alone, King Sigi/mund ſummon'd a gene- 
ral Aſſembly of the States at Varſato; to conſult of 
Means, to defend that Kingdom, from the Eyvils 
wherewith it was menaced : At the ſame Time, 
he ſent Embaſſadors to all the Chri/tian Princes, to 
implore their Aſſiſtance againſt the Common Enemy, 
Not one of them was ignorant of the Su/tan's Reig- 
lution ; they even deplor'd the Misfortune of Poland, 
which they thought inevitably loſt ; but nevertheleſs 
all of them excuſed themſelves, on Pretence of their 
own Affairs, and remain'd quiet Spectators of that 
terrible Event. 
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Even the Houſe of Auſtria it ſelf, for whoſe fake 
Sigiſmund had embroiled himſelf with the Sultan, by 
ſending the Emperor a conſiderable Reinforcement, 
which had gain'd him the Battle of Prague a little 
before, over the Proteſtants of Bohemia ; that very 
Houſe, which had engaged the Co//acks to make con- 
tinual Incurſions into the Saltan's Territories, the 
immediate Cauſe of his taking this Revenge ; that 
Houſe, for whoſe Service, the brave S:bieti, Gene- 
ral of Poland, had loſt his Life the Year before, with 
his whole Army, which had periſh'd upon the Fron- 
tiers of Mo/davia, forgot in one Moment all theſe 
Obligations; and the Emperor, far from giving him 
any Aſſiſtance, would not ſo much as permit him to 
raiſe ,any Troops in his Dominions, on Pretence 
that he wanted all his Soldiers, to extirpate the H:- 
reticks, who were more dangerous than the Turks. 


Sigiſnund, finding himſelf abandon'd by every Bo- 
dy, did not however loſe his Courage; butgrounding 
his Hopes upon the Valour, and Bravery of his No- 
bility, cauſed his Forces to be drawn together, and: 
all Things prepared to ſuſtain the Attacks of ſuch a 
formidable Enemy. He even declared in the Aſſem- 
bly of the States, that he hoped the {nfige/s would 
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quench with their own Blood, the Fire they deſign'd 
to kindle in his Kingdom. Some Palatines, how- 
ever, who lay moſt expoſed, were for appealing the 
Fury of the Turks by a Tribute ; rather than ſtake the 
very Being of the State, on the uncertain Chance of a 
War, wherein all the Fruits of a Victory, would be 
only alittle vain Glory, and the Conſequence of ill 
Succeſs, the utter Deſtruction of the whole Kingdom: 
In Juſtification of this Advice, they alledg'd the 
Examplesof three Emperors of the Houſe of Juftria; 
Ferdinand, Maximilian, and Rodolphas, who had 
paid Tribute for Hungary; and the wiſe Republick of 
Venice which made no Difficulty thereof; adding, 
that one Month's War would coſt more, than pay- 
ing three Years Tribute to the Porte. 


Nevertheleſs, fuch a Submiſſion, inſpired by Fear, 
ſhock'd this generous Aſſembly, who rejected it with 
Indignation, in theſe ever memorable Terms. 


O rather let us die a thouſand Deaths, thay be ſo 
ba/e as to ſecure our Lives and Eſtates by ſuch ignomi- 
nicus Means. *Tis not preſerving the State, to ſub- 
mit it to the Yoke of Infidels. LIBERTY 7s the 
very Soul of this Republick ; neither is it to be at- 

tack'd at Home or Abroad, without expiring imme- 
digtely. Can it be thought we wwould be contented with 
it; Shadow, or its Skeleton? No, We will either 
preſerve it entire, and in full Vigour, or we will all 
periſh with it ; and may there no longer be any Poles, 
te hen LIBERTY 1s once extindt among/t them. 


The while Aſſembly unanimouſly applauded this 
heroick Reſolution ; after which they deliberated on 
the Means- to carry on the War with Vigour ; the 
Number of Troops to be raiſed ; and the Officers who 
ſhould command them. As for the firſt, the States 
order'd the neceſſary Sublidies to ſupply the Expences 
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and Pay of the Army; which, it wasrefolved,ſhoul! 
conſiſt of a Body of ſixty thouſand Men, as well Horſe, 
as Foot ; without reckoning the Forces under Prince 
Nadiſſaus, nor the Arrier-Ban, and that the Arti. 
lery ſhonld conſiſt of ſixty Pieces of Cannon. 


As for the Generals, who were to command the 
main Army; the King, and his Council were long 
conſulting, to whom they ſhould give a Commiſſion, 
ot {ſuch Importance to the Preſervation of the State 
It belong'd of Right to the General of the Crown; 
but that Place had been vacant, ever ſince the Death 
of the Illuftrious Zoltienſti; and the King was not 
willing to fill it up in the preſent Juncture, on Ac- 
count of the Competition of four of the principal 
Grandees of Poland, who were Candidates for the 
Poſt ; wherefore that Monarch left the Choice of 
General of the Army, to the Aſlembly of the States. 


All the Votes immediately united, in Favour of 
Charles de Chodkievick, Palatine of Wilna, and great 
General of Lithuania; being acknowledged by all the 
Nobility, as the moſt prudent, moſt fortunate, and 
moſt experienced Captain in all that warlike Nation, 
They afterwards gave the ſecond Command to Sa- 
niflaus Laubemirſti, under the Title of Marſhall of 
the Camp; as being the moit capable of ſeconding 
him, both by his Courage, and his Prudence, which 
had been try'd on divers Occaſions ; they alſo named 
the Commiſſioners appointed for the Diſtribution of 
Juſtice, and aſſiſting at the Councils of War. 


At the ſame Time two Meteors were ſeen in the 
Air, hanging directly over Poland, in the Shape of 
two Pillars of Fire, the one in the Eaſt, and the o- 


ther in the Vet: Theſe two, after Sun- ſet, fought the 


one againſt the other, with an extreme Rapidity and 
Violence. After divers Nights, the Pillar in the 570 
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ſeem'd broken in Pieces, whereas that in the 12/7 ap- 
ipear'd much more luminous, and did not totally va- 
niſh till the thirtieth Day. The People, naturally 
ſuperſtitious, were alarmed thereat ; but the Men of 
Wit, who turn every Thing to their own Advan- 
tage, gave out; that the two Pillars repreſented the 
two Parties; that by that towards the Eaſt was meant 
the Turks, and by that towards the Weſt, Poland; 
and that Heaven declared thereby, that the Poles 
would utterly defeat the Ottomans : This Interpre- 
tation entirely diſpell'd their Fears. 


In the mean while, they labour'd Night and Day to 
draw together their Troops; and when they had got 
a ſufficient Number, the Camp- Marſhall Lubomirſei, 
march'd into Psd9/ia with all Expedition, with the 
Vanguard, towards the latter End of May 1621. 
and encamped near Sala, a Place fortify'd by Nature, 
being ſurrounded on one Hand, by inacceſſible Rocks, 
and on the other by the River Brut. He likewiſe 
made himſelf Maſter of the Paſſages of the River 
Tire, where he placed a ſtrong Guard; to prevent 
the Incurſions of the Tartars, who came by the 
Way of Moldavia, and ravag'd Podolia and the 
Poliſb Ruſſia: Notwithſtanding a brave Partizan, 
nam'd Simon Kopiki, had deſtroy'd ſeveral Parties of 
them, with the Aſliſtants of the Podolian Peaſants ; 
who uſed to ſurprize them amongſt the Mountains 
and Rocks of that Province, being well acquainted 
with their Windings, to which the Tartars were 
utter Strangers. 


The Grand Fizi:r, who was willing to be in- 
form'd of the State of the'P2/i/þ Army, ſent thither 
a ſubtle crafty Fellow, by Birth a Cretan, nam'd 


Conſtant ine Vevel, with Credentials and Propoſals of 


Peace. Accordingly he arrived at the Poliſßh Camp, 


but they would not ſuffer him to enter it; and Lubo- 
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mirſti refuſed ſo much as to give him Audience, but 
put him off *till the Arrival of the General CH. 
ie. However, he cauſed Tents to be ſet up for him 
without the Camp, where he order'd him Guards, 
and treated him magnificently. 


The General arriving a little after, made the Ar- 
my decamp ; and the reſt of the Troops having join'd 
him, he reſolved to paſs the River Tire, according to the 
Orders he had received from the King. The Difficuly 
of ſucceeding herein was great, this River being very ra. 
pid, and forcing along with it a prodigious Quantity 
of Stones. They had attempted to lay a Bridge over it, 
but the Stream carry'd away all the Materials, and 
the Rocks which extended themſelves along the 
Sides, render'd the Thing yet more impoſſible. Ne- 
vertheleſs, a Lithuanian Engineer, who was a fa. 
mous Mechanick, undertook to ſurmount all Ob 
ſtacles; and by his wonderful Induſtry repaired the 
Works already begun, and brought the Bridge to 
Perfection. 


Whilſt this was doing, General CHodtievicſꝗ gave 
Audience to the Grand Yizier's Meſſenger ; receiv'd 
his Letters with great Reſpet, wrote an Anſwer, 
and ſent it by Kemberg, a Man no Ways inferior to 
Fever, either in Wit or Subtlety. The Bridge being 
finiſh'd, the General gave Orders for the Army to 
paſs the River; whereupon the Soldiers mutiny'd, on 
Pretence that their Officers kept back their Pay; and 
ſeveral of them loſing all Reſpect proceeded from 
Complaints to Menaces, and inſulted their Captains 
even in their very Tents: But the prudent General, 
without ſtanding either to puniſh or harangue theſe 
Mutineers, who were not in a Temper to make any 
Reflections, order'd Polocy, priviledg'd Secretary to 
the Army, to draw up an exact Account of all the 
Troops; to ſet down the Day when every Soldier 
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was inliſted, with the Diſtance of the Places, and the 
Ways they had march'd. Polocy ſet about this with 
ſo much Diligence, that in ten Days each Captain 
had an Account what was due to every Man ; and 
the General having promiſed to ſee them paid forth- 
with, they were all appeaſed, and returned to their 
Obedience. This Piece of Prudence redounded much 
to the Honour of Chodkievick ; who far from having 
Recourſe to Violence and Puniſhment, ſeem'd on the 
contrary, to fide with them; by being willing ty in- 
form himſelf what was their Due, in order to do them 
Juſtice. 


The Army paſs'd the Bridge, without Diſorder 
or Confuſion ; and when they were incamp'd, the 
Sound of the Drums, Trumpets, Kettle Drums, and 
other warlike Inſtruments, together with the Luſtre 
of their Arms, excited ſo much Joy among the 
Troops, that it ſeem'd to preſage them Victory. 
The General mounted upon a fine Horſe, richly ac- 
coutred, rode round the Camp, animating them both 
by his Words and Action. This Camp was defended 
on one Side by the Rocks, which ran along the Side 
of the Tire, and on the other, by Woods abounding 
with Precipices; ſo that it was impoſſible for the 
Turks, either to get through it in Battle Array, or 
to force the General to an Engagement. 


He was ſomewhat uneaſy at the Army of the Co/- 
ſacks not appearing, who were to have join'd him ; 
and being willing to be put out of his Pain, ſent Ko- 
nalkevic, with his Troop of light Horſe, to get In- 
telligence of them; not being ignorant that the Sl. 
tan had commanded the Tartars to ſeize on all the 
Paſſes, to prevent their Junction; and that he was 
himſelf advancing, with a formidable Army, to oppoſe 
their Paſſage. But he was ſoon deliver'd from this 
Perplexity, by the Return of Konallevic, who 

brought 
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brought him word, that the C2/acks had forced al 
the Paſſes, and that their Army drew near, which 
redoubled the Joy in the Camp. He was rewarded 
for this News, with a Sabre, whoſe Hilt was en- 
rich'd with Diamonds and Rubies, and diſpatch'4 
back again directly, with two Troops of Horſe, called 
Hannibals: "They ſent likewiſe with him, as a 
Companion, one Mole, an experienced Captain, 
and a great Friend of the C2/acts, having long ſer- 
ved under their Enſigns. 


Two Days after, the General heard that the Co- 
ſacks had defcated a Body of Tarkifþ Troops, which 
guarded the fertile Plains of Oris, and had burnt the 
Town of Soraca; he heard hkewiſe, to crown his 
good Fortune, that Prince U/adiflaus, Son to King 
Sigi/mund, was arrived at Leopo/d, and that he 
brought with him all the Artillery. Hereupon the 
General, and the Commiſſioners of the Army, de- 
puted Zaravinſe and Sobieſiy, to beg him in the 
name of all the Army, to advance with his Troops 
as faſt as poſſible, to make head againſt the Infidel: 
whoſe Army drew near. The Deputies found 
this Prince within a few Days March of the Camp: 
His Troops were not numerous; but they were com- 
poſed of the Flower of the young Nobility, by whom 
he was greatly beloy'd ; and who had gloried in at- 
tending him, and making the Campaign at their own 
Expence. | 


Nadiſlaus anſwer'd the Deputies, that he had not 
beenable to make any more Haſte, by reaſon of the Dit- 
ficulties he had to ſurmount in bringing up the heavy 
Artillery; and the Slowneſs of the German Infantry. 
About the ſame time, there arrived at the Camp two 
thouſand Cęſſachs, who aſſured them, that the reſt 
of their Army was not far off; that they had, for 
eight Days together, fought the Turks and 7. _ 
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who had ſhut all the Paſſes againſt them, which ne- 
vertheleſs they had forced gloriouſly, almoſt in fight 
of the Ottoman Army; but that five hundred Cof- 
ſacks having ſtraggled too far, with Deſign to plun- 


der, and happening to feli in with the Enemy, 


had hid themſelves in a deep Cavern to let their 
Army paſs by; that they had been diſcovered, and that 
after having ſearch'd the Woods with Care, their Re- 
treat had been found out; that O/man had cauſed them 
to be ſurrounded, making uſe of his whole Forces, and 
al his warlike Engines, to take them dead or alive; that 
this having been to no purpole, the Sultan had abſo- 
lately reſolved upon maitering them by Hunger; and 
that the C acts, who did not hope for any Terms 
from thoſe Barbarians, had all determined to die 
honourably, and fell their Lives dearly ; that to this 
End, they had made ſeveral Sallies, Night and 
Dav, wherein they had killed ſuch Numbers of the 
Turks, that they were themſelves weary with the 
daughter; but that their Powder and Proviſion fail- 
ing, they were become ſo lean and feeble, that not 
being able to ſupport themſelves, they had at laſt 
farrender'd, at Diicretion, to the Su/tan: And that he, 
to ſatiate his Revenge, had put them all to death, 
with horrible Torments, cauſing ſeveral of them to 
be ſet up as Marks, and ſhot at, ſome with Arrows, 
and ſonie with Muſkets. 


In the mean while, this great and formidable Ar- 
my advanc'd continually, and was within two Days 
March of the Po/i/þ Camp; when Cantimir, a Tar- 
tar Prince, in very great Eſteem amongſt his Nation 
relying upon his warlike Stratagems, wherein he had 
often met with Succeſs, even againit the Po/es; and 
being deſirous to ftrike the firſt Blow in this Campaign, 
advanced before the Groſs of the Ottoman Army, 
with five thouſand Tartars, whom he placed in Am- 
kde, in the Woods near the Poli Camp; this 


done, 
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done, he ſent his Brother to attack the main Guard, 
under the cover of a thick Fog. The Guard were 
briſkly puſh'd to Lubomirſky's Quarter, and the Jar. 
tars penetrated to the Barrier of the Camp, which 
was ſoon in a terrible Alarm. 


Cantimir, being inform'd by his Brother of this 
good Succeſs, detach'd three thouſand Tartars, who 
ſtealing down the craggy Paths of the Mountains that 
extended to the Tire, attack'd, with Vigour, the 
Quarter of Colonel Pretaun, who was juſt return'd 
from guarding the Keys of that River. The Tartar; 
found the Soldiers faſt aſleep, being, tired with the 
Fatigue of the Way, and with having paſs'd pat 
of the Night under Arms; accordingly they kill'd 
a great Number: But Pretoun having drawn toge- 
ther all the Troops around him, made head againſt 
them, and reſiſted them with great Bravery, till 
he received a powerful Relief, which ſrepulſed the 
Tartars, with conſiderable Loſs. 


The Poliſh General being inform'd of this Sur- 
prize, drew up the whole Army in Battalia, gave 
the right to Labomirſti, put himſelf at the Head of 
the left, and march'd in good Order, where the 
Attack was hotteſt: But having diſcover'd the {mall 
Number of Tartars, who were all reunited in a 
Body, he made three Regiments of Germans, and 
two of Hungarians, file off by the Woods, to ſur- 
round the Enemy, whilſt he — them till he 
ſaw the five Regiments appear in their Rear. Then 
he puſh'd them briſkly, and the Tartars finding they 
were ſurrounded, betook themſelves to flight; but 
being obliged to pals juſt under the Fire of the Ger- 
man Infantry, who, in a manner, took Aim at each 
{ngle Man as he fled, above half of them were leit 
* the Spot. 
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Cantimir himſelf ſeeing the Defeat of his Party, 
and endeavouring to get off, fell into an Ambuſcade 
of the Cofacks, who kill'd every Man about him; 
and it was only by the Goodneſs of his Horſe that 
he eſcap'd their Purſuit. The Priſoners aſſured them, 
that the Grand- Siguior's Army, and that of the Camp 
of Hiambeger, were very near; which was confirm d 
by the Return of Kemberg, who had left them with- 
in two Leagues of Chocgin. The Vizier had trea- 
ted Kemberg in a gentle manner, but the Divan had 
anſwer'd him, That the Peace ſhould not be fign'd, 
but with the Edge of the Sword. 


Hereupon, the General had the Officers inform'd, 
both of the Enemy's Approach, and the Anſwer they 
had made to the Propoſals of Peace ; wherefore they 
reſolved to incourage their Troops, whom they 
found full of Courage and Reſolution. To ſecure 
the Camp yet the more, Chodkievick gave Orders for 
increaſing and railing the Intrenchments; he had 
Forts alſo built at proper Diſtances, and fortified witu 
a good Artillery: All this was done in a very little 
Time, every one putting a Hand thereto, by the 
Care and Direction of Apelman, a Fleming, and one 
of the moſt expert Engineers in Europe. 


Knaftevic, General of the Coachs, who had 
taken up his Quarters within a Leaz gue of Choctin, 
being informed of the Enemy's Approach, broke u 
from thence, and advanced to the Plain on the Banks 
of the Tyre, where he poſted himſelf under the Camp 
of the Poles. The next Day after his Arrival, the 
Ortomanx Army began to appear; winch was almoſt 
Woon incamp'd as diſcover'd, and their Tents and 
Pavillions ſet up with a ſurprizing Nu pedition; they 
pitch'd their Camp upon three hich Mountains, 
which they wholly took up themſclucs: The Char- 
ha ©: of 
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of the Tartars incamp'd on one fide of the Tur, 
between two Woods, for the Convenience of Water 


and Forage; and the Valachians and Moldavinn; 
poſted themſelves between the two Camps. 


They brought along with them, an incredible 
Quantity of Oxen, Cows, Sheep, Mules, and Ca. 
mels, with ſeveral Elephants; notwithſtanding 
which, there arrived every Day at their Camp fre 
Droves, without Number. The Space taken up by 
this famous Camp, was four long Leagues in Circum. 
ference; there were above ſixty thouſand Pavilions 
upon which were ſet up Streamers of ſeveral Co- 
lours; and upon the Top of moſt of theſe, was a 
Ball of Gold, with Plumes of Feathers ; which al- 
together form'd a kind of Enamel, that being ſet 
off with the Luſtre of the Gold, ftruck the Eye with 
a charming Variety, and made a magnificent Ap- 
pearance, when the Sun darted upon them with li. 
Beams. | 


Theſe Pavillions were ranged in Streets, drawn by 
a Line; each of theſe had ſeveral Compartment, 
which open'd upon ſpacious Places, where the Sut- 
lers and Shop-keepers of all forts expoſed their Goo! 
to Sale. The Cords that ſupported theſe Tent: 
were {o interwoven with each other, that it was im- 
poſſible to paſs between them. This Camp was ſur- 
rounded with a Ditch fifteen Foot broad, and ten 
deep, with Parapets, and Places of Arms lined with 
Canon, and with an infinite Number of Field 
Pieces. | 


What was moſt admirable was, the Multitude,of 
Men, Beaſts, Waggons, and loaded Camels, flat 
went to and j. a the Camp, without any Confuſion. 
There were alſo Markets where they expoſed to 


dale all Sorts of rich Merchandize ; but then Juſtice 


Was 
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was there adminiſtred by the Civil Magiftrate, with 
great Severity. The Soldiers leaving their Arms at 
their Quarters, walk d up and down there with the 
fame Tranquillity, as if they had been in the midſt 
of Conſtantinople : Every one went where his Duty 
call'd him without Noiſe, and one would have 
thought, on ſeeing the Merchants go, and come, 
and traffick, that it had rather been a trading Town 
than a Camp. 


But what moſt drew the Eye, was the Imperial 
Pavillions, ſurrounded by a broad and deep Ditch, 
and being three Miles in Circumference: They 
were placed on the Hill in the middle of the Camp, 
and were magnificent to behold. They were cover'd 
with a Scarlet Cotton, which is the Colour ſet apart 
for the Tents of the Sultan, the Princes, and great 
Officers of the Porte ; who all incamp within the ſame 
Incloſure, to be always near their Monarch. Upon 
theſe Tents were Compartments made with Rib- 
bons, whereby theſe People have the Ingenuity to 
repreſent Parterres of Flowers, Fountains, Orchards, 
Foreſts, Hunting of various kinds, Arms of the Sca, 
and Rivers; all fo well diverſified, that at a Glance, 
it is ſurprizingly beautiful. 


The Inſide of theſe Pavillions is not leſs ſplendid 
than the Outſide; there are divers Apartments con- 
triv'd therein, for the two Sealons. Thoſe for the 
Spring are hung with Silk, embroider'd with Gold 
and Silver, and ſet off witk Pearls and other precious 
Stones, and the Floor is cover'd with Peri an Carpets. 
The other Apartments for the latter Seaſon, are likewiſe 
magnificent ; they are hung with the Skins of Lions, 
Panthers, and Leopards, ſo neatly diſpoſed in Compart- 
ments, and ſet off with ſuch lively Colours, together with 
the Luſtre of the Jewels wherewith they are artfully 
embelliſh'd, that one can't behold them Without Ad 
| G 2 miratim, 
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miration: The Chamber wherein the Sultan lies 
is hung with the Skins of Sables, Ermin, and Lynxes, 
enrich'd with precious Stones, to an infinite Value, 
form'd into Devices, and other Ornaments. Adjoin. 
ing to theſe Pavillions, is a Gallery, which leads to 
that deſigned. for the Meeting of the Divan, from 
whence the Szltan can fee and hear every thing that 
is debated, without being ſeen, in the ſame manne: 
as at Conſtantinople. Oppoſite to this is another 
Gallery, which gocs to the Pavillion where the 
Treaſure is kept, for the Payment of the Army, and 
other urgent. and unforeſeen Affairs. The Hiſtory 
of Solymas the Great informs us, that when he be- 
ſieged Ligeth in Hungary, in 1566. he had in!!“ 
Treaſury twenty Millions of Gold, with a Cabinet 
of Jewels of infinite Value, and a magnificent Ward- 
robe and Furniture. 


Round theſe Pavillions, are ſeveral of a leſſer 
Size, both for the S/tan's Uſe, and to lodge the 
Officers appointed to ſerve him. The whole is ſur- 
rounded with ſame ſcarlet Cotton, and ſupported by 
very thick Planks, which form a ſort of Wall, where- 
in there are divers Doors adorned with carved Work 
of different Colours, and various Devices, which 
add to its Magnihcence. Round this Wall are Bat- 
tlements, Turrets, Redoubts, and Corps-de-Guarc, 
where Duty is performcd in the ſame manner as in 
the Scraglio. 


Around this Incloſure, are the Tents and Pavil- 
lions of the Janizaries, Which are the principal 


Loy of the Ozraman Infantry; next to theſe are 


the Quarters of the Spahis, Selifars, Ulufugy, and 


the Caripy, Which are the Flower of their Cavalry, 


ard are all reckon'd of the Grand-Signior's Guard, 
ard Houſhold. Next to theſe were the reſt of the 


I. oops, fireich'd out in the Shape of a Bow, on the 
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right and left; and what is very particular, and of 
great Advantage amongſt them is, that they never 
co out a foraging: There are forty thouſand Camels 

appointed to carry all that is neceſfary for the Horſe ; 
ind two thouſand Mowers of Albania, Servia, Dat- 
:atia, and Boſnia, which, although Chriſtians, are 
free from all Taxes, but are 57 r to attend the 
Army with their Sey thes, for which they have fifteen 
Afpers, or about Nine- -pence a Day; and theſc 
\lowers, well guarded, ruin every Country through 
which they paſs. The Camels alſo carry all the 
ents and Pavillions, both of the Erand-Signior, 
and the reſt of the Army, the Soldiers not being o- 
bliged to carry any thing but their Arms. 


"Twas in this manner, the moſt formidable Army, 
that had ever yet been raiſed by the Oztoman Em- 
pire, was incamp'd, and already devour'd with their 
Eycs the Kingdom of Peland. It was reckon'd 
to conſiſt of three hundred thouſand Foot, a hundred 
thouſand Horſe, forty arm'd Elephants, three hund- 
red Pieces of Cannon, a prodigious Quantity of Am- 
munition and Proviſion, and forty thouſand Camels ; 
without counting the other Carriages, and the Equi- 
page, Which could not be number'd. 


But what was moſt extraordinary, moſt ſarpri- 
zing, and moſt worthy Admiration, was, to ſee 
lo many Viziers, ſo many great Officers, and ſo 
many Myriads of Men, obedient to the leaſt Nod of 
a Prince, but fifteen Years old; who with only a 
Glance of his Eye, put in motion, and animated this 
prodigious Multitude ; and who, by his Courage, 
Wit, and the Charms of his Perſon, inſpired, at the 
Ru time, Nett Fear, and Admiration. 


In effect, who can figure to himſelf, Ihen San 
prize, that at the Age of fourteen, he formed, of 
£2 his 
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his own Head, the greateſt of Deligns; that at fifteen 
he put it in Execution; and that at an Age when 
his Predeceſlors uſed to be {till in the Womens 
Arms, abandon'd to the effeminate Sloth of Child- 
hood, and given up to the Pleaſures of a voluptuous 
Seraglio, he was ieen at the Head of a formidable 
Army, ordering, regulating, and deciding the mot 
important Affairs; in ſhort, fixing upon himſelf the 
Eyes of the whole Univerte. 


What a Situation was this for a young Monarch, 
Genrous to tread in the Steps of the greateſt Heroes 
W hat Prelumption! What Temerity in a Child! But 
at the ſame time, what a Subject for the Imitation ot 
other Princes, and Admiration to all the World ! 
And what might not have been hoped from a Mo- 
narch already ſo magnanimous, if the Divine Light 
of the true Religion had inlighten'd his Underſtan- 
ding, and diſperſed the Darkneſs wherewith his Soul 
was clouded ; which, by the Effect of the moſt fa- 
tal Prejudices, ſullied ſo many fine Qualities, by the 
Pride and Paſſion with which it was over-run. 


Such was the Emperor Oman, who having only 
the Light of Nature, aſſiſted by the Principles of a 
noble, but barbarous Education, far from beſtowing 
his Time in humbling himſelf before- the King of 
Kings, made uſe of them only to intoxicate himſelf 
the more with the vain Pleaſure of contemplating 
his own Greatneſs ; and to draw a vain Glory from, 
and look with an impious Complaifance upon thoſe 
Virtues and Endowments, which he derived only 
from the Almighty, and which ought only to be a- 
ſcribed to his ſovereign Goodneſs: This made our 
young Votary of Ambition often repeat thoſe remar- 
kable Words often uſed byPo/yman the Magnificent, 
after the Reduction of Bada. 7 


That 
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That there was but one Gon in Heaven, and 
there ought to be bat one KixG on Earth. 


As Oſman, to draw together this formidable Ar- 
my, had left all his Frontiers unguarded, his Mini- 
ſters repreſented to him the Danger to which he ex- 
poled his moſt diſtant Provinces 3 but without re- 
garding their Remonitrances, he anſwer'd them 
haughtily 3 that his Name alone, and the Fame of his 
Exploits, ſhould ſerve as a Barrier to the Empire. 
In the mean while, there were ſo few Soldiers leit 
at Con/lantinople, that on an Alarm given them b 
he CojJacks, who came by the Way of the Black- 
ea, and burnt their Vellels, even in the Imperial 
Harbour, the Seraſtier, who then commanded there, 
obliged all the Franks to take vp Arms for its De- 
fence, and to mount the Guard during the whole 
Campaign that the Satan was abſent. 


The Strength of this Prince's Army conſiſted en- 
tirely in his European Troops, who were all old Sal- 
diers, inured to Fatigues; the Aſian Forces being 
more remarkable for their long Beards than for their 
Courage, more inclin'd to run away at the leaſt Turn 
of Fortune, than to make a vigorous Reſiſtance, and 
more uſed to trading than to making War. 


The Poliſb General, who was no Stranger to the 
0 


Multitude of his Enemies, tock all Opportunities 

encouraging and animating his Soldiers: To this end, 
he ſpared no Pains to demonſtrate to them, that the 
Numbers they had to engage, ought by no means to 
terrify them; that molt part of them conſiſted of 
Men enervated by the Pleaſures of 4a; and that 
the Poles had fo often defeated and deftroy'd vaſt 
Armies of the ſame Nation, that he hoped for a 
complete Victory from the Courage and Valour of 
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his Troops; that indeed they had nothing to fer 
in their Camp, which was fortiſied to Admiration ; 
but that nevertheleſs, to ſhew the Turks he was not 
in the leaſt afraid of them, he had reſolved to dra 
up his Army in Order of Battle, in the Plain beyond 
the Camp. 


The whole Paliſoꝰ Army applauded their General, 
and defired nothing more than to come to Blows ; 
whereſore he led them ont of the Camp, and ranged 
them in Battalia in the Plain, which was border'd 
with almoſt impenetrable Woods and Thickets; and 
to prevent Surprizes from the Tartars, he diſpoſed 
ſome Infantry in the Woods, on the Right and 
Left. 


The Emperor C/aU being inform'd that the E- 
nemy were march'd out of their Camp, mounted on 
Horſe back, and went himſelf to take a View cf 
them, accompanied by his moſt experienced Gene- 
ral. After he had obſerved them for ſome Time, 
he aſk'd if thoſe were all the Troops he had to com- 
bat. They anſwer'd, that there was yet another 
Army, commanded by Prince Uadiſſlaus, Son to 
King Sigi/mund, which was to join General C»:4- 
kievick in a few Days, and that it confiſted of fifteen 
thouſand Men; but that theſe two Armies had 
drain'd Poland of all her Soldiers, and that all their 
Forces join'd together, did not amount to above 
fourſcore thouſand fighting Men. 


Hereupon this young Monarch, turning towards 
his Generals, and looking on them with a ſmiling 
Countenance: “ You ſee, my Friends, ſaid he, 
hat a little Work we have to do; wherefore, I 
„% hope, that after having chaſlized the Audacibuſ- 
* nets of theſe raſh Wretches, I hall lead you, with 
«Pleaſure, to the Borders of the Ocean, where you 

« ſhall 
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© ſhall refreſh yourſelyes, after the Fatigue of this 
„Campaign And, at the ſame Inſtant, withouts 
waiting till his Camp was entirely fortified, he com- 
manded his Generals to advance with their Troops, 
and attack the Po/i/þ Army. His Orders were im- 
mediately executed; the BA of Buda begun the 
Onſet with great part of the Army, on the Side of 
the Coſſarks, who ſuſtain'd the Fury of the Turks 
-ith a Courage thavaltoniſ!'d them; the Foot alone 
ere then engaged; but this loon after occaſion'd a 
nere vigorous Struggle. 


The Cavalry of the Co/acks began to move, and 
charged the Turkiſh Horſe ſo home, that they were 
ken ſeveral Times; but the Otaman Troops 
2ming in countleſs Numbers to their Aſſiſtance, the 
Hacks were juſt upon the point of being overborn 

; their Turn, when the German and Hungarian 
dot, which were in the Woods ſallied out, and took 
geir Enemies in the Flank ; however the Turki/# 
Squadrons made ſuch a contuniial Fire, that they put 
them to a Stand. 


The Pu/{:/4 General, ſezing the Diſadvantage of the 
Co/acks, haſten'd thither himſelf, with the RH. 
his Lite Guard, and the Light-Horſe; and his Preſence 
having renewed the Ardour of the Fight, it did not 
ceaſe 'till pretty late in the Night. In the mean 
while, the Poliſß Foot, who were in the Wood, 
laing kept continually firing upon the Juris, who 
vere within their Reach, without coming from their 
Poſt, kill'd great Numbers, in ſpite of their Arte 
lery, which likes ie fired upon tyigm witrbout Inter- 


miſſion; but made more Noiſe thay it did Execution, 


the Tarks being little ſcill'd in levelling Cannon. 


Accordingly they had thrice as many Men-kile#4 
3 the Ps i; but above all O74; very much laments 
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ted the Death of aim Baſſu, who notwithſtanding 
the Loſs of one Eye, was one of his beſt and braye{ 
Generals. Twas he who at the Head of the 7. 
nizaries attack'd and broke the Cofſacks, in the Be- 
ginning of the Action, and he was upon the Point of 


putting them to flight, when he was taken off by : 
Cannon Ball. 


The Turks aſcribed their Diſadvantage to the Lo! 
of this General, although it was by no Means de- 
ciſive; the Emperor Oſman looking upon it only as 2 
Tryal of Skill, which taught his Troops the Way of 
Fighting with the Polens. General Chodkiewick, not 
being willing to let the Courage of his Soldiers cool, 
who deſired to be led on again the next Day to the 
Enemy, held a Council of War that very Night, to 
adviſe vihether he ought to begin the Fight again 
according to the Deſires of the Army; repreſent- 
zug to them, that he thought it proper to take Ad- 
vantage of this Ardour, by attacking the Tarks be- 
tore they were altogether intrenched. 


But the Commiſhoners, who had been appointed 
ro aſſiſt at theſe Councils, were of Opinion to defer 
it, and wait till all the Forces of the Republick were 
united: adding that in Caſe of Diſadvantage, it would 
be expoſing the Perſon of Prince Uladilaus, who 
was {till on the other Side the Tire; beſides, it was in 
the Power of the Poles, by the Situation of their 
Camp, to attack them when they pleaſed, whereas 
on the contrary, it was impoſlible for the Turi, to 
torce them to a Battle. This Adviee prevailed, 


and it was reſolved to wait the Arrival of Prince 
Uladi/laus. 


In the mean while, the Prince, who had brought 
his Army into Podolia, had incamped at Braham, to 
take ſome Re poſe after fo long a March; but a gener- 
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ous Impatience to ſee the Enemy, made him ſoon 
ſet out from Brabam, with the Choice of the Ar- 
my, and the Flower of the young Nobiliiy that had 
follow'd him; and he arrived at Choczin, where he fel] 
fick, with the Fatigues he had undergone : He made 
himſelf, however, be removed to the Camp, where 
he had the Mortification to keep his Bed great Part 
of the Campaign; the reit of the Army did not ar- 
rive "till ſome Time after, with the Baggage and 
great Cannon. 


During this Interval, Chogþ:evick made them labour 
continually at the Fortifications of the Camp, which 
he had ſurrounded with broad and deep Intrench- 
ments, having Redoubts at proper Diſtances, well 
furniſhed with Cannon, which were defended by 
each other: And to cover all the Poſts, the Flemi/b 
Engineer, already mentioned, contrived to range be- 
fore them, in the Form of a Halt-Moon, ſeveral 
Waggons fill'd with Earth, and fortity'd with Ar- 
tillery, which render'd the Camp like a Citadel. 


Whilſt the Po/;/þ General omitted nothing for the * 


Safety of his Camp, the Turks were not without Em- 
ployment in theirs; a Diſpute ariſing between 
Oiman and the Chem of Tartary, whocomplain'd, that 
the Sultan advanced Prince Cantimir, his Vailal, to his 
Prejudice, having given him, contrary to the Cuſtom 
of his Predeceſſors, the Governments of Siliſtria and 
Beſſarabia ; that the Turks ſhow'd that Prince more 


Eſteem than himſelf, and aſcribed only to him the 


Advantages his Troops had gain'd. 


Oſman, who only ſtudy'd to do Juſtice to Merit, 
and who had only rewarded Cantimir, becauſe he 
was aſſured of his Courage and Bravery, took no Man- 
ner of Notice of the Cham's Reproaches, neither 


gave him any Satisfaction. This Contempt flung 
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him to that Degree, that in his Turn, he neglected 
his Highneſs's Commands, and would not execute 
any of his Orders, eluding them on various Preten- 
ces: And to manifeſt his Reſentment yet more, he 
never ftirr'd from his Polit, but ſent out his Parties 
and Detachments, without communicating any 
Thing either to the Satan, or his Miniſters. He 
even carry'd Matters fo far, reſolving to ſhew his 
Independance, that he cauſed. greateſt Part of his Ar- 
my to pals the Tire, under the Command of his Bro- 
ther Nuradin, with whom he ſent his moſt experien- 
ced Captain:*, among whom was Prince Cantimir, 
to penerrate into Podolia and Ruffa, 'whither they 
carried Fire and Sword, and brought off an ineſti— 
mable Booty, both in Gold and Silver, Horſes, Cat- 
tle, and an infinite Number. of Slaves, of all Condi- 
tions and Sexes ;. having allo had the Barbarity, to 
put all the aged People and Children to the Sword. 


Although all this Succeſs redounded to the Ad- 
vantage of the Sultan, he would have: revenged him- 
ſelf upon the Cham, it he had been left to follow his 
own Reſentment. But the Muti, who neverſtirr'd 
from him, diſſuaded him from it, by his wiſe and 
prudent Advice, and obliged him to diſſemble, that 
this Miſunderſtanding might not came to the Ene- 
my's Knowledge: This Precaution however, did not 
prevent the Paliſb General's being informed there- 


of, by the Spies he had in the Turxiſb Camp. 


After the Expedition of the Tartars, the Emper- 
or detach'd a conſiderable Part of his Army, to: take 
a view of the Poli Camp, and obſerve in what 
Part it might be attack'd with the deat Difadvan- 
tage, hereupon the Txrks rode about a long Time, to 
fee where it was the weakelt and worlt Guarded; but 
coming to Lubominſci's Quarters, which were: near 
the Neck of a Valley, where theg Turks were foreed 
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to draw themſelves into a narrow Compaſs, he cau- 
{-d all his Batteries to play, with that Exactneſs, and 
ſo ſeaſonably, that he ſoon ſaw the Ground cover'd 
with the dead Bodies of both Men and Horſes. 


The Turks not being able to ſtand ſo violent à Fire, 
retired through the Paſſes of the oppoſite Valleys ; up- 
on which the Pz/zs, who had foreſcen that they 
would make their Retreat that Way, had thrown 
ſeveral Regiments of Infantry into the Wood that 
border'd upon theſe Paſſes, who ſecing the Tur ks en- 
ter therein, with Precipitation, and in Dilorder ; 
fired upon them ſo briſkly, that being neither able 
to fly or to defend themſelves, they were obliged to 
climb the Wood, which was on a ſteep Hill, with 
their Horſes, in order to diſperſe this Infantry: They 
ſucceeded therein, by the Help of fix Thouſand Ja- 
vi xaries, which the Grand Vizier, who was pre- 
ſent at this Action, had made Advance, and who 
paſt'd the Poles with great Vigour. 


General Chodk:evick, ſeeing that theſe Foot were 
going to be ſurrounded, and attack'd on all Sides, 
and that they would be loſt without a ſpeedy Succour, 
made a Eody of German and Hungarian Cavalry 
advance to rs Athitance, ſupported by the Guards 
of Prince Uladi/laus, and Veier's Regiment of Horſe. 
Theſe arrived very ſeaſonably to Tally the Poliſh 
Foot, which were diſperſed in Platoons, in the Co- 
verts of the Wood, and made a deſperate Defence. 
The Fight grew then warm; the Pales reuniti 
with this Reinforcement, repulſed the Tarks ſo briſk- 
ly, that they were obliged ſirſt to give Ground, and after- 
wards to betake themſelves to Flight: But Cheatkrevick 
tearing that his 'T'roops might fall into ſome Snares, 
as the Tur, had done before them, reſtrain'd their 


Ardour, by ordering a Retfeat to be ſounded. ; 
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The Turks enraged at being ſo ſcurvily ufed, and 
vhinking to have better Succeſs with the Cacti, dre 
out fifty Pieces of Cannon, and made a continual Fire 
upon their Camp, whilſt they aſſaulted their Intrench- 
ments. But the Co/acks, without being terrify'd at their 
Shouts, or the terrible Thunder of their Cannon, beat 
them back with the Loſs of a conſiderable Number of 
their beſt Soldiers. Encouraged by this Succeſs, and 
not willing to give them Time to recover themlel ves, 
they ſally'd out of their Camp, and advanced fierce- 
ly againſt the Tarks. They were amazed at this Bold- 
neſs, but nevertheleſs they received them with Cou- 
rage, however after an Hours Fight, they. began to 
faint. The Cg/acts perceiving this cry'd Victory, 
and puſhing them yet more briſkly, and without In- 
termiſſion, obliged them to betake themſelves to 
Flight But their General, imitating the Prudence of 
Chygkievick, for the ſame Reaſons, order'd likewile 
a Retreat to be ſounded. 


The Turks loſt in this Action fix thouſand of their 
beſt Troops, and the Poles three hundred; but what 
was very ſingular, and not to be parallel'd in Hiſlory 
till that Day, the Sutlers, Black-Guard, and Ser- 
vants, ſeeing their Maſters obliged to retreat, aſſem- 
bled in a Body, choſe a Captain upon the Spot, 
nam'd Sokaity, and purſued the Turks even to the 
Woods bclow their Camp; killd and took as many 
as their Maſters, knocking on the Head, and butcher- 
ing Numbers of the wounded that were carrying to 
the Camp, as well as all the Stragglers they could 
meet; and their Terrour was ſo great, that if the 
Poliſb Generals had purſued the Turks, and taken Ad- 
vantage of the Ardour of their Soldiers, they would 
certainly have routed the whole Army that Day: 
this was the Opinion of all the ableſt Captains of 
thoſe Times. ö 
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The Black Guard, with their Captain at their 
Head (dreſs'd up in the Spoils of a General of the 
Spahis, whom they had killd, and mounted upon 
a ſtately Steed) and followed by their Companions, 
ſome upon fine Horſes, and others upon Camels and 
Mules ; leading ſeveral Priſoners of Diſtinction in 
Triumph, with five Pieces of Cannon which the 
Turks had abandon'd ; enter'd the Cofacks Camp by 
Moon-Light, preceded by Drums beating, and 
Trumpets ſounding, which they had gain'd from the 
Enemy, and laden with a conſiderable Booty. 


Never was there a more diverting Sight ; the 
General ſent immediately to the Po/i/s Camp, to ac- 
quaint Prince Uladiſlaus therewith, who took an in- 
finite Pleaſure in the Account given him thereof, by 
the Co//ack Officer. Next Morning, Chodkievick 
drew all his Troops out of the Camp, and ranged 
them in Battle-Array, braving and defying the Orto- 
man Army. But they had been fo ill treated the 
Day before, that they did not think proper to ac- 
cept the Challenge: Inſomuch that this General, af- 
ter having braved the Enemy for three Hours, re- 
turn'd into Camp at the Sound of ſeveral Salyos of 
Cannon, and all Sorts of warlike Inſtruments. 


The Su/tan who had been an Eye-Witneſs of all the 
Diſadvantages of his Troops, and who had even too 
much expoſed his own Perſon frequently, was ſtung to 
the very Soul. However he diſſembled, his Diſſatis- 
faction, and flatter'd them with Hopes of finding 
better Opportunities of being reveng'd on their E- 
nemies, promiſing at the ſame Time great Rewards, 
and diſtributing Money amongſt the Soldiery : He 
likewiſe viſited the Hoſpitals himſelf, faw the wound- 
ed dreſs'd, and gave ſtrict Orders that they ſhould 
not want any Thing. This Humanity, ſo uncom-* 


mar 
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mon amoneſt their Emperors, gain'd him the Love 


of the-whole Army, and the continual Bleflings of 
both Officers and Soldiers. 


But always taken up with the Deſire of Conqueſt, 
he bent his whole Thoughts, with the Aſſiſtance of 
Kis Council, on finding ſome Way to ſurprize the 
Poles, and diſcover the weakeſt Part of their Camp: 
And as the Txr#s held a Correſpordence with ſomc 
Hungarian Traitors, who gave them Advice of eve- 
21 Thing that paſs'd, both in their own Camp, and 
that of the Coſacks; O/man was inform'd by them, 
that the Intrenchments at Luboamirſti's Quart:: 

were very ſhallow ; and that by attacking them be- 
hind, on that Side towards the Woods, it would be 
ealy to get over them, hereupon he propoſed it to h 
Council. It was reſolved therein to attempt it, and 
that one Part of the Army ſhould make the Onſe:, 
vrhilſt the other ſhould attack the Coacks Camp. 
make a Diverſion. The Ba/ſa of Buda, the Sultan 
Favourite, was to command the Attack of the P. 

li Camp, and the Grand Vizier that of the C 
Jacks. 


- Accordingly. the next Morning, the O7toran Army 
appeared in Order of Battle, and advanced with a!! 
their Artillery within Reach of that of the Polar. 
The Baſſa of Buda began the Attack, at the Head of 
the Janizaries; but Lubomirſti had taken his Mea- 
ſarcs ſo well, that he repulſed them thrice, and two 
thouſand: Turks were left behind in the Intrench- 


meats of the Camp. The Bu finding his Troops 


dichearten'd there, drew them oF, and march'd to 
join the Grand Vizier, ha had attacked the Camp 


E of the Cacti. At his Arrival, they redoubled 


their Efforts, and the Coacks were upon the Point 
of being cruſh'd, had not the Aſſiſtance ſent them by 
the Poliſb General, a little cooled the Fury of the 
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Turks, However the Baſſa of Buda, without being 
diſcouraged, ſending freſh Troops to relieve thoſe 
that had moſt ſuffer'd, the Co/acts would at laſt 
have been cut in Pieces, had not CHodgictie come 
himſelf, at the Head of the Hungarian Regiments 
of Veier, Ermont, George Duke of Zalaug Jelſe, 
and Racouy. Then the Fire grew very furious on 
both Sides, and the Fart had already loft abundance 
of Men, nevertheleſs they continued to fight obiti- 
nately *till about two Hours before Night, when they 
brought down all their heavy Cannon which they 
levell'd againſt the Intrenchments, but which only 
mace a great Noiſe, and did no Execution. 


In the mean while Lubomirſei, who had kept in 
the Poliſß Camp, having obſerved that the Tarks, 
had left unguarded the Paſl: age of a Valley, that o- 
pen'd upon the Flank of their Army, detach'd the Re- 
giment of Rufinoui, with ſix Troops of Life- Guards 
and Light-Horſe to ſuſtain them, with Orders to 
march down by that Valley, which was cover'd by 
great Trees. They did ſo, without any Noiſe, and 
3 at the Neck of the Valley unperceived, 
charged the Turks fo briſkly, that they overthrew all 
Who oppoſed them. The Turks betaking themſelves 
to Flight, put their whole Army in Confuſion and 
Diſorder; inſomuch that the Grand Vizier was ob- 
lized to retire ſoftly to his Camp. Nevertheleſs he 
he was follow'd thither by the Cæſachs fo furiouſly, 
that the Juris were obliged to leave behind feveralt 
Pieces of Cannon, which the Cœachs not being able 
to carry off, threw down the Precipice, ſtill purſuing 
the Enemies without Intermiſſion, and killing with- 
out Quarter, all the Stragglers and Wounded that 
fell into their Hands. 
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The Terrour of the Tyrks was ſo great, that: theys: 
never turn d their Backs to put a Stoß to che i 
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who had the Boldneſs to enter the Camp with them, 
maſſacring all that they met; they had even Time 
enough, to load ſeveral] Camels with Tents, Pavil- 
lions, and all-they could lay their Fingers on : But 
their Greedineſs of Booty having made them flay 
too long, the Turks being come to themſelves, charg- 
ed them briſkly, kill'd a great Number and drove 
them out of the Camp. 


The different Struggles this Day, coſt both Sides 
very Dear, by the loſs of many of their belt Sol- 
diers, and ſeveral Perſonsof Diſtinction: It was how- 
ever greateſt on the Side of the Tyrs, by the Num- 
ber of Soldiers that fell, almoſt all Fanizaries, ard 
two Pieces of Cannon that they left behind : Where- 
as the Poles and Cofſacks acquired great Glory, hav- 
ing perform'd Actions of ſuch Valour, and behaved 
with ſuch a ſurprizing Conduct, as both aſtoniih's, 
and extorted Praiſes from, their Enemies. 


By the Character that has been given of Oſſnan, 
and the Diſcovery I have made of his Sentiments, it 
is eafy to conceive what paſs'd in his Soul, on ſeeing 
the ill Succeſs of his vaſt Deſign. His Generals, ſur- 
prized to the laſt Degree, at what they had ſeen 
done by their Enemies, judg'd that the Conqueſt of 
Poland, which that Prince had repreſented as ſo eaſy, 
would coft him dear if he ſhould be obſtinately bent 
upon it; notwithſtanding all theſe Diſadvantages, 
his young Courage was not caſt down: His Deſpair 
indeed was great, but his Heart, yet greater, m de 
him diſſemble the Grief that prey'd upon his Soul; 
diſcloſing his Mind only to the Mufti, and the Ba 
of Buda his Favourite, to whom he uſed to complain 
of the Cowardice of the Fanizaries, aud Spahis, 
which he had obſerved on divers Occaſions, and 
would have ſeverely puniſh'd, had not the Mut re- 


preſented to him, of what Conſequence it was, to 


wait 
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wait a more favourable Opportunity of ſhewing his 
Reſentment. 


The Baſa of Buda likewiſe pacify'd him, by aſ- 
furing him that they would behave better for the 
Time to come; that their Enemies Way of fighting, 
had been entirely new to them, but that they became 
more and more acquainted therewith every Day ; 
that to ſay the Truth, his Armies having for ſeveral 
Years paſt been engaged only againſt the People of A. 
ſa, had found a vaſt difference between them and 
the Europeans; but that nevertheleſs, what oughF. to 
comfort him was, that his Enemies were bat a 
Handful of Men, who dwindled away every Day, 
whereas his Highneſs couid recruit his Forces as much 
25 he pleaſed; wherefore he did not in the leaſt 
doubt, but he would ſoon have the Satisfaction, of 
either reducing the Poles under his Dominion, or of 
re. them obliged to fue to him for Peace on their 

nees. 


There needed no leſs than theſe Hopes, to com- 
poſe the Mind of this young Warriour; but the- 
Grand Pizier, who ſaw into his Vexation, and 
read in his Eyes his ardent Deſire of Miſhing his 
Undertaking, finding that Force could mak no Im- 
preſſion on the Courage of the Potes, reſolved to have 
Recourſe to Stratagem : But as his Defign was cruel 
and inhuman, he took Care not to ſay any Thing 
thereof to the Grand- Signior, untill he had put it in 
Execution. He knew that this Prince was of a noble 
Soul, and could not bear even the leaſt Appearance 
of T reachery, finding no Glory in Conqueſt, but 
when it was by open Force: Sentiments which he 
had diſcover d, on Occaſions where Stratagems are 
the moſt allowable, being diſpleaſed only with that 
one Thing in the whole Art of War; wherefore the 
Fizier would not give him the leaſt Intimation nr 
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his Reſolution, which he executed in the follewirg 


ord 
Manner. 

The Tartars who every Day made Iucurſions in- Lil 
to Podolia, and carry'd away into Slavery all the In- C0 
habitants that fell into their Hands, had brought im 
great Numbers of Captives into the Camp; Ihe the 
Grand Vizter caſt his Eyes upon theſe People to exc th: 
cate his Deſign. Wherefore, having pitch'd upon to 
ten of thele, who were Peaſants, he order'd them to in 
be brought to him in his Pavillion, and there laying of 
aſide that haughty Fierceneſs, which the Male. th 
tans affect to put on, and aſſuming only a mild at- == 
fable Air, he repreſented to them the Miſery, wher:- 0 
in they lived under the Poliſh Grandees, who treat“ t 
ed them with great Inhumanity; that they were o- t 
bliged to work for them moſt Part the Year; that on 1 
the leaſt Fault, they puniſh'd them with a crucl x 
Death; that themſelves, their Subſtance, their Wives { 
and their Children were at their Diſpoſal, and that 
accordingly theyuſed them like Tyrants; but that un- 
der the Yoke of the Ottoman Empire, to which 
they would be ſoon ſubject, they would receive | 


Laws only from a Monarch who placed his Hap- | 
Pineſs in the Proſperity of his People; who made | 
Juſtice and Equity the Rule of all his Actions ; and 
who would leave them the free Exerciſe of the Rcli- 

gion wherein they had been educated : That it was 
in their own Power not only to haften the Time of 
their Felicity, but to obtain their Liberty, and re- 
eeive ſuch Preſents as ſhould both enrich them and 
their Poſterity for ever; that it depended upon their 
doing the Saltan an important Service, which he 
would not explain to them, till they had conſider'd 
of the Advantages that were prom is'd them; that he 
gave them till next Day to think upon it, and that 
if they had Courage enough to undertake it, they 
might expect. boundleſs Rewards; This ſaid, _ 
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them conducted to a Tent well guarded, where he 
order'd that they ſhould not want for any Thing. 
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As ſoon as theſe poor Wretches ſaw themſelves at 
Liberty to talk together, they demanded of each o- 
ther, what Service it could be, which they could be 
imagin'd capable of rgnaring the Grand Signor; 
they, whoſe Miſery and Poverty were ſo extream, 
that they could receive no Addition: Then calling 
to Mind the F7zier's great Promiſes, and repreſent- 
ing to themſelves the Happinels, of being able to ſhake 
of the Yoke of the Nobility, they could not withſtand 
the Deſire of obtaining all theſe Advantages. This made 
ſuch an Impreſſion upon them, that they concluded 

one and all to obey the Vigier, be his Propoſals what 
they would, and even to venture their Lives to deliver 
themſelves from the Oppreſſion of their Tyrants. 
Having taken this Reſolution, they ſhook Hands, and 
vow'd to each other an Union and Fidelity, that 
ſhould be Proof againſt the moſt cruel Torments. 
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Next Morning, at break of Day, the Grand- 
Vizier order'd them into his Pavillion, and aſk'd if 
they were reſolved to take Advantage of the Offers 
made them, by doing the Sultan the Service required. 
They immediately anſiver'd without Heſitation, that 
they were ready to {acrihce even their Lives for his 


Highneſs, and it only remain'd to acquaint them 
with his Pleaſure. 


Hereupon the Y7izzer, to encourage them, gave 
eachof them a Purſe of a hundred Sultanins, after which 
he told them, that the Buſineſs was to ſet Fire to the 
Camps of the Poles and Cojacks. The Peaſants rea- 
dily promis'd it, aſſuring him that the Thing was very 
ealy, wherctore he need only give them their Liber- 
ty, and fix the Time when he would have it done; 
the Vigier, charm'd with their Zeal, appointed the 


fourth 
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fourth Night from that Day, and ſet them at Liber. 
ty that Inſtant, | 


Purſuant to their Promiſes, theſe Wretches, making 
the beſt of their Way through By-Roads, wherewith 
they were well acquainted, arrived, four at the Camp 
of the Co/acks, and ſix at that of the Po/es, pretend- 
ing they had made their Eſcape from the Tartar:; 
which being what happen'd everv Day, no Notice 
was taken thereof. The Grand-Vizier, hugging 
himſelf with the 'Thoughts of ſucceeding in his De- 
ſign, no ſooner ſaw their Backs turn'd, but he took 
al! his Meaſures for attacking the two Camps, du- 
ring the Confuſion that would be cauſed by the 
Flames and the Horrours of the Night; and when 
the Moment approach'd that it was to be put in Exe- 
cution, he diicover'd his Stratagem to the Sultan. 


Bat this truly great Prince ſhadder'd at the 
Thought ; and far from approving thereof, blam'd 
him highly, for having undertaken ſuch an Enter: 
prize without conſulting him, © What Glory, faid 
he, can you imagine will accrue to me from this 
« Deſign? Is it ſubduing Men to conſume them in 
Flames? Have I declared War againſt them as an 
« Incendiary, or as a Conqueror? Ah! Vir ier, 
continued he ſighing, What a Stain are you going 
to fix upon my Name!” 


Although the Vz ier rightly judg'd that he ſhould 
meet with ſome Reproaches, he nevertheleſs did not 
think the Sultan would have reſented it fo highly. 
However, as it was a done Thing, and there was a 
Neceſlity of taking Advantage thereof, the Sultan 
gave out Orders according to the Grand Vizier's 
Plan; and cauſed his Army to be drawn out near the 
Poliſb Camp, to prevent their ſending Aſſiſtance from 
one Camp to the other. In the mean 9 the 
29 Zier, 
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Vizier, whole Sentiments were not ſo generous as 
his Maſter's, ſpared no Pains to take all Advantage 
of this Treachery, and to execute as a Fox, what 
he had not been able to effect as a Lion. 
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But Providence had decrecd otherwiſe; for at that 
very Moment, that the four Incendiaries, who had 
enter'd the Camp of the Coſſachs, were going to put 
in Execution this inhuman Deſign, they were ſur— 
priz'd, ſeiz d, and put to the Torture; when the 
Torments made them confeſs the whole Conſpiracy, 
with the Names of their Accomplices, who were all 
Subjects of the Nobility of P;4s/7a, They related 
alſo their Diſcourſe with the Fizter ; after which the 
were condemned to be faſten'd by the Shoulders up- 
on very high Poles, that the Turks might be able to 
{c2 them from their Camp, and to have large Wood 
Fires kindled at a proper Diſtance underneath, that 
the Flames might juſt roalt them by Degrees, with- 
out conſuming them, and putting an End to their 
Torments : This was accordingly done next Morn- 
ing at break of Day. 
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Kenaſtecic, General of the C acts, immediately 
ſent Word of this Diſcovery to the Poliſſßh᷑ Command- 
er, who gave Orders forthwith, to make ſtrift Search 
after the Reſt of theſe Wretches. But what ever 
Care they took, they could find but one, who under- 
went the fame Fate as his Companions ; the othe:s 
having betaken themſelves to Flight, eſcaped into the 
Woods. The Turks who had been all the Night un- 
der Arms, were extreamly ſurprized, when they 
ſuv theſe Wretches roaſting in the Air, and expiring 
under the moſt exquiſite Torments. 


The Grand Vizier not having been able to ſuc- 
ceed by* this Wile, reſolved to try another. As he 
knew the deceitful and ſubtle Temper of Conſtantine 


Vepel, 
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Verel, whom he had already ſent to the Poles as Me. 
diator, he ſent him again under the ſame Pretence, 
with Orders to remark narrowly all the Places by 
which he ſhould pals, to examine carefully into the 
State of the Camp, and to obſerve what Diſcourl: 
paſs'd among the Enemy. 


Having receiv'd his Inſtructions, Veel ſet out for 
the Pol/i/þ Camp, and cauſed Notice to be given th: 
General of his Arrival; who having a Miſtruſt, and 
not without Reaſon, of this ſubtle Greek, cauſed 
him to be told, that the continual Alarms which hap- 
pen'd in the Camp, not allowing him Time for Ne- 
gociations, he begg'd him to go to the Caſtle o 
Chaoczin, whither he would ſend Commiſſioners for 
that Purpoſe; and immediately had him conducted 
thither, under a good Guard, which did not ſuffer 
him to ſtop, or inquire into any Thing. To mortif; 
him yet more, Chodkiewict left him in the Caſtle 
whole Week, without ſending to him any one what 
ſoever; but, at laſt, leſt it ſhould be ſaid, that he vio 
lated the Law of Nations, in the Perſon of a Medu- 
tor, he ſent him a Letter for the Grand Vizio, 
wherein he told him, that notwithſtanding the Ad. 
vantages he had already gain'd over the $y/tar's Ar- 
my, he ſhould be always ready to conſent to àu ho. 
nourable Peace. 


The Hauęhtineſs of this Procedure, gave the“ 
⁊ier ſome Uneaſineſs; nevertheleſs his Head, fruit 
ful in Expedients, made him take a Courſe that we 
very near being fatal to the Poles, This «was to 
build a ſolid Bridge over the Tyre, each End c. 
which, he fortificd with a Fort, well furniſlic 
with Men and Artillery; this done, be detach 
thirty thouſand Men on the Side of Camisſecb a 
 Braham, where they laid waſte with Fire and Sold. 
all that the Tartars had ſpared ; All the Convoy: 

ch. 
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that were coming to the Poli Camp, were taken 
and carried to that of the Turks; which began to give 
them ſome Fears, this being the only way the Stan 
could conquer them. 


At the ſame time, Kirakas, Baa of Damaſcut, 
arrived at O/man's Camp, at the Head of an Army 
of forty thouſand Men, moſt of them Arabs. This 
Reinforcement raiſed prodigiouſly the Courage of 
the Turks; and the Sultan, to take advantage theres 
of, relolved again to give a general Aſſault to the 
Polio Camp. 


The Attack was begun at Fort Dinoth, which 
was furiouſly batter'd by thirty Pieces of Cannon; 
but Lubomirſty, who had forcicen their Deſign, had 
placed therein, two Hours before the Attack, a 
Party of the beſt Po/i/p Foot, who repulſed the 
Turks, in three Attacks, one after another, with 
confiderable Loſs. Finding they could do no 
Good on that Side, they attack'd Lubomirſty's Pol 
which they cannonaded with extreme Fury, and, at 
the fame time, they fired upon the Poliſß Camp, 
with a hundred Pieces of Cannon, which they had 
placed upon different Eminences. Never was Noiſe 
more dreadful; no body in the Camp was ſafe 
from the Bullets; the Pavillions of Prince U/adiflaus 
were quite ſhatter'd in Pieces, by ſeveral Vollies of 
a Battery that was pointed directly againſt them, 
and wherewith ſome Perſons of his Houſhold were 
killed; inſomuch, that the Prince, who had at that 
very Time a Fever upon him, was obliged to be 
removed to the Palatine of Kims Quarters. 


The Turks imagining they had cauſed a great Diſ- 
order nongt the Poles, attack'd the Fort of Zic- 
oui; which the General had cauſed to be built be- 
tween his Pavillions and Lubomirſty's, to cover the 
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head Quarters the better, and they were ſtill em- 
ploy'd in fortifying it. The Tarks, who were re- 
ſolved to carry it at any Rate, and who had made 
the other Attack, only to deceive their Enemies, had 
before ſecretly conveyed fix thouſand 7 anizaries into 
the Woods, who fallying on a ſudden, ſurprized the 
Garriſon. The Captains Ziczoui and Slagdroui 
were their firit Victims; they put to the Sword all 
the Poles who fell 1.co their Hands; ſeiz'd on the 
Colours; which they ſent immediately to the Sz“. 
tan, with the Heads of thirty Poles whom they 
had maſticred; aſſuring him they were the Heads of 
the principal Lords of the Enemy's Army. 


This Advantage put the Poles in a Conſterpation; 
and their General knowing the Importance ef this 
Poſt, mounted on Horſe- back, although fick, and 
cauſed the Fort to be attack'd by freſh Troops; but 
the Tur maintain'd themſelves therein, in ſpite of 
all his Efforts. Elate with this Sncceſs, and en- 
couraged by the Preſence of the Sultan, who, not- 
withſtanding the Advice of his Council, was reſol- 
ved to be preſent at the Iſſue of this Fight, they 
likewiſe attack'd the Fort of Veier. 


Veier, a German by Nation, who commanded there 
in Perſon, ſeeing the Turks approach, and im gin ing 
their Deſign, cauſed his Regiment to lie flat upen 
their Bellies, in the Trenches of the Fort, and in- 
ſtead of Balls, charged his Cannon with old Iron, 
Chains, and Nails. The Turks, as they drew near, 
ſeeing neither Fire nor Smoke, fancy'd they had 
ſurprized this Fort allo ; but when they were with- 
in thirty Paces of the 'Trenches, the Germans role 
up, and fired ſo ſcaſonably, that they cleared their 
firſt Ranks, but without putting them t Flight; 
the Artillery playing at the ſame Moment, and 


making a terrible Havock among their Battalions, they 
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at laſt gave Ground; and on a ſecond Diſcharge of 
the Cannon and ſmall Arms ſoon after, . they be- 
took themſelves to Flight, whilſt Peier's Germans 
purſued them cloſe at their Heels, and killed great 
Numbers. 


Chodkievick immediately took Advantage of this 
Moment, like an able Soldier and cauling the firſt 
Fort to be attack'd anew, carry'd it, put the Turks 
to Flight, and drove them before them to their 
Camp. The courageous O/man, ſeeing this Defeat, 
flew ,into_a violent Paſſion, reproaching both Of- 
fers and Soldiers with their extreme Cowardice, that 
neither his Preſence, his Threats, or Example, could 
prevail on them to do their Duty. He was enraged 
to the laſt Degree, at having rely'd on a Valour of 
fuch ſhort Duration, having often ſaid of theſe very 
Troops, that they would ſuffice him to ſubdue the 
reſt of Europe. He took this ſo much to Heart, that 
it broke his Slip, and made him reſtleſs even when 
in Bed; ſa thathe would riſe ten times in a Night, 
and change Chambers as often; but his Trouble fil 
@llowedhim wherever he went. 


His Miniſters being apprehenſive his continual 
Diſcontent would endanger his Health, exerted all 
their Eloquence to appeaſe him; but only the Baz 
of Buda, his Favourite, had the Addreſs to effect it. 
This Officer artfully inſinuated to him, that even if he 
ſhould not be able to reduce Poland, as he had flat- 
ter'd himſelf, he would ſtill gain infinite Glory by 
having undertaken it; ſince the greater the Difficulties 
were, the more he had ſhown the Greatneſs of his 
Courage, the Conſtancy of his Soul, and the Mag- 
nanimity of his Sentiments; and that in ſuch tender 
Years, that it was impoſſible either the preſent 
or future Ages ſhould refuſe him their Admira- 
tion; that beſides, he ought to conſider, that the 
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Poles loſing but a thouſand Men, it was more to them 
than ten thouſand to him; and that he was ſatis fed 
their Forces dwindled away every Day, ſo that they 
could not reſiſt him much longer. 


Theſe Words had more Influence upon O/mar, 
than all the Remonſtrances of his Minilters; as he 
was aſſured the B of Buda loved him ſincerely, 
he paid more Regard to him than any other ; this 
had excited the Envy of ſeveral great Men againit 
this Favourite, the more becauſe they were not ig- 
norant that the SItan's Value for him, was founded 
only on the diftinguiſh'd Merit of that B; who, 
to a fine Underſtanding, had a Courage Proof again{ 
the greateſt Dangers, and was one of the beſt Gene- 
rals in the Army. 


The Sullan being a little more compoſed, moun- 
ted on Horſe-back the next Morning, and rode 


through his Camp, attended by all his Court, diſſem- 


bling ſo well his Vexation and Diſcontent, that no 
body perceived it. He exhorted his Troops to be- 
have themſelves better for the future, aſſuring them 
their Enemies had ſuffered greater Loſſes than they, 
and that it was impoſſible for them to retrieve theirs; 
whereas, on the contrary, his Army, by the Rein- 
forcements he had received, was ſtronger than at the 
Beginning of the Campaign; and he hoped from 
their approved Courage, that they would exert them- 
ſelves with more Ardour and Reſolution on the new 
Occaſions he would ſoon find them. 


This Diſcourſe, utter'd with a Grace more than 
natural, and 2ccompanied with a Diſtribution of a 
ha:ge Sun of Money, produced all the. Effect that 
could be expected: A thouſand confuſed Cries were 

heard, extol.inz. him to the Skies, and promiſing 
N 5 chat 
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that he ſhould have ample Reaſon to be ſatisfied with 
their Zeal, and Valour. 


In the mean while, the Grand Vizier, who was 
one of thoſe t to whom the Ba of Buda gave the 
__ ſt Jer y, and who endeavour'd to out- ſtrip him 

s VII 2. s Favour, by ſome gborious Action, be- 
fon Res n'd the next Day „, that a great Convoy had 
been prepared at Camin:eck, to be ſent to the Polis 
Camp, and that it was to tet on that very Night, 
ſent thirty the uſand Turks and Tartars over the 
River Tire, with Orders 0 aſſault the Poſt guarded 
by the Hangarians, to facilitate the Paſſage of Con- 
voys to the Camp; and detach'd, at the Lime ti me, 
another Body of Troops to attack the Convoy. 

2 latter met with S1-ce%, took the Conv oy, and 
carry'd it to the Tr Camp; ; but they who at- 
taek'd the Poſt of the e Hungar iang, uſed their utmoſt 
E Forts to no purpoſe ; theſe laſt defending them- 
ſelves with ſo much Bravery, during all the Onſets 
given by the Tyrks, for four and twenty Houre, 
that, wears out with ſo long a Combat, and with 
their Loiles, they gave over the Deſign, leaving be- 
hind them 925 thouſand Men; notwithſtanding 


which, they claim'd the Victory in the Turi 
Camp.

But whatever Advantages the Poles gain'd every 
Day, they were daſh'd with ſo much Bitterneſs, that 
they reap'd from thence but a ſmall Satisfaction. 


The little Hope they had of the Su-cours that were 


to have been ſent them, the Grief of leeing all their 
Convoys carricd off by the Tartar, who were Ma- 


ſters of the whole Country beyond the River; the 


want of Forage and Proviſion, together with the 


un ww holeſome Air of Moldavia, the bad Water, and. 


the ſhort Allowance diltributed to the Soldiers, 
cauſed a general Sickneſs in the Camp, ſrom hien 
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neither Prince U/adi//anus, Chodkievick, nor the o. 
ther Generals, were free; and gave them more Un- 
eaſineſs than all the Attacks of their Enemies. 


The Prince, and the Poliſ General, who through 
a heroic Virtue, endeavour'd to get the better of the 
Fever which prey'd upon them, ftrove in vain to 
ſoften the Afflictions of all the Army, and to re-ani- 
mate, by their Example, the dying Courage of the 
Soldiers; moſt of whom, incapable of performing 
their Duty, either dropt off, without any Help, in 
their Huts, or endeavour'd to deliver themſelves 
from their extreme Miſery, by leaving the Camp, 
and furrendering to the Turi, in whole Compa- 
nies. In this terrible Extremity, Chodkievick aſ- 
ſembled the principal Officers of the Army, and 
after repreſenting to them the miſerable Condition 
to which they were reduced; with the Murmurs 
of the Coſ/acks, who inſiſted upon receiving their 
Pay; their daily threatning to abandon him; the 
Impoſlibility of ſatisfying them; and the little Hope 
there was of ſeeing the expected Succours arrive from 
Poland, and elſewhere, he concluded: That whilſt 
the Army was yet in a Condition to make one ge- 
nerous Effort, he was for attacking the Turks in their 
Camp; that he was very well inform'd it was eaſy 
to be forced in divers Places; and that it was his 
Deſign to begin the Onſet a little before Day; be- 
cauſe that dy ing Night the Turks viſited each other, 
to drink Wine in ſecret, retiring two Hours be- 
fore Day, that they might not be found by the /- 
mans, who go throughout the Camp, to call the 
Mu ſulmen to Morning Prayer. 


Prince Wadiſſaus, notwithſtanding his Weakneſs, 
by reaſon of his long Ilinels, and the Danger to 
which he expoſed himſelf, if this Deſign did not 
iuccecd, gave his Vote for the Attack, without He- 

ſtation ; 
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ſtation 3 and John Veier Palatine of Culm, with 
Konaſrienic General of the Cæſſachs, who were ac- 
ouzinted with the Ways of the Turkie Armies, the 
one by having ſerved long againſt them in Hungary, 
and the other by having waged War with them from 
his i; Infancy, were of the ſame Opinion, which was 
follow'd by the unanimous Conſent of all the reſt: 
Wherefore it was reſolved to execute this important 
Deſien the very next Night, and the neceſl. oy Dis- 
peitions, and Orders, were iſſued out accordingly. 


Night being come, the Barriers of Chod&ievick and 
Lubinirfky were open'd ; the Army marched out with 
the greateſt Silence 3 and every one went and poſted 
himſelf in his appointed Place : The Weather was 
calm and ſerene; no Motion was perceived in the, 
Turkiſh Camp; all were reſolved on behaving well; 
and the Succeſs was not doubted. The Soldiers, 
who were not ignorant of the immenſe Riches that 
were in the Camp, already reckon'd their Fortune 
made, and they waited only tor the Dawning of the 
Day, when a violent Shower fell on a ſudden, and 
continued to pour down, for two Hours with the 
ſame Fury, without any Clouds being ſeen, or the Skies 
being in the leaſt overcaſt. This obliged the Cofacks, 
who were neareſt the Enemy's Camp, to fend word 
to the Po/iſþ General, that it was impoſlible for 
them to make uſe of their Fire Arms, and they de- 
fired to be ordered from their Poſt. 


The whole Army being in the ſame Condition, 
they were obliged to recall the Troops, abandon the 
Enterprize, and return to the Camp. Never was 
Conſternation greater; the Soldiers were enraged al- 
molt to Madneſs, and the Commanders were in- 
finitely mortined : But they were ſoon informed, 
that what they look'd upon as the greateſt of Mil- 
fortuncs, was, on the contrary, aut cvident Sign of 
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the Favour of Providence, who had thereby ſecures 
them from a moſt terrible Overthrow. 


In effect, ſome Hungarian and German Deſerter 
had inform'd the Turks, not only of the Delign © 
the Poles, but of the Manner in which they were 
drawn up, and the Orders that had heen given. TI he 
Sultan being inform'd thereof, reſolved to ca mie 
them himſelf, and as they agreed in their Accounts, 
he did not queſtion the Truth. Hereupon, with- 
out being in the leaſt at a Loſs, he gave out his Or. 
ders with the Tranquillity of an old General, 
made his Diſpoſitions with a Prudence that furprize! 
all the Officers, charging them, above all, to keep 
a profound Silence, the better to ſurprize the E. 
nemy, 


This was all executed in a few Hours; O/nan vi- 
ſiicd every Poſt, and having feen all things in Rea- 
dinel>, waned with great Temper the Moment ot 
the Attack, wherein the Poles muſt undoubtedl)/ 
have all periſhed, had it not been for this miraculous 
Rain, which diſabled them from any Undertakirg. 
In the mean while, Day appearing, and the Su/tas 
ſeeing the Rear of the Enemy's Troops returning 
to their Camp, was infinitely concern'd that they 
had not exccuted their Deſigns ; but the Po/es being 
mſorm'd of the Riſque they had run, look'd upon 
what had happen'd as the peculiar Mercy of Heaven", 
and praiſed God for it, by a ſolemn 1 hankigiving, 
throughout the Camp. 


However, the Deſpair of the Cc was fo great, 
that they were reſolved not to return to their Quarters 
empty handed; whereupon fifteen thouſand of them 
paſs'd the Tire, and marching towards where the 777 
were feeding their Cattle, under a ſtrong Guard, 
tell upon them by Surprize. The Battle was * 

ut 
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but the Valour of the Cœſachs gain'd the Day; the 


Turks betook themſelves to Flight, and not being 
able to reach the Bridge, leap'd into the Tire ; where 
being carried away by the Violence of the Stream, 
and not able to gain the other Side, moſt of them 
were drowned, and the reſt made Slaves. The Co- 
jacks, without Loſs of Time, drove theſe vaſt Herds 
to their Camp, whilſt the Tyr4s, being informed of 
this Misfortune, ſent to their Aſſiſtance, but too late. 


Nevertheleſs, this Booty of the C acts was but 2 
ſraall Relief, in the cruel Extremity to which the 
whole Pol iſb Army was reduced. Accordingly, ſoon 
after, the Murmurs began again in the Co//acts Camp. 
They were even upon the Point of proceeding to a 
general Deſertion, ſome demanding their Pay, and 
others, not content therewith, requiring likewiſe the 
Addition of a Reward. Hereupon Konaſteric, their 
General, no longer knowing what to do to reſtrain 
them, ſent Word to the Po/ifþ General and the 
Commiſſioners, to apply ſome ſpeedy Remedy there- 
to, aſſuring them all was loſt without the greateit 


Expedition. 


In this Extremity, Prince Uladi/laus, who by 
his Generofity, Courage, and Prudence, had ac- 
quired the Love of the whole Armv, immediately 
diſpatch'd three illuſtrigus Generals, very well known 
to the Coſacks, viz. Opaliniiy, Lubomirſtv, and Ce- 
S, who uſed their utmoſt Efforts to appeaſe 
them: But SGi, who was yet better known to 
them than the othur two, without {tanding to make 
ary long Harangue, corfurcd them, in the Name 
of Prince Uadif/aus, by the Number of Victories 
they had gain'd together againft the Aſz/corites, and 
by the formidable Valour, which made the 7771. 
tremize even in C:n/arntinehle, not to abandot | 
R:publick in her preſent Neceffty 8 3 
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tereſt of all Chriftendom, the Welfare of the State, 
and their own Glory, avhich they had pag ed un- 
blemiſh'd for ſo many Ages, was at ſtake: And to 

add more Weight to his Words, he of d them 2 
Gratuity of hfty thouſand Livers, in the Name of the 
Prince, and the Commiſſioners, Whi h was all then 
remaining in the Military Cheſt ; alluring them, 
that at the End of the Campaign, the Prince gave 
them his Word, to ſee them paid all the Sums due 
a” promied to them, in whatever Place they ſhould 


appoint. 


Although thi-Diſcourſe had no great Power over the 
Hunger and Thirſt they daily ſuffer'd, the Conſidera- 
tion of the Prince and their General, with the Hopes of 
the promiſed Rewards,prevailed ſo far upon them, that, 
after many Conteſts, they accepted the Offers; con- 
tenting themſelves with a Promiſe in Writing, un- 
der ther Hands of the Prince, and the principal Po- 
liſo Lords, whereby they aſſured them of the Pay- 
ment, and made themſelves reſponſible for it. 


In the mean while, the Grand-Vizier, who con- 
tinually endeavourd to amuſe the Poles with the 
Hopes of Peace, obliged Radulo, Palatine of Wala- 
chia, to write to Choakievick, to ſend to the Turkiſh 
Camp a Deputy, impower'd to treat of Peace; aſ- 
ſuring him, upon his Word, that he ſhould be fa- 
vourably reccived, that the Law of Nations ſhould 
be ſtrictly obſerved, and that he ſhould have all the 
Honours paid him, that were due to a Deputy from 
the Republick of Poland. To perſuade him the 
more of the Sincerity of the Intentions, he diſpatch'd 
Conjlantine Veri, with theſe Letters. 


The Poles immediately choſe Zeligſty, a Man of 
great Wiſdom and Prudence, and ſent him back with 
Jerel. On his Arrival, the Grand-Vizzer gave yu 
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Audience without Delay, and he preſented the Vigier 
his Credentials, demandig Sureties anſwerable to the 
Majeſty of the Republick, that he might go and 
come without Danger. 


This having been granted him, he told the F7- 
ier, that the Friendſhip which had long ſubſiſted 
between the Ottoman Family, and the P Repub- 
lick, had cauſed great Jealouſies among the Relations 
and Allies of their Monarchs; that notwithſtanding 
this, they had always refuſed to unite with the reſt 
of Chriſtendom againſt that Family; that, for their 
Part, they had carefully maintain'd this Alliance 
and that the Su/tan Oſman, on his Acceſſion to the 
Throne, had likewiſe promiſed to obierve it; that 
nevertheleſs he had treated ill their Ambaſſador at 
the Porte, and had declared War againſt them; that 
if the Behaviour of the Co/acks had given him any 
Diſpleaſure, it had neither been with the Conſent 
of the Republick, nor the King; that the Cofacks 
alledged it was only by way of Reprizal for the daily 
Robberies and Incurſions of the Tartars upon their 
Territories; and that he could promiſe, in the 
Name of the King, and the Republick, that if his 
Highneſs would keep the Tartars within the Bounds 
of the Treaties, the C/acks ſhould not, for the fu- 
tare, commit any Acts of Hoſtility. 


This Conference, which was only an Amuſe- 
ment, whereby the Vizier thought to lull the Poles 
aſleep, came likewiſe to nothing. In the mem 
while, O/man had given his Troops four Days Re- 
ipite, with Deſign to attack the P, liſh Camp, in ſe- 
veral Places, and to com mand his Men in Perſon: 
A Hungarian Traytor having pointed out to the 
Turks the weakeſt Part of the Camp, where the 
principal Attack was to be made, and there it was 
at the Su/tan would command in Perſon. But all 
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the Vizzers of the Bench, the Mufty, and the 
Generals, who were no Strangers to his Courage 
and Intrepid: „„ Which it had already coſt them 4. 
bundance of Pains to reſtrain, threw themſclves a: 
his Feet, to diſſuade him from fo dangerous a Reſolu. 
tion, degging him to preſerve his ſacred Perſon, 
whereon both the Welfare of the State, and the 
Glory of the Empire dependcd. 


This valiant Prince made Anſwer ; that he was te- 
folved to ſhare the Davger of his Army, and animate 
them by his Example; that he had not put himſelf at 
the Head of his Troops, to be a calm Spectator of the 
Blood they ſhed for him; and that, on this Occaſior 
the greatcit Dangers were more glorious to him than 
the Poſſeſlion of the Empire. This Reſolution made 
the whole Divan tremble; and every one ſtood 

Speechleſs, not knowing which Way to divert this 
Storm; when the brave B of Buda threw him- 
felt at his Feet, and conjured him to honour him 
with the Command of this Attack, promiſing he 
would open the Way to the whole Army, and 
carry them into the midit of the Enemics Camp: 
At the ſame Time every Voice was raiſed to approve 
of the Baſſa's Requelt, and the Sultan, who cculd 
not refuſe any Thing to this illuſtrious Favourite, 
upon whole Valour he depended as much as upon 
himſelf, was prevail on at liſt by his Supplication 
And all the Army, and the Divan, had fo great an 
Opinion of this Bas Courage and Prudence, that 
they were overjoy'd the Sultan had given Way to 
his Intrezties. 


Thus it was reſolved, that the principal Attack, 
ſhould be commanded by the BaY/a of Budo, and that 
be ſtiould be ſupported by the Grand-Yizier with the 
Flower of the Army ; All the other Liſpitions hav- 
ing been relolved cn, the whole Nigl.t was ipent in 
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preparing every Thing for the Execution next Morn- 
ing. A Body of Janizar ies were ſecrety convey'd 
into the Woods, with Orders to obſerve a profound 
Silence *till the Moment the Signal was given; 
and at break of Daygthe whole Army was ranged iu 
Order of Battle. The Aſlault was begun by canno- 
nading Lubomirſer's Quarter, to draw the Poles on 
that Side, they made a Feint alſo of having a De- 
ſign upon that of Chodkrer ich, which they canuonaded 
in the like Manner; but the 5% of Buda, leaving 
behind him the Fort of Feier, march'd directly, with 
a Body of choſen Troops, to the Intrenchment of the 
Hungarian Meſcin, being the Place that had 
been pointed out as the weakeſt, and which in Ef- 
fect was really ſo. 


The Onſet was very briſk, but the Ps/zs made a 
gallant Defence, till the Fanizaries, who were con- 
ceal'd in the Woods, fally'd out, and made a ſecond 
Attack as briſk as the firſt. The Po/es, ſurprized, 
were born down, and the Intrenchments carried; 
aud the Baſ of Buda, who imagin'd himſelf follow'd 
by the Grand Vizier, advanced forwards into the 
Camp, where the Turks put all to the Sword that 
fell into their Hands. 


The whole Po/i/p Camp was quickly in an Alarm, 
and great Part of theta believing all loſt, gain'd the 
Bridge over the Tie, with Delign to ſecure them- 
ſelves by Flight; but General Chod4tevick haſtening 
to their Relief, reanimated their drooping Spirits, 
by his Preſence and Cour-:ge and advanced againt 
the Ba of Buda at the Head of the German Re- 
eiments of Sapiat and Zelnocl. On the other Hand 
Labemirſbi attack'd him inthe Flank, and puſh'd him 
with Vigour, and finding the Tur4s were not ſup» 
ported, they ſurrounded them on all Sides. The brave 
B aof Badu, enriyed at the Treechery of the Grand 
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Vizier, who never appeared, behaved himſe!f with 
a ſurprizing Valour, and fought like a Lyon, til 
the laſt Drop of his Bleod ; but at laſt, being cver- 
whelm'd with Numbers, he dy'd upon the Spot, 
having received ninetcen mortal Wounds. 


The Turks immediately took up his Body, and 
carried it out of the Po/i/þ Camp, but neverthe- 
leſs ſeeing their General fall, they loſt Courage, 
and gave Ground; upon which Labomirſti drove 
them before him over the Intrenchments, where 
they again made a Stand Then the Grand Vigier, 
ſeeing the Body of the Ba//a of Buda, whom he had 
juſt ſacrificed to his Jealouſy, uſed his utmoſt Effort; 
to penetrate again into the Poliſh Camp. To this 
End, he ſacrificed the Flower of his Army, and fought 
himſelf like a Man in Deſpair, expoſing himſeltf like 
a common 7ariZary; but all his Endeavours were 
to no Purpole, he could never retrieve the Misfor- 
tune he had occaſioned : This treacherous and envi- 
ous Man, ſeeing that the B had forced the In- 
trenchments, and that the 7% pour'd into them in 
great Numbers, inſtead of following them, as had 
been agreed on, marched off unperceived, on Pretencc 
of attacking ſome_other Part of the Camp, that he 
might abandon one whom he looked upon as his 
Rival in the Szllan's Favour, although he had Or- 
ders to ſuſtain him. 


The Courage and Bravery of the Po/es, who made 
an obſtinate Reſiſtance, gave him Reaſon to repent 
more than once of this Treachery, and obliged him 
to retreat, after the Loſs of cight thouſand Men. The 
Fizicr, toconceal his Perfidy, cauſed the Body ofthe 
Bafja to be put in a Chariot drawn by four white Hor- 
ſes, and cover'd with Cloth of Gold. The whole Army 
honour'd his Memory with Tears and Lamentations ; 
the Turks have always reckoned him, in the Nuaiber of 
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their greateſt Heroes who have fallen in Battle. 
To revenge his Death, they cut in Pieces the Fun- 
-2r1an who had given them the Intelligence, al- 
though it was true, and had almoſt cauſed the entire 
Deſtruction of the Poles, which had been inevitable, 
had the Vizier ſupported him. 


O/man expreſs'd an extreme Grief at the Death 
of this great Man, and beſtow'd Tears on his 
Memory; accompanying them with Commenda- 
tions worthy of the Friendſhip he bore him, and 
the Merit of this illuſtrious General: He likewiſe 
cauſed his Body to be carry'd to Con/tantinop/e, with 
Orders to erect him a magnificent Monument ; and 
whatever Reaſons the Vizier could alledge in his 
Vindication, he could never overcome the Suſpicion, 
the Sultan had conceiv'd againſt him, not doubting 
but there had been Treachery in his Behaviour. 


To revenge himſelf of this Loſs, that Prince re- 
ſolved to go and befiege Caminiech, a Place which 
Nature, more than Art, has render'd almoſt impreg- 
nable, that he might deprive the Po/cs of all Manner 
of Communication with Poland. To this End, he 
detach'd a Body of thirty thouſand Horſe, and hiteen 
thouſand 7aniZaries over the Tire, and putting 
himſelf at their Head, march'd directly to Caminiecs, 
Being come within Sight thereof, he advanced him- 
ſelf to take a View of it, and after having examin'd 
its Situation with a Sort of Aſtoniſhment, aſk'd the 


General, who attended him, Who it was that had 


fertify'd it to that Degree? The Baſſa of Damaſcus 
anſwer'd, that it was God: Whereupon this Prince 
view'd it yet ſome Time longer, after which turn- 
ing about to bis Attendants, Nell! ſaid he, then let 
(od himſelf take it; and that Inſtant, giving over 
his Deſign, he diſcharged all his Reſentment upon 
the open Country, which he laid waſte, He then 
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attack'd in vain the Caſtle of Paniomice, Which he 
batter'd for four and twenty Hours with thirty Piece 
of Cannon, after which he cauled it to be ftorr 

with Fury; but the Garriſon having repulied the 
Fanizaries, they grew weary of the Service, and 
could not be prevailed to make a fecond Attac! 
This Diſobedience reduced the Shas to the ecel. 
ſity of railing the Siege of this paltry little Town, 
and returning to the Camp ; which he did, curling 
more than ever the Cowardice of the Fanizaries, 


againſt whom he conceived an invincible Aver 
lion. 


The Sultan's Abſence had given the Po/cs fone 
Reſpite, but the Exils under which they ground, 
allow'd them none. Sickneſs, and the Scarcity of Pro. 
vilion, reduced them to ſuch Deſpair, that in Order 
to extricate themſelves from their Mil ery, they de- 
ſerted in whole Droves ; chooſing rather to run the 
Hazard of drowning, or of being taken by the Enc- 
mies, than to ſuffer ſuch Calamitics any longer. In 
vain did the Generals uſe their utmoſt Efforts to ex- 
hort them to Patience, they would no lenger give 
them the Hearing ; and their Minds were 10 much 
bent upon deſerting, that one Day the Tartars hav- 
ing carried off a Convoy, on the other Side of the 
River, pretty near the Camp, that was coming 
from Brahan and ſome Sutlers who had eſcapet, 
having ſaid, that the Tartars might fill be overta- 
ken, if they were expeditious, above three thouſand 
Soldiers left the Camp on Pretence of attacking them, 
and making their Eicape to the Woods, not one of 
them return d; which occaton'd a Proclaination, for- 


bidding any one to pais the ice without, Order, 
on Pain of Death. 


All theſe M sfortuncs redu ed h: Generals to Des 
pair, whereot they carefully informed Choghierich, 
vw 1.9 
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who was overwhelm'd with Sickneſs and regu 
Nevertheleſs this great Man, notwithitanding his ſe- 
vere Ilinels, cauſed himſelf to be carried | in his Bed 
to an Eminence in the middle of the Camp. where 
having the Army drawn together, he rai-'d himſelf 
UP, ; ang thus addreſo'd himſelf to the Soldiers with a 
languid Voice 


You fee, my Fellow. Soldiers, the Obſtinacy of 
* the Hultan, in perſiſting in the unjuſt War, where- 
« with he buen to crvſh Us The Scarcity of 
6 um - the Want of Horſes ; the Number of 
the Dead, and Sick; all the Calamities we ſuffer ; 
* tos ether with the ſmall Hopes of being relieved, 
having no News of the King g, or the Poliſh Ar- 
rier- ban; induce me to apprehend, that there re- 
* mains no Likehy hood of being able to attack ſuch 
powerful Enemies with fo weak an Army ; having 
* loit one third of the Cay alry, our principel Strength, 
* and yet it would be more imprudent to expect 
chem, having but very little Powder left; this o- 
| dies me to ex hort you to conſider now of ſome 
* Means to bring surſelves off, ſince it is reaſonable 
** {0 preſerve the Perſon of the Prince: Wherefore 
* my Advice is for the whole Army to retreat in a 
1 Body, rather than to run away in Companies as 
they do every Day.“ 


This ſaid, he held his Tongue, and caſting upon 
the Aſſembly, a Look full of Rage and Indignation, 
examin'd the Air and Countenance of the Soldiers; 
who percetving that their General {poke againſt his 
Sentiments, that he was incenſed at them for their 
daily Deſertions, and that the whole Drift of his 
Diicourſe was only to reanimate their Courage, fee- 
Ing vittbly in his Face the Exceſs of his Reſentment 3 
cry'd out with one Accord, that it was better to die 
a thouſand Dcaths for the Defence of their Country, 

than 
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than to live with the Reproach of a diſhonoura}- 
Flight; that it was in great Dithculties, that Vir. 
tue ſhew'd itſelf the molt ; and that they were ready 
to take an Oath, never to forſake their Colour: 
Konaſtievic, General of the Cg//acks, with ſever] 
others, had the ſame Generoſity as the Poles. 


The General overjoy'd, at his Stratagem's havin 
met with ſuch good Succeſs, calling all his Council 
about him, pretended to take their Advice; after 
which turning to his Soldicrs, he told them, ** that 
he never in his Days had received a greater Satis 
faction, than he did then, in ſeeing with what 
Zeal they were incited to the Defence of their 
Country ; that by their Courage and Virtue they 
had reſtored him to Life, and reanimated his 
languid Body; that he hoped they would perfe- 
vere in this generous Ardour, and that he would 
die ſooner than abandon them; and that being 
** ſtrengthen'd by the Grace of God, guided by 
good Fortune, and ſupported by their Virtue, he 
% would always be the firſt to lead them againſt 
* the Enemies of their Country.“ 


Never had Harangue a more ſudden or more ge- 
neral Effect; the Soldiers join'd in mutual Embra- 
ces, {wearing to ſuccour cach other reciprocally ; and 
ſhaking Hands moſt of them with their Compani- 
ons, as a Pledge of the Allitiance they interchange— 
ably promiſed each other; expreſling the utmoſt Ab- 
horrence of thoſe Traitors who had left the Camp ; 
and ſwearing a Thouſand Oaths to die reſolutely, and 
ſuffer all Extremities, rather than be guilty of ſuch 
a Baſeneſs. This cordial Love and Union amonglt 
the Army, brought Tears of Joy into the Eyes of the 
illuſtrious Civic, who then believed himſelf in- 
vincible. 
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The Coacks likewiſe, in their Camp, follow'd the 
Example of the Poles; and that very Night eight 
thouſand of them marching out without Beat of 
Drum, penetrated without Noiſe into the Turkiſp 
Camp, by the Quarters of the deceaſed Baſ/a of Bu- 
da, and cut in Pieces their out Guard with ſome 
Centinels. This done, they advanced onwards, put 
to the Sword the Soldiers whom they found faſt a- 
lleep, took the red Colours of the Colonel General 
or Aga of the Fanizaries, andearry'd off a Number 
of Camels and Horſes richly laden, before the Turks 
could come to themſelves. They purſued them, 
however, for ſome Time; but the Fear of falling 
into an Ambuſcade, made them return to their Camp 
without overtaking them. 


As there was in the Po/i/þ Army a numerous Body 
of young Nobility, all Men of approved Courage, 
they divided themſelves every Day into Parties, and 
gave perpetual Alarms to the Turkiſh Camp; the one 
being no ſooner returned, but the other went out, 
and not one of them came back without acquiring 
ſome Glory. The Poles had likewiſe a famous Par- 
tizan, named Fietety; by whoſe continual Incurſions 
into their Camp the Turks ſuffer'd confiderable Lof- 
ſes. He was fo ſucceſsful during this Expedition, 
that there was hardly a Day wherein he did not gain 
lome glorious Prize from the Enemy. 


The perpetual Loſſes which the SzZLtan met with 
from the Beginning of this Campaign, with the Death 
of the Baſ/a of Buda, for which he was inconlolable, 
ſo much ſowred his Temper, that he was hardly to 
be known for the ſame Perſon. He daily curſed the 
Cowardice of the Fanizaries, on whom he never 
caſt his Eyes, without giving them a Look full of 
Terrour. The Mufti's prudent Remonitrances had 
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no longer any Effect upon his exaſperated Soul; 
'twas impoſſible for him to bear the Prefence of ths 
Grand Vizicr Unim, whom he often loaded with 
Reproaches, imputing to him all the ill Succeß 95

idle Opinion their Emperor had of them, began in 
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tended. But his Vexation was {© great, thot it re- 


quired ſome Sacrifice to appeaſe it, and it was upon 
the Grand Vizer that the Weight of his Anger fell. 
He accuſed him of being the Cauſe of the Muriaies 
of the 7anizaries, and other Troops, by whom he 
Vas hated ; and this Miniſter was upon the Point 
of falling a Victim to his Maſters Wrath, and the 
Soldiers ill Will, but for the Muti, and ſome BH., 
ho ſav'd his Life by their Interceſſions. The Sz“ 
lan, to ſatisfy them, contented himſelf with depri 
ving him of the Seals of the Empire, and confer- 
ring them on Dilaver, Balla of Meſopotamia, a Man 
in Years, of great Experience in Affairs, and who had 

acquired a valt Reputation among the Troops, ior 
having negociated and concluded the lai Peace with 


the Perſi aus. 


He was generous and affable; had brought im- 
menſe Treaſures into the Sz/tar's Treaſury, on his 
Return from Aa; and by his Liberality, and the 
Gooancls of his Temper, bad gain d the Love and E- 
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ew of all the great Officers of the Porte. The 
lian a little better ſatisfy'd, on ſeeing his Choice 
1 approved, ſuffer'd himſelf to be prevaibd 
on by the Mufti, who employ'd his Power over that 
Prince's Mind, in favour of Ujaim, to obtain him 
the Place of ſecond Vizier, which was granted 
The new Grand Vizier, after holding a private 
Council with the Mufti, the Kiſer-Agaſi, and di- 
vers F'isicrs of the Bench, concluded to renew the 
Conferences of Peace with the Po/es. Their Depu- 
ty was {till in the Camp; wherefore he ſent for him, 
treated him with great Civility, and aſſured him, that 
he would contribute with all his Heart towards the 
Concluſion of a Peace, provided the Poles would be- 
have themſelves with Sincerity therein; that his De- 
ſign was to ſend him back, that he might aſſure their 
General and the whole Nation of his good Inclina- 
tions, and that he offer'd to give the receſſary Paſ- 
port: to any E On ſlador that ſhould be impower'd to 
treat about it; that Con/?antine Veri ſhould accom- 
pany him, and _ he might impart to him the In- 
tentions of the Poli Council upon this Head, 


They ſet out next Mo: ning; but on their Arrival 
at the Camp, they found all the Soldiers in a great 
Affliction, at the deſperate Condition to which CH. 
tiere was reduced, his Diſtemper increaſing every 
Moment. At laſt, his Strength having entirely for- 
ſaken him; and the Phyſicians having declared that 
there was no longer any Hopes, he was removed to 
the Caſtle of CHoczin, to free him from the Noiſe 
of the Camp, and give him Time to ſettle the Af, 
fairs of his Family and Conſcience. 


The Soldiers ſceing his Coach paſs by, burſt all 
into Tears; but this illuſtrious General comforted 
them both ly his Looks and Geſture, always recom- 
mending to them the Defence of their Country. He

U/aim, who was actually brave, 
and an able Genera), would fain have rally'd them, 
but they gave no Ear to him, and he fell himſelf in- 
to the Hands of the Ceſſachs, who, not knowing 
him, plunder'd him of his Arms, his Money, and his 
rich Clothes; in ſhort, ſtript him ſtark naked. But 
during the Tumult and Confuſion of their Plunde- 
rinz, he had the Dexterity to make his Eſcape into 
the Woods, where, after having been miſerably torn 
in getting through the Briars, Thorns, and Brambles, 
he had the good Luck to find a Cave, which ſerved 
to ſhelter him till Day-light : Then hearing no more 
Noiſe, he ventur'd out, and got again to the $4/tan's 
Camp, where he had much ado to make himſelf 
known, his Face and Body was ſo greatly disſi- 
gured. | 


The Cache, contented with the rich Booty they 
had got on this Occaſion, convey'd it to their 
Camp, upon a Nuiiber of Horſesand Camels, taken 
likewiſe from L/a.n's Forces. Oſinan, inraged at 
ſo many Loſſes daily, reſolved to give a general Aſ-

At Day-break, the Sultan advanced ſoftly, at the 
Head of his whole Army drawn in up Battle Array, 
within Muſket-ſhot of the Poliſb Intrenchments. 
A hundred Pieces of heavy Cannon begun the Ac- 
Lion, with ſo terrible a Noiſe, that the Ecchoes re- 
peating the Sound,. it was heard thirty Leagues from 
the Camp. This continual Fire cauſed a Diſorder 
in ſeveral Quarters; upon which Oſinan cauſed the 
Camp to be attack'd in five different Places: The 
Turks behaved themſelves with more Reſolution than 
at other Times, being animated by the Preſence of 
their Emperor, who at the Head of a Body of Spabis, 
attack'd in Perſon the Cavalry commanded by Genc- 
ral Praſi nau, who nad retired into a Valley, to ie- 
cure himſelf from the Fire of the Artillery.

By this means, 
he wrote divers Times to the Myfty's Daug}: m 
and although {he always anſwer'd him with Aby 
dance of Relerve, affecting more Reſpect than Ten.

perceive, that this Coldneſs proceeded more #r. 
Spleen than Indifterence. Wherefore, notw!; 
itanaing the continnal Employment the War fou, 
him, and the Dangers to which he expoſed hi 
every Day, his Paſhon ſoon blazcd out with its forme: 
Violence, and rides yet the more Strength, as he 
had no Qt — there, that could in the leaſt take 
his Thoughts off from her; having brought no Wo- 
man with him, alledging, that ſoft Plealures og! 
to mcet with no Entertainment amongſt rea! W: 
riours. But this Continency render'd him on 
more ſenſible of the dear Remembrance he alva 
12tain'd of Aphendina, of whom he was always tal- 
king to the Muf 75, continually complaining of the 
the Coldneſs of her Lettcrs. 


Terre this able Stateſman, who ſaw how 2- 
verſe this Prince was to Peace, reſolved to take Ad- 
vantage of the reviving of his Love, by making that 
a Means of bringing him to conſent to it.

Sultan would recede fron. the others; and velieving 
that Canſtanti ne Verel 3 ſubtile and delign Ing Tem- 
per wor Id ſucceed better than the // ayode's Sincerity, 
he ſent him to the Ambaſſadors.

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But Veiel, who only ſtudicd to gain his Erds, 
without examining which Way it was done, pro- 

ſed of his own Head to the Ambaſſadors, that to 
ſatisfy the Sultan about the Article of the Cech, 
they need only take ſome Criminals out of the Pri- 
ſon of Caminieck and Cf ln, and deliver them ty 
the Grrand-Signtir, making him believe that they 
were the Chiefs of the Cofjar hs, However, the 
Ambaſſadors, who ſaw through Vecel's Impoſture 
and perceived, that in tricking the Su/tar, he hop'd 
to put an Affront upon the Co/acks, and arrogate to 
himſelf the Succels of the Negotiation, anſwer'd 470 11 
with Diſdain, That ſuch bale Artihces were neu 
© practifed among the ,; and that they knew 1s 
« rwel/ bow to defend themiclves again? the Wilcs

Vert, thus diſappointed, returned to give an = 
count ol his Negotiation to Dilaver, who not fat 
fed therewith, and believing that his Auchori ity 
would have more Weight, reſolved to have a Con- 
ference himſelf with the Ambaſladors ; where- 
fore, ſending for them, he infiſted upon the Puniſh 
ment of the Cofacks, and the Tribute; repreſenting 
to them, that if they refuſed thoſe two Conditions, 
they would again draw upon them the Army of the 
Grand-Signior; that his Camp would abound with 
al Things till the End of November ; that after- 
wards it would be put into Winter Quarters in M-/- 
davia, Walachia, and the other neighbouring Pro- 
vinces, in order to keep the Tartars and Walach:i- 
ans ncar the Frontiers of Poland, that they might 
ravage even to the Heart of the Kingdom; and 
that at the Beginning of the Spring, they mult again 
expect the Efforts of O/man's Army, which he 
would again command in Perſon ; and that it would 
be much more formidave than that they ſaw at pre- 

ſent, 
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„Orders being already given, to raiſe new Le- 
vies in Upper and Lower . 2 Europe, and America. 


During this Diſgourſe, Dilaver carefully exami- 
ned the Looks of the Ambaſſadors ; and not ſceing 
any thing therein that ſeem'd to ſhew the leaſt Fear, 
was defir us, if poſlible, to territy them; wherefore 
he told them, in a more ſevere Tone, © That fince 
„they would come to no Terms, they might re— 
turn; but that they muſt be reſponſible for all 
„the Calamities with which their Country would 
'** ſoon be overwhelm'd.” 


At theſe Words, Zoraciné, chief of the Em- 
baſly, anſwer'd with Reſojution, “ That till then 
the Fortune of War had bcen equal; that neither 
the one nor the other could tell to which Side 
« Victory would incline, at the End of the War, 
„ ſince that was a Point conceal'd from Mankind, 
God having reſery N the Knowledge thereof to 
himſelf alone; that the Turks had as Inile Reaſon 
© to boalt, as the Po/es had to fear; and that their 
Nation born and bred up in the Enjoyment of Li- 

berty, would ſuffer, with Courage, the moſt dread- 
„ful Extremities, rather than un: Gergy the Ottoman 

Yoke.” This ſaid, they roſe up, and took Leave of 
the Vizier, thanking him for havi ing erde invio- 
ably the Law of Nations, for having received and 
treated them with Honour, and for ſending them 
back with the the ſame Candour, and with a Probity 
worthy of the great Prince he repreſented,

The Grand-Vizier, aſtoniſh'd at this Conſlancy, 
remain'd ſome Time without ſpeaking ; but coming 
to himſelf, and putting on a milder Look, he ſtopt 
the Ambaſſadors: ** Stay, ſaid he, / ſee plain!y tue 
* muſt part 2 Friend.” And from that Day he 
ſeem'd very eaſy about the other Conditions — the

by this means, they often obtain Pardon even (1 
their Extortions, and other Crimes; And "tis tr 
make themlelves Amends for thee immenſe Fx 
pences, that they ſacrificg both the publick Welfare 
and their Prince's Grandeur, to their own priv | 
Intereſt. Neverthcleſ(s, if the Tarks are to be be | 
lieved, tis the Sine Porte that is th: Centro o. 
Juſtice and Equity; but yet there is no Place in the 
Univerſe where they exerciſe ſuch Rapine, whi 
excites Horrour in all honeit Men. 


We muſt not wonder then, if the Stans, wir. 
convinced of theſe Truths, treat the Bau, with 
much Rigour; ſince What patls; with us for the Et- 
fect of Cruelty, is often only the F.frect of their Jultice 
Nevertheleſs, as Onan's Minilters knew him to ©: 
infinitely rigid upon this Head, they managed to, 4:

verign; and as the Tribute was one principal Point, 
they abandon'd the Article of the Cæſacts, and in- 
filed more than ever upon that.

(here he was impatiently expected. 


Seb "oſt having aſſured the Grand-Vizier, that 
Ling Sigmund ſhould ſend Oſman ſuch an Ambaſ- 
ador as was deſired, and that he ſhquld bring the 
Preſent of the Republick, all other Difficulties were 
removed, and the Articles of Peace ſettled the ſame 
Day. The Grand-Vizicr ſummon'd againſt next 
Day, all the other Yiziers, the High- "Treaſurer, 
the Cadiliſt iers, the firſt Cady, and all the Grand- 
Sighior's en which met at Eight in the Mor- 
ning, October 18. 1621. D/laver, in a rich Habit, 
with all the Marks of his Dignity, was placed in the 
middle of this ſtately Aſſembly, upon a large Sofa 
raited above the reſt: This Miniſter had likewiſe 
ſummon'd the Chancellor of the Cham of Tartary, 
ang the Palio Ambaſſadors brought with them Sta- 
niflags 2 wn had been named to attend

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During this, the Emperor O/man, who reſclved 
to be informed of every thing, was in his private 
Chamber, which look'd into the Divan, and from 
whence he could fee and hear all without being ſcen, 
in the ſame manner as in his Seraglio. When cvery 
one had taken his Place, the Granrd-Viztier ad- | 
dreſs'd himſelf to the Ambaſſadors, in the following my 
Terms.

Then turning to the Chancellour of the Cham of ( 
Tartary, who immediately proſtrated himſelf before | 
him, he faid to him as follows. 


T have ſent for thee hither, that thou mayſi nit 
br ignorant of the Conditions of the Peace, and that 
thou mayſi declare to the Cham of Tartary, in the 
Name of the Grand-Signior, Oſman, in robe Pre- 
fence he is but as Duſt, and even his Foot-ſtool, the 
rigorous Cemmand of his Highneſs ; who forbids him, 
far the ſuture, to commit any Af of Hoſtility againſt 
Poland; aſſuring him, that if he any ways offers to 
tbe contrary, it ſhall coſt him his Head. 


The Chancellour of Tartary proſtrated himſelf a 
ſecond time, before he made any Anſwer: After 
which, he deſired that the Aſſembly would be plcas d 
to aſſign for the Limits between Poland and Tartary, 
the River called by their Anceſtors S$/#a%odz. To

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this the Vizier reply'd, that the Caſe in Queſtion 
was not to ſettle the Limits of the Kingdoms, but 
only to obey the Su/tan's Commands, and that he 
was not to mention any thing not relating to the

ho frer this haughty Anſwer, the Articles of the Peace 
wore committed to Writing, ind ſigned by the Grand- 
15 er, the principal Miniſters of the 2 and 
: Poliſh Ambaſſadors; which done, they mutu- 
ty congratulated each other on the happy Event. 
hat Cere mony being over, the Sherbet was 
brought in; the Grand-Vizier drank the Ambaſ- 
i.cors Health; the other Miniſters did the ſame; 
which the Ambaſſadors return'd in the ſame manner. 
hen all the auguſt Aſſembly got on Horſe- back, 
1d rode ſoftly, in great State and Order, to the 
an's Pavillions. At the firſt Sight they ſurpriz'd. 
the Ambaſſadors, who would ſooner have taken 
tem for a ſtately Callle, built for the Grand-Stg- 
nic Pleatures, than for any Prince's Quarters in the 
Field, Oman's Apartment, that Day, was hung 
with blue Satun, embroider'd with Gold, after the 
Manner of the Perfians, and embelliſl'd with. 
Pearls, and other Precious-ſtones, whoſe Luſtre 
dazzled the Eyes: The Floors were cover'd with 
Per/ian Carpets, and the Top with Velvet richly 
embroider'd ; and one may ſay, with great Truth, 
that the Maznificence of the Turkiſh Emperore, never 
appears with greater Splendour, than in an Imperial 
Camp. 


At the Entrance of the Pavillions, the Capigy Baſſa, 
or Captain of the Doors, with the Officers of that. 
Body, carrying their Silver Maces in their Hands, 
put themſelves at the Head of the Ambaſſadors Re- 
tinue. When they had paſs'd the firſt Door, they 
were conducted acroſs ſeveral Chambers, whoſe 


ſump- 
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{umptuous Furniture, at the ſame time that 1t 
ſhew'd O/man's Mlagnificence, gave them each Mo- 
ment new Cauſe of Admiration. But when they 
had enter'd the great Hall, where this Monarch 
was ſeated, on a Throne ſparkling with Jewels, 
with two Bows and a Javelin in his Hands, and 
Quiver hanging acroſs his Shoulders, himſelf m 
glorious fill, through the Charms of his Pert 
than through the Grandeur wherewith he was it 
rounded, they were ſeized with Admiration an 
Reipect, and no longer took any Notice of the N. 
nificence which had attracted their Eyes bete 
Wholly taken up with admiring that auguſt Obj 
they beheld, with the utmoſt Aftoniſhment, the moii 
uncommon Beauty, and the moit engaging Youth, 
ſupported by the Majeſty, Prudence, and Gr: 
vity of the moſt accompliſh'd Princes, all united in 
his Perſon: By the blooming Charms that adorn'd 
his Face, one would have taken him for the God - 
Love; and by his manly and warlike Air, o 
would have iworn he was the God of Battle; in 
ſhort, never was there an Object more likely to im- 
print on the Mind a Belief of Things the moſt in- 
credible. 

Accordingly, the Poles could ardly believe that 
what they ſaw was real; and Mit is natural to all 
Mankind to endeavour, and to love to pleaſe ; the 
diſcerning O/m2n reading partly the Ambaſladors 
Thoughts, in their very Eyes, notwithſtanding Ne 
Conſtraint and the Ceremonial every one is obliged 
to obſerve in this Court, became but ſtill more a- 
miable, by an Air of Satisfaction that appeared all 
over his Perſon. On one Side of the Throne, but 
much lower, was the Mufiy, the Cudileſl ers, with 
ſeveral Caais, and other Doctors of the Law; on 
the other was the Grand-Vizier Dilaver, the Vi- 
Z{ers of the Bench, the Beg/ervegs of 3 a and

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Natolia, and all the Baſſas, mag 3 cloath'd 
in 3 of Cloth of Gold, enrich'd with Precious- 
nes. When the Ambaſladors had | been preſented 
to the Grand-Signior, and had kits'd the Hem. of his

dhe Vayrode, and Canſtantine Verel, nad 1100 the 
Honour to kits the SYtan's Robe, in the Quality of

leaſure, and aſſured the Ambaſſadors, the Peace 
ſhould be punctually obſerved, provided the Pole: 
performed faithfully the Conditions of the Treaty. 
After all theſe Ceremonies, the Peace was publ. ſh'd 
in the Turki/b Camp, where it occaſion'd an unijver- 
fl Joy, and every Place echo'd with the Praiſes of 
Dilaver, in having, by his Prudence, concluded in 
ſo ſhort a Time, an Affair of the greateſt Impor- 
tance in the World. The Night tol lowing, they 
teſlif d their Satisfaction, by making an infinite 
Number of Bonſires in their Camp, by ſetting 
lighted Torches on the Top of all their Tents and 
Pavillions, and by continual Diſcharges of all their 
Camon. 
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After their Example, the Poles and Copacks did 
the ſame in their Camps ; a and being deſirous of ſur- 
paſſing the Tarks in every thing, they gather'd to- 
ecther in one Heap, a vaſt Number of Trees, | 
which they had fell'd and diſtributed about the 
= „the very Beginning of the Campaign, and 
ſet hem all on Fire. This prodigious Pile, be— 
ing once kindled, ſeem'd a perfect wes and its 
Fiames aſcended to the very Skies hich, toge- 
ner with the continual Thunder of the Cannon, 
and {mall Arms of the three Camps, was a Sight 
which, at once, cauſed Terror and Admiration ; 
and which, at the ſame time, gave fuch a Pleaſure 
to the People round about, that they ran in Crowds

The Grand-Vizier being convinced that the 
Polen were decamping firft, the Turki/p Army did 
the iame next Day, in order to return to Cen— 
fantinople. If the Poles had Leen ſurprized at their 
Quickneſs in incamping, intrenching themſelves, 
and attacking them on the very Day of their Ar- 
val, they were no leſs aftoniſh'd to ſee the Camp 
-aken down, the Baggage, Tents, and Cheſts, 

loaded 
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oaded upon Camels; the great Cannon, with the 
Ammunition, Proviſion, and heavy Baggage, car- 
ried to Chortin, and the Army begin their Mach 
ail in one Day.

2 They who have never been Witneſſes of ſuch 
by Things, or who have but a ſuperficial Knowledze 


of the Ottoman Court, may probably take this 
for a Fiction, or an Exaggeration; but when they 
have reflected on the boundleſs Authority of the 
Turkiſh Emperors, and their Rigour in inforcing the 
Execution of their Orders, the leaſt Negligence be- 
ing puniſh'd with the utmoſt Severity, they will not 
find it difficult to believe, that ſuch Multitudes of 
Men, who tremble at the leaſt Look of the Sultan, 
and are wholly intent upon their own Buſineſs, o- 
. bey him with ſuch Readineſs. It is the Cuſtom of 
the Turkiſh Emperors always to uſe the molt dread- 
ful Menaces, to inforce Obedience to their Com- 


f mands. I will inſtance two fingular Examples 
thereof, 
i Solyman the Magnificent, in his laſt Campaign in 


Hungary, having detach'd Ogly Baſſa at the Head of 
thirty thouſand Men, which laid all the Country 
waſte, gave him Qrders to get a Bridge built over 
the Drave, to facilicate the Paſſage of the Army he 
was leading in Perſon. But the Baſſa found the 
River ſo overflow'd, that he judg'd the Thing im- 
polſible, and diſpatch'd a Courier to Sclyman, to ac- 
quaint him with this Obſtacle. This Prince was at 
Table when the Courier arrived, and immediately 
wrote Word with his own Hand to the 54%, upon 
his Napkin, that if, at his Coming, he did not find 
tne Bridge finiſh'd, he would have him ſtrangled 
with that very Napkin which he ſent. him by the 
Courier. Hereupon the Baja ſacriſiced the Lives 
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of twenty thouſand Men, to fave his own, and com- 
pleated the Bridge before Solyman's Arrival. 


Selim II. likewiſe, his Son, having ſent a for 
midable Army, commanded by the Baſa Ns a. 
pba, to conquer the Kingdom of Cyprus, Which he 
pretended belonged to him; Muſtapha beſieged N.. 
cia, the Capital of the Iſland, both by Sea snd 
Land, Auguſt 18. 1570. But meeting therein with 
inſuperable Difticulties, and having loſt his beſt Sol 
diers, he wrote to acquaint Selim therewith. The 
Emperor, having peruſed his Letter, ſent him only 
this ſhort Anſwer, under his otvn Hand. 


The Kingdom of Cyprus, or thy Ht ad. 


Muſlapha ſhudder'd on reading this Laconick 
Scroll, and drawing freſh Courage from his Fear, 
redoubled his Efforts ſo effectually, reckoning the 
Lives of his Soldiers as nothing, that on September 
10th 1570. he carry'd the Place by Storm; the Gar- 
riſon being cut in Pieces, the City fack'd, and the 
Nobility exterminated. He then beſieged and took 
Famazoſta, and after facrificing fourſcore thou- 
ſand Men, ſubdued this beautfful Kingdom to the 
Ottoman Empire. | 


Tis this way theſe Monarchs find the Mears to 
make themſelves obey d, even in the moſt difficult 
Things ; and it is by theſe tremendous Commands, 
that ſince Ottoman I. who ſucceeded his Father 
Ortogule, in 1289. the moſt powerful Empire which 
ever was, fince the Time of the Romans, has been 


eſtabliſh'd and preſerv'd. 


"Tis not therefore to be wonder'd at, that, in 
ene Day, Sultan Oſman's Army, conſiſting of ſuch 
Numbers, as I have already obſerved, took down 
| ſixty 
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ſxty thouſand Pavillions, an infinite Number of 
Tents, loaded all the light Baggage, lodg'd in Safety 
the heavy Artillery, A: nmunition, and Proviſion, 
and afterwards begun their March, fince this Em- 
eror Vas neither lefs feared, nor leſs obey'd than 
his Predeceſſors. The Beglerbeg of Romania led 
the Van, and the Beglerbeg of Natolia brought up 
the Rear; whilit the Emperor was ſurrounded by 
the Fanizaries and Spahis, which are the Troops 
of his Houſhold, and which form'd the Body of the 
Army. In the middle of this Centre, there 1s at- 
ways a great Space, which is taken up by five hun⸗ 
red Archers, drawn out of the Body of the F Me 
a e all old experienced Soldiers, and of ap- 

oved Courage. T heſe are the real Body Guard, 
and are called Solacks. 


They are only armed with a Scymeter, a Poniard, 
and a gilt Bow; their Quiver is of poliſid Steel, 
inlaid with Gold and Silver, adorn'd with Gold 
ioops, and full of Arrows: Half of them march on 

the right of the Sultan, and are all left handed, and 
he other half on his left, and are all right handed, 
that neither the one nor the other, when they ſhoot, 
may turn their Backs upon their Monarch, which, 
among the Tarks, is an unpardonable want of Reſ- 
pect. The Sultan gives theſe Archers extraordi- 
nary Pay, and a molt magnificent Habit: Their 
Turbans are wrought with Gold, and ſurrounded 
with a Gold Circle, enrich'd with Precious-ſtones: 
Over this is a large Plume of white Feathers, out 
of which comes a T uft of black ones; a Mixture 
that forms a moſt beautiful Variety. This Guard 
never leaves the Prince's Perſon, and prevents the 
Approach of any one whoiceves, unleſs the Sultan 
ends for him. 
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If on their March they muſt croſs any River, 
they wade over it if ſhallow, and if deep they wim, 
almoſt without quitting their Ranks. When the 
Water reaches up to their Knees, the Sultan gives 
them a Crown each; if it is above their Waſte, they 
have two; and even three, if it comes ſtil) higher; 
but that Bounty is only for the firſt River, all | 
reſt go for nothing, 


"I'was in this fine Order the Ottoman Arm; 
marched, which the firſt Day went but four Miles; 
but next Morning they ſet out again a little : 
Midnight, and march'd on till Noon, according t 
the Cutom of the Turks, and fo held on to Cee 
e. No ſooper was it heard in this great C't 
thot the Army were upon their Return, but the 
OC} le made infinite Rejoicings; and the Joy was to 
much the greater, becauſe Di/aver had ſent thither 
Emillaries, who gave out that the Su/tan had not 
granted Pe: ice to the Po/es, till they had fubmit- 
ted to pay a Tribute to the Porte; that an Ambal- 
{acor of that Nation attended the Su/tan, and an- 
uther was to follow foon after with the Tribute; 
that the Po/es, when they ſued for Peace, had be- 
gun, by Jaying their Arms at his Feet, in preſenting 
him with a Javelin enrich'd with Jewels, and ſome 
Cannon admirably wrought, reſolving no more to 
uſe them againſt him, but againit che Enemies of the 
Ottoman Family. 


Thus the Grand-Viz ier, like an able Stateſman, 
knew how to make his own Advantage of every 
'Frifie, to impoſe on an ignorant rude People, who 
never diving to the Bottom of the Matter, dwell 
only on the Surface of ſuch Things, as may flatter 
their Pride and Vanity. This is the Reaſon why 
the Turi, fince that Day, have look'd upon the 

1 Pole: 
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polis as ſubject 4 55 trie . to the Porte: Al- 
though the great 9%, has evidently ſhown them 
the contrary, in the two Gabon Battles he gain'd 
over them, under the Reign of Mabenst IV. the 
one at Choczin, in 1665. and the other at the 
railing of the Sicge of Vienna, in 1683. 


In the mean while, the Emperor Oſman reſol- 
ring to make a triumphant Entry into Con/tantino- 
ple, iſſued Orders for the rendring that Day magni- 
feent and memorable: He even diſpatch'd a 
Chiacux, with an Order to the Su/tara-Queen to 
meet him, as far as Adrianople, with the Prince his 
Son. This young hild was then indiſpoſed; but 
the Su/taneſs not daring to diſobey the Emperor, on 
any Pretence whatſoever, ſet out, together with the 
Prince; and his OT was increaſed ſo much by 
the Fatigue of Travelling, that he died within two 
Days Journey of Conflantinople. 


This News touch'd the Stan very ſenſibly, and 
even the Army were very much afflicted ; but ne- 
vertheleſs O/man continued his March, and arrived 
at Adriansple, where the Su/tana-Queen waited 
his Coming. But he gave her ſuch a cold Recep- 
tion, and his Indifference to her was fo very viſible, 
that ſhe was inconſolable thereat, not knowing to what 
to impute it; but they who were privy to O/man's 
Paſſion for Aphendina, were not in the leaſt ſurprized 
at it, that Prince having only ſent for the Su/tana, 
to add to the Pomp of his Entry, and not out of aay 
Impatience to ſee her: In effect, he had no Love 
but for the Mzufty's Daughter, to whom he fent 
Couriers every Day, to inform her of his March. 
Great was his Deſire of again beholding her, but 
notwithſtanding that, he thought fit to incamp 
tor eight Days, to give his Army ſome Repole, 
and prepare for his triumphant Entry: He then diſ-

upon the Inhabitants of that City came in Droves to 
admire the Order of his Incampment, the ſame Dil 
cipline being obſerved therein, as if the Army had 
been in the Preſence of their Enemies. 
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O/man then gave Orders for ſeveral Rejoicings, 
but not being able to be ſo near Aphendiua without 
ſeeing her, and ſharing with her the Glory of his 
Triumph, he wrote to her in the molt tender 
Terms, and begg'd her to come to his Camp, and 
increaſe its Splendour by her Preſence, and re- 
ceive, in the Face of all his People, the molt ſig- 
nal Marks of his Reſpect and Love. Not ſatisficd 
with this Letter, and {till fearing the Haughtinets of 
this beauteous Maiden, he obliged the Maſty to 
write alſo to induce her not to refuſe him. The 
High-Prieſt, who ſaw nothing in this Step that as 
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contrary to Decency, did as the Sz/tan deſired him, 
and the incomparable Aphendina, who ardently

An Honour ſo conſiderable, and till then ſo un- 
uſual at the Ottoman Court, open'd the Eyes of the 
Army, and the imperial City, who that Moment 
diſcovered the Emperor's extreme Love. No body, 
however, was furprized thereat, all knowing, or 
having heard talk of, the dazzling Beauty of the 
Mufty's Daughter; beſides which, they were not 
ignorant that they had been bred up together, and 
had imbib'd a mutual Love for each other, from their 
Infancy : But if the People were not ſurprized, the 
Cu{tana-Queen, and all the Ladies in the Seraglio 
were ready to burſt with Rage and Envy; and bur- 
ring with Hatred and Revenge, they bent their 
Thoughts, from that very Moment, on finding the 
Means, either to break ſo amiable an Union, or ut- 
terly to deftroy the auguſt Objects of it.
